The  undersheriff 
there  said  that  an  Iron  River  officer, 
who  was  at  Grrmd  Rapids  as  a  witness, 
hati  informed  him  that  Fergu.s.m  had 
made  a  confession  concernin.g  Jacob- 
son.

Ex-.Senator  Kdtnunds  .said  in  a  recent 
article  in  a   leading  review   that   what- 
ever we  may  think   of  the   war  we  are 
waKing  upon   the   Filipinos   there   is  one 
point  uiMn       which       there      can  be  n.> 
reasonable   difference  of   opinion.     It    is 
that   the  people  of  this  country   have  a 
right    to  know   just    how    this    war    was 
bnniiiht  on.     They  are  now  in  the  dark 
on  this  subject.     It  is  positively  a.sserted 
l>y    the    Filipino    leaders    that    when    we 
sought   and  obtained   their  aid   in    driv- 
ing the  Spaniards  out  of  the  Philippines 
they    received      official      assurances    th;it 
they  were  lighting  not  f..r  our  dominion 
in  th4>se  islands,  but  for  their  own  inde- 
pendence.    That    was    the     inducement. 
so  they  say.  that  our  authorities  offered 
f.ir    their  assistance,   and    they    declare, 
furthermore,    that   as    between    the    two 
as  masters  they  really  pieferred  S!>ain, 
because  her  power  is  so  much  h;s.s  than 
ours  that  they  would  have  had  a  better 
chance    to    resist    and    overcome    it.     In 
fact,   they   had  driven  Spain  out  of     the 
t'hdippines    exiept    on    a    narrow    strip 
extending    a    few    miles    from    Manilla 
befere  Dewey  appeared  upon   the  scene.

The  great  boom  in  tlie  iron  trade  con- 
tinues and  the  indications  are  that  the 
second  half  of  the  year  will  be  evm 
more  active  than  the  first  half.  The 
Iron  Trade  Review  says  that  every 
Aveek  is  adding  to  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness on  furnace  order  boiiks  for  VMM. 
and  in  the  next  six  months  the  Iiasis  of 
a  large  part  of  the  finished  material 
ttmnage  for  next  year  will  bo  deter- 
mined from  month  to  month.  The  trade 
is.  c'lniing  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
period  of  good  profits  in  iron  and  steel  is 
to  be  of  longer  duration  than  any 
prophet  of  three  months  ago  would  have 
dared  to  predict.  The  restoration  of 
the  eouilibrium  between  product!  >n  and 
<'onr;uniption  is  not  nearly  so  definitely 
talked  of  now  as  in  early  spring.  Laijor 
troubles  and  a  persistent  labor  scarcity 
in  primary  lines  of  production  keep  de- 
ferring the  much  predicted  turn. 

The  scarcity  of  steel  is  becoming 
more  pronounced,  and  there  are  strong 
probabilities  that  steel  mills  will  have 
serious  difficulties  in  the  next  month  or 
two  in  the  way  of  securing  an  aderjuate 
supply  of  iron.  The  Review  notes  that 
furnaces  are  dropping  behind  in  ship- 
ments, and  it  is  evident  already  that  a 
portion  of  the  iron.  Bessemer  and  non- 
Bessemer,  that  has  been  sold  Tor  1899 
delivery  will  not  go  from  the  furnaces 
until  1900.  The  same  condition  obtains 
in  finished  material,  and  really  the  only 
question  in  this  connection  is  how  far 
the  unfulfilled  business  of  this  year  will 
lap  over  into  the  next.  There  were 
more  furnaces  In  blast  July  1;  yet  con- 
sumption has  evidently  continued  to 
grow.  Those  who  expected  that  the 
new  furnaces  would  overtake  consump- 
tion of  pig  iron  by  the  middle  of  the 
year,  figured  that  consumption  would 
either  stand  still  or  recede  in  the  face 
of  high  prices.  It  has  done  neither;  and 
until  some  means  of  gauging  its  course 
can  be  discovered,  predictions  based  on 
statistics  of  production  and  stocks  will 
be  of  little  value. 

Of  course  this  boom  in  iron  and  steel 
has  created  a  great  demand  for  ore.  and 
as  a  result  all  the  properties  in  the  Lake 
Superior  region  are  being  worked  to 
their  fullest  capacity.  Mines  that  have 
l>€en  idle  for  years,  and  which  it  was 
considered,  could  not  be  worked  at  a 
profit,  are  being  operated  again,  and  all 
over  the  ranges  prospecting  and  de- 
velopment is  proceeding  with  a  view  of 
meeting  the  still  greater  demand  that  is 
expected  in  the  future.    In  this  connec-

Siatement  of  the  Membership,  Reli- 
gious Orders,  Etc. 

Ollicials  of  the  government  have  re- 
ceived coides  of  Freedom,  a  daily  ne-.vs- 
paper  printed  in  Manilla,  containing  a 
statement  of  the  Catholic  resources  of 
the  island  from  the  pen  of  the  arch- 
bishop of  Manilla.  In  the  Phipii;)in.s 
the  Catholic  Church  is  under  the  juris- 
dution  of  Archiiishop  Father  Bernard- 
Nozaldeda  de  Vila,  who  i.s  a  native  of 
Oxiedo,  Sjiain,  and  who  was  consecrated 
in  that  city  in  1S9().  That  same  year  he 
undertook  the  duties  of  his  jiresent  post. 
I'nder  Spanish  rule  the  allovrance  of  liis 
ixist  were  received  f'.om  the  Ministry 
of  Puldic  Insiruciion,  which  a'.so  furn- 
ished maintenance  to  the  various 
churches,  seminaiies  and  religious  oi - 
ders  of  the  island.  The  Archbishoii's 
slaienient   is  in   jiarl   as   follows:

22N;  the  Recollets,  2;J:',;  Society  of  Jesus, 
\si\:  Capucines,  K!;  Ei-nedictines,  16,  and 
the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  I'aul. 
wiiich  ificlu.les  675  natives  in  its  jiid- 
therho.id,  all  the  n.^t  of  the  friars  lie- 
ing  Spanisli   by   birth.

This  is  an  estai>iish- 
nient  for  the  high.r  eilucation  of 
youths  and  young  men.  which  also  has 
the  privilege  of  granting  the  degrees  ef 
P..  A.  and  H.  t4c.  It  omprises  a  cho.d 
of  commerce  and  military  training 
school,  a  chcsni .al  laboratory,  and  n  it 
some  ;!.'0  boys  receive  a  high  class  edu- 
cation, wliiih  inchi.le.s  instruction  In 
Knglish  ami  Fii-nch.  The  curriculum 
further  embraces  such  subjects  as  en- 
gineering, practical  agriculture,  nie- 
ilianics,   physics  and   chemistry. 

"The  e.lucation  of  girls  is  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  sisterhoods.  Filiinno 
families  at  present  in  these  isles  com- 
prise those  Asstincion  and  Dom'ni  an 
orders.  The  Assuncion  undertakes  the 
higher  education  of  girls  and  owns  the

Concerning  the  Ateneo,  the  editor  of 
Freedom  cites  an  instance  of  one  of 
its  pupils,  who  is  said  to  give  promi.'ie 
of  being  one  of  the  greatest  analytical 
chemists  of  the  day.  It  is  told  of  h.in 
that  he  succeeded  in  removing  from  the 
"Xipa"  extract,  a  certain  delextorious 
ingredient  which  had  heretofore  badlc  1 
the  resources  of  chemists  of  great  m  pu- 
tation.

A  Slaughter  of  Beasts  Followed  By  a  Battle 

With  Men,  As  Described  By  an  Old- 

Time  Trapper^ 


THE  GREAT  BUFFALO  TRAP

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There  are  trappers  and  trappers.  :.ay.s 
a  Kij)p.  Mon.,  letter  to  the  New  York 
Sun.  The  lad  starting  nut  from  the  oid 
farm  house  at  break  of  day  to  visit  his 
snares  set  along  the  hank  of  some  nearby 
stream  is  a  trapiv^r;  he  has  the  true 
tsplrit.  Then  there  is  the  man,  perhaps 
t>nce  a  farmers  boy,  who  lives  in  the  deep 
\%oo«ls  and  h.«s  his  blazed  line  extending 
iieross  valley  ami  hill,  and  from  stream 
to  stream  tor  miles  and  miles;  he  is  a 
trapper  in  every  .«»>nse  of  the  word.  Hut 
the  trRpi>»'r  who  was  the  -kuik  of  them  ail 
has  passed  away;  his  domain  has  been 
taken  from  him  and  the  land  knows  him 
no  more.  He  was  the  one  who  in  the 
course  of  his  vaeatlon  explored  the  great 
West  and  mapped  the  way  for  that  tide 
of  eivilizailon  which  in  our  own  time,  in 
the  days  suceeedin.ij  the  eivil  war.  has 
torn  up  the  plains  and  conquered  tlie 
mountains  of  lialf  a  continont. 

One  often  hears  the  expression:  "A  l.izy, 
shiftless  trapper."  It  is  wldp  of  the  truth. 
The  trapper  is  not  lazy;  he  tidls  harder. 
undcrRofs  mi>re  privation,  exposes  him- 
self tt»  more  hartlsliip  than  men  of  almost 
any  other  class.  The  truth  is.  he  was 
born  with  a  dislike  .d"  the  trammels  of 
civilization.  In  him  the  si)irit  of  some  re- 
mole  ancestor;  perhaps  even  that  of  a 
cavedweller,  has  been  reincarnated, 
and  in  obedience  to  its  demands  he  has 
returned  to  nature,  followintr  her  wavs 
as>  nearly  a.s  he  can.     Me  will  not.  cannot. 

ir  the  .v«.ike  which  modern  life  ImiMJses. 

•  has  no  ambition  \.u  own  lands  and 
••IliiiKs.  to  accumulate  wealth.  All  lu- 
es for  is  to  live  with  nature,  to  lead  a 

•  untrammelled  by  the  observances  and 
ties  of  civilization.  And  people  who 
nnot  understand  such  a  man  tleem  him 
■.y  and  shiftless,  but  whi'u  one  comes  to 

•w  th»s»-  men  intimately  their  charac- 
r  is  a  rtvelation.  They  have  Kreai  will 
•  wt-r;  they  are  fertile  in  expedient,  and 
iihough  deticient  in  education,  thev  are 
i"re  than  the  average  man  thinkers  and 
.'iiIosoi>hers.  They  have  their  own  opin- 
ris,  and  stronfi-  ones,  too,  upon  those 
arKe  queslions  which  interest  humanitv. 
As  the  farmers  boy  experiences  plea.s- 
"■•  in  tramping;  through  a  i)ieci'  of  dist- 
wo.idliind  for  the  first  time  and  ox- 
•rin.tr  Its  unknown  ••xpanse.  so  did  the 
lapprtrs  of  the  early  half  of  this  centurv, 
even  later,  delight  to  fit  out  at  one  of 
the  frontier  towns— St.  Ltjuis  or  St.  Paul— 
and  start  for  a  year's  sojourn  in  the 
l'"'ar  West.  At  first  they  confined  their  op- 
erations to  the  nearby  country,  Minneso- 
ta, Jowiv,  Missouri  and  Kansas,  but  as  the 
^ years  passed  they  went  further  and  fur- 
ther toward  the  sunset  in  search  of  new 
flields,  until  they  finally  established  theit- 
winter  camps  along-  the  slopes  of  the 
Kockies  and  bey.md.  even  to  the  Pacilic. 
'1  he.v  knew  of,  but  care<l  naught,  for  the 
dangers  they  would  encounter.  There 
were  ci»untless  bamls  of  Indians  to  fight 
or  circumvent;  there  were  many  wide  and 
treacherous  streams  to  cross;  wild  beasts 
to  encounter;  they  were  liable  to  accident 
or  disease  far  from  a  surgeons  care.  And 
all  for  what?  For  the  taking  or  a  few 
beaver  ami  marten  pelts?  No.  it  was 
that  inherite«l  spirit  of  unrest  and  love  of 
adventure  which  led  them  on,  Jt  was  the 
satisfaction  of  campiii.i;:  upon  some  far- 
away stream;  in  somi'  wild  canon;  of 
climbing  some  rugged  mountain  lit  Igni, 
and  saying;  "1  am  the  tiist  white  man  to 
visit  this  spot."  The  b..nes  of  many  of 
the.se  brave  men  now  li-  blearhing  on  the 
great  plains  of  the  W  e.^t  or  are  buried 
deep  in  the  sands  of  the  mountain 
streams.  Sometimes  they  returned  lo  the 
frontier  towns  with  their  clothing  in  llut- 
tering  rags,  their  bare  feet  swollen  ami 
bleeding,  emaciated,  staggering,  and  with 
a  look  in  their  eyes  which  told  of  the  hard, 
ships  they  had  endured.  Thev  had  es- 
ca|>ed  from  thi.ving  ban<ls  of'Indians  with 
iheh-  lives  but  had  lost  their  hor.ses.  arnis 
and  furs.  The  Indians  often  took  that 
means  of  dealin.g  with  the  jKior  trapper. 
They  thought  he  would  suffer  a  more  hor- 
rible death  if  set  a-foot  in  the  desert 
without  food  or  the  means  to  procure  it 
than  if  they  should  kill  him  on  the  spot. 
H'lW  pictures<iue  those  old-time  traijper.'^ 
.were!  t'atlln  has  left  us  one  or  two  painc- 
'  ngs  of  them;  several  lifelike  cuts  of  them 
;  ire  to  be  found  in  old  works  ab<iiit  the 
West  and  even  toda.v  one  occasion.Uly 
sees  just  such  men  in  the  Rocky  mountain 
region.  Their  clothes  were  generallv  of 
biick.skin.  fringed  or  unfringed;  pliant 
moccasins  covered  their  feet.  Did  thev 
wear  a  coat,  it  was  of  coarso,  black  wool, 
unlined.  out  with  long  tails  and  had 
SHwed  to  the  back  of  th.'  n*ck  a  :5-coi- 
nered  capote  of  like  material.  Brass  but- 
tons decorated  the  front  and  back.  Jn- 
stead  of  hats  they  wore  huge  turbans  of 
coon  or  other  fur.  and  beneath  their  lontr 
hair  streamed  down  over  their  shoulders 
and  was  of  equal  length  with  the  beard 
which  covtTed  their  faces.  Xcither  hair 
nor  beard  ever  felt  the  shears.  When 
either  grew  so  long  as  to  be  in  the  wav 
they  whipped  out  their  skinning  kniv.  s 
and  .sawed  it  off.  Around  their  waist  was 
a  leather  belt,  which  contained  their 
knife  and  sheath,  and  .sometimes  a  pis- 
tol. But  as  a  rule  the  trapi)er  had  no  us^e 
for  that  weapon.  i>referring  to  depend  up- 
on his  long-barrelled,  sharp-sighted  ritle 
for  all  purposes. 

Starting  on  one  of  those  long  expedi. 
tions  from  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi, 
the  old-time  trappers  tfKik  scarcely  mor^' 
with  them  than  if  the.v  were  going  for  a 
day's  journey.  They  mnv  have  hari  two 
or  three  pack  horses  eacli,  but  these  car- 
ried .scarcely  any  weight.  Each  man  had 
a  good  supply  of  ammunition,  which  was 
to  procure  his  food;  there  were  plentv  of 
traps. an  ax  or  two,  a  few  cooking  utensils 
and  a  shelter  of  some  kind,  generally  an 
Indian  lodge.  They  may  have  had  a  few 
pounds  of  flour,  pf>rk.  sugar  and  tea;  no 
more,  however,  than  would  carry  them 
beyond  the  settlements  into  the  game 
countr.v.  The  trapper,  like  the  Indian, 
subsisted  almost  entirely  upon  meal,  with 
occasionally  some  berries,  fresh  or  dried. 
and  it  setms  to  have  been  an  all-sufficient 
and  healthful  diet.  The  meat-eating  habit, 
once  a((|uired,  seems  never  to  desert  on.\ 
I  The  few  survivitig  trappers  of  the  old 
,  time,  as  well  as  the  Indians,  subsist  upon 
it  even  in  these  days  of  a  cheap  and  var. 
ied  food  supply.  Bread  they  will  eat  in 
t»moderate  quantities,  but  if  they  have 
meat,  and  plenty  of  it.  thev  care  for 
nothing  else,  unless  it  is  the  s>Tvice  ber- 
cherry,  which  they  dry  in 
r  winter  use. 


post.  Mountain  fort,  on  the  upper  Sas- 
katchewan, tar  to  the  northwest.  To  se- 
ciir.'  this  trade  the  company  determinci! 
to  build  a  post  much  further  west  on  the 
Missouri,  and  in  order  to  secure  immu- 
nity from  this  tribe  it  insisted  that  Us 
employes,  from  the  agents  and  clerk.^ 
down  tt)  the  humblest  voyaguers,  shouUl 
marry  women  of  that  tribe— that  is,  mar- 
ry in  the  Indian  fashion;  the  women  st - 
lected,  the  prk'e  agreeil  upon,  the  parents 
received  the  stipulatid  sum  an<l  the  wo- 
men became  the  propertv  of  the  Irapper, 
whether  she  wished  to  or  not.  Thus  it 
was  that  liivet  found  himstdf  a  married 
man  sooner  than  he  expecteti  or  cared  I" 
be.  and  for  many  years  he  roamed  the 
idains  with  this  tribe  and  their  allies, 
the  tiros  X'entres  of  the  prairie.  Tt  was 
his  duly  while  plyinij  his  voiation  as 
trapper  to  keep  the  Blackfeet  away  frtmi 
the    Hudson's   l?ay   company   if   possible. 

Where  Kivet  is  living  todav  is  the  verv 
spot  where,  in  the  fall  of  1S47,  occurred 
one  of  the  most  di'sper.tle  skirmishes 
lh.it  he  was  ever  engaged  in.  Opixisite 
to  his  cal)in  the  side  of  the  valley  is 
formed  by  a  ledge  of  sandstone  from  five 
to  lifleen  feet  high,  but  not  so  steep  tliat 
a  person  could  not  scale  it  in  most  places. 
At  the  foot  of  the  ledge  there  is  a  very 
sleep  slope  of  lifty  feet  or  more  down  to 
the  level  of  the  v.ille.v.  From  the  top  of 
the  hdge  the  prairie  extends  to  the  north 
for  a  long  way  in  one  Hat  anil  iiniirokeii 
stretch.  This  place  h.id  beeji  used  b.v  thi 
Indians  from  lime  immemorial  as  a  "place 
to  trap  the  buffalo,  and  with  what  suc- 
cess one  may  judge  from  a  visit  today. 
Below  the  ledge,  where  the  trai)  once 
stood,  are  thousand  of  horn  tips,  the  last 
part  of  a  buffalo  to  siu-cnmb  to  the  ele- 
ments; the  bones  have  long  since  rolled 
away.  Hy  a  little  search  one  can  find.  too. 
arrowheads  of  tlint  and  obsirlian.  spear 
points  and  knivts  of  the  same  material, 
antl  various  stone  implements.  Rivet  told 
this  story  of  the  light: 

"It  was  in  July,  ls47.  That  was  the  sea- 
.«on.  you  know,  when  the  hair  of  the  buf- 
falo was  shortest,  the  hide  stnmgest.  and 
therefore  most  tit  to  tan  into  leather  for 
new  lodges,  for  moccasins  and  for  many 
articles  of  use.  Also  it  was  a  good  seasoii 
to  dry  meat  and  pemmican  for  wiiUi'r 
i!Sc;  the  meat  was  fat,  and  the  hot  sun 
would  dry  it  quicklv  when  cut  Into  the 
thin,  wide  sheets.  The  chiefs  consulted  to- 
gether and  they  said:  'We  will  move  up  to 
the  piskan  (pound,  corral)  on  the  Two 
Medicine  and  have  the  great  success.' 
So  we  moved — we  wt're  camoing  down 
in  the  Bears  Paw— and  in  a  few  davs  ar- 
rived at  this  place.  There  were  only 'thiriv 
lodges  of  us,  some  25<t  i>eople,  I  guess. 
an<l  of  them  about  seventv-five  wert- 
men— warriors.  All  the  rest  of  the  Black- 
fe*-!.  the  great  camn.  were  over  acros.s 
the  Missouri.  We  jdaced  our  lodges  in  the 
edge  of  the  limber,  just  across  the  river 
thtre.  and  began  prep.arations  to  snare 
the  buffalo.  At  the  foot  of  the  cliff  yon- 
der, where  the  rocks  are  highest,  was  a 
cor.al;  it  started  out  from  the  ciifT. 
struck  the  wall  rock  asain  a  hundred 
yards  or  more  from  where  it  started.  You 
will  see  it  was  a  very  heavy  corral,  it 
hail  stood  many,  many  ve.-irs;  some  of 
the  great  tree  trunks  which  formed  a 
part  of  it  had  been  i)laced  th-re  befort 
the  Indians  got  axes,  and  thev  had  been 
burmd  down  instead  of  chooped.  Thi  n 
there  were  small  trtcs;  poles,  big  boul- 
ders, anything  was  used  which  would 
barrier  against  the  pow- 
buffalo.  Now,  then,  fmin 
ci1g(  over  the  corral  two 
es  extcBded  far  out  onto 
the  letter  V,  ever  diverg- 
unlll  where  they  ended  they  wcie 
isl  ii  mile  apart.  All  day  the  women 
brush  and  dragging 
putting  a  heap  of  i:

erful  rush  of  th 
the  top  of  the 
lines  of  rock  pi 
the  prairie,  like 
ing. 
at   li 

were    busy    cutting 
it  out  on  the  piairii 

at  each  rock  i)ile.  P.ehiiul  each  one  of  these 
piles  there  were  to  be  one  or  more  piople 
concealed  when  the  time  came.  The  buf- 
falo were  to  be  deco.ved  Into  the  apex  of 
the  V.  and  once  there,  as  they  pass. d 
further  in.  the  people  were  to  keep  rising 
up  from  their  places  of  concealment  and 
searing  them  on,  until  hnallv  the  band 
should  reach  the  edge  of  th(>  ciilT.  Thin, 
of  course  the  foremost  animals  would  lr\ 
to  stop,  but  the  others,  would  crowd  them 
in  th  ir  terror,  and  most  (d'  the  band 
would  go  over  the  cliff;  thos.'  not  being 
killed  or  criiipled  in  the  fall  would  be 
unable  to  i)ass  out  of  the  corral. 

"NVell.  everything  was  ready;  the  corral 
had  been  r -paind.  the  brush  was  in  place, 
all  we  waite.l  for  was  a  big  band  of  buf- 
falo to  come  within  a.  couple  of  miles  of 
the  place.  All  day  long  watchers  were  on 
the  hill  looking  out  for  them.  Down  in 
the  camp  the  medicine  men  were  praying 
all  the  time,  and  he  who  was  to  call  the 
buffalo  was  praying  and  fasting  with 
Ihem.  At  last,  on  the  third  day,  about 
noon,  the  watchers  came  in  and  said  that 
a  big  band  had  been  seen,  quite  a  long 
way  out.  but  that  the  chances  were  ihcy 
could  be  decoyed.  The  people  who  were  to 
hide  in  the  brush  piles  hurried  out  to 
their  jilaces,  and  soon  the  calling  mai, 
.started  out.  He  was  mounted  on  a  smah 
but  very  swift  horse  the  color  of  a  buf- 
falo, and  wi>re  a  large  buffalcf  rolie  hair 
side  out.  The  medi(  ine  men  remained  in 
their  lodges  and  prayed  harder  than  ever 
and  made  sacrifices  to  the  sun.  Not  cverv 
one  could  decoy  buffah);  to  be  successful 
one  must  Imitate  perfectly  the  frighteiu-d 
bawlmg  ot  a  buffalo  calf,  which  is  very 
difficult.  '' 


ral.  the  bulls  driven  out,  and  then  cverv 
one  rushed  in.  women  as  well  as  men.  and 
bf-gan  to  skin  and  cut  up  the  great  killing 
which  had  been  made.  How  many?  Oh, 
I  shouhi  judge,  calves  and  all,  there  were 

000  or  more. 
"Kvery  one  wa%  busy  at   work,   myself 

Included,  when  suddenly  from  that  big 
coulee  just  above  here  «  big  j)artv  of 
mounted  Indians  rode  out  into  the  valley 
and  chargetl  down  on  us.  The  women  and 
children  screamed  and  hid  themselves 
among  the  dead  buffalo  or  along  the  siiles 
of  the  corral  as  best  they  could;  the  men 
grapsed  their  weapons  and  prepared  to 
light.  1  think  all  of  us  felt  that  we  had 
the  best  of  it,  with  the  corral  for  a  bar- 
rier, and  when  the  oncoming  party  shout- 
ed thwir  warcry,  which  we  recognized  as 
that  of  the  Crows,  we  answered  them 
back  with  good  will.  The  Blackfeet  were 
always  ready  and  anxious  to  light  when 

1  hey  had  anything  like  a  chance  to  suc- 
ceeil.  We  thought  likely  the  enemy  would 
rush  right  up  to  the  corral  before  de- 
livering their  lire,  and  we  waited  for 
them.  Hut  when  about  3(KI  yards  iiistaiit 
they  wheeled  and  rode  off  a  little  way, 
then  turned,  came  back  and  wheeled  away 
again  without  firing  a  shot,  but  keeping 
up  their  singing  all  the  time  and  bran- 
dishing their  weapons  at  us.  We  couldii  t 
imagine  what  they  were  up  to,  but  we 
were  Soon  to  learn,  for  all  at  once  an- 
other party  of  them  who  had  sne  ike  1 
around  unobserved  and  gained  the  tcp  of 
the  ledge  began  to  fire  down  at  is,  and  at 
the  same  time  the  main  jiarty  charged  in 
earnest.  Well,  we  were  in  for  it.  Some  of 
us  tired  at  one  parly  and  some  at  li.e 
other,  and  although  we  kept  druppi*:.; 
some  of  those  riding  around  th.-  corral 
We  were  doing  no  damage  to  tho^•.o  up  on 
the  ledge,  who  were  shooting  down  our 
people  i>retty  rapidl.v. 

"Things  began  to  look  pretty  black  for 
us  when  the  war  chief.  Eagle  Ri!),  shout- 
ed out:  "Some  of  us  must  climb  lie-  ledi;e 
;ind  drive  those  people  off  or  well  all  b* 
killed.  Now,  then!"  and  he  t)egan  to  call 
off  the  names  of  those  he  wanted  to  go 
with  him;  there  were  twenty-seven  in  all, 
and  I  was  one  of  them.  Well,  ;dr.  it  w  is 
an  exciting  time.  I  hated  to  climb  that 
cliff,  but  1  felt  that  we  must,  or,  as  the 
chief  said,  we'd  all  be  killed  and  sc.ilpeil. 
and  worse  would  happen  to  the  women. 
So  when  our  leader  said  'flo!'  I  jtist  gril- 
led my  teeth  and  said  to  myself  I'd  do 
my  best.  We  started;  before  we  got  to 
the  foot  of  the  slojie  three  of  our  number 
fell,  and  while  climbing  u|)  it  and  o\  ir 
the  heap  of  dead  buffalo  two  more  drop- 
lied.  And  now  we  were  at  the  rock,  and 
so  many  buffalo  were  piled  up  there  that 
as  soon  as  we  got  to  it  we  could  see  over 
it.  There  wen'  t  wcnt>-live  or  thirtj- 
Crows  standing  there,  and  they  were 
biis.v,  some  firing  arrows  at  us,  olli'jrs  re- 
loading their  guns.  We  shot  into  them, 
most  of  us  having  guns,  ami  then  we 
ducked  down  and  r»'loaded  as  fiist  as  we 
could.  Hut  while  we  were  doing  so  the 
♦  'rows  came  right  to  the  eclge  of  the  wall 
and  began  to  shoot  again,  but  four  or  live 
of  fiur  part.v  had  bows  and  arrows  and 
stood  them  olT  pretty  well,  although  four 
more  of  us  wi-re  dropped  before  we  could 
begin  to  use  our  guns  again.  But  when 
we  did  you  ought  to  have  seen  those 
<'rows  dro]>  ;ind  the  r(>sf  run  for  thei!- 
horses,  which  one  of  their  number  was 
holding  some  distance  awa.v.  We  jumped 
up  on  the  ledge  and  took  after  them,  but 
Ihey  had  too  much  the  start  of  us  aiirl 
just  scampered  off  as  soon  as  they  could 
mount.  We  had  lifteen  of  them,  though, 
lying  about  near  the  ledge,  and  the  way 
the  niaekfeet  yankol  their  scaljis  off— 
and  some  of  them  still  kicking— was  .i 
caution. 

"Meanwhile  the  flght  was  slill  going  on 
il'iwn  belriw  and  the  chief  went  back  with 
the  men  who  had  bows  and  arrows,  leav- 
ing us  with  guns  to  guard  the  ledge  and 
shoot  down  at  the  Crows  about  the  corrai. 
Hut  in  a  few  minutes  the.v  started  oft", 
too.  for  they  hail  Inst  pretty  heavily — 
fort.v-one  men  as  we  counti'd  "later.  But 
when  they  left  the  corral  they  just  sailed 
down  the  valley  and  drove  oft  our  horsi  s 
— ever.v  one  of  them.  I  tell  ymi  it  was  a 
sad  old  time.  Twenty-two  of  our  men, 
live  women  and  children,  weie  dead  or 
woundeil.  and  there  we  were  set  plumb 
afoot.  Vou  b<-t  there  was  no  rejoicing 
and  feasting  that  night. 

"What  <lid  we  do  for  horses?  Well,  two 
or  three  .vonng  fellows  went  and  stole  i 
lot  from  the  Assiniboines  and  another  lil- 
tle  jcirty  stole  a  big  bunch  from  their 
other  enemy,  the  Crees.  and  meantime  a 
runner  went  across  the  Missouri  and  told 
the  main  Blackfoot  camp  what  had  haji- 
pened.  They  sent  a  big  party  against 
the  Crows  for  revenge  and  the  rest  came 
right  over  and  joined  us.  Oh.  we  soon  get 
plenty  of  horses,  but  1  tell  you  that  w«^ 
a  sad  blow  to  us  and  caused  lots  of  sor- 
row. Indians  grieve  as  much  for  lost  rel- 
ali\cs  as  white  people  do." 
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About  twenty  miles  east  of  the  foothilN 
of  the  Rockies,  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montana,  there  lives  one  of  the  old-tim« 
trappers  named  Ri\et,  now  :»2  years  of 
age.  Except  that  hn  is  nearlv  blind,  he 
is  still  fairly  active  and  with  intellect  un- 
impaired. He  delights  to  tell  of  the  day.^ 
whMn    he   roamed    thi?   prairies   and    mou'n-

|t  r.  and  he  saw  him  painting  picture.*! 
i  the  Indians  there  in  his  temporarv 
udio,  n  bastion  of  the  .fort.  At  that  time 
;■  compan.v  was  having  a  great   deal  of 

•  •uble  with  the  Blackfeet,  the  largest 
M  most  warlike  trif)e  in  the  Northwest, 
.••■,  murdered  the  trappers  whenever  they 
/-  id  them.  The  Blackfeet  seldom  came 
'  v'^'ort  Union,  trading  mostlv  with  the 
.iJson's    Bay    company,     which    had    a 
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Wf'll,  the  man  rode  down  the  valley  be- 
..>w   the   ledge,    then  up   the   hill  onto   the 
prairie,  and  I  climbed  upon  the  ledge  and 
lay  down  out  of  sight,  where  I  could  see 
the    fun.      The    buffalo   were    about    thiee 
miles  distant,   some   feeding,   n   few   lying 
down,      yhe    caller,    stooping   low    on    his 
horse,    was   slowly  approaching   them    bv 
riding  in  circles  and  zigzagging.     He  wa"s 
an  hour  ur  more  getting  near  enough  for 
them  to  hear  him,  of  course,  but  I  knew 
for   I    saw    the   buffalo   suddenly  start    to- 
ward   him.     Oh,    the   poor   buffalo'     Why 
couldn't  they  see  that   the  thing  bawling 
so  plteously  was  bigger  than  four  calves 
—as  big  as  a  bull   for  that  matter?     Hut 
ail   they  thought  of  was  that  one  of  then- 
offspring    was    in    trouble,    and    they    be- 
campi  mad.     They  changed  their  trot  into 
a    run;    into   a    fierce  rush;    but    ever    the 
thing  they  pursued  kept  its  distance  from 
them.    There  was  no  use  of  bleating  now 
the    pounding    of    a    thousand    clattering 
hoofs    on    the    hard,    baked    prairie     soil 
would    have  drowned    thunder  itself.     On 
they  came,  nearer  and  nearer,   until   they 
came  into  the  mouth  of  the  V.     1  saw  the 
people    rising    up    behind    them,    shouting 
and    flourishing    their    robes.      I    saw    the 
callers  slip  out  to  one  side  of  the  line,  and 
then    I  slid  tlown  the  ledge.     In  a  minute 
or  two  the  poor  animals  came  to  the  edge 
of    it,    wild    eyed,    snorting,    and    tossing 
their   shaggy    heads,    and  >  then— a      solid 
mass,   a    waterfall  of  them   began    to   fall 
over   the    cliff.      Head    first,    tail    hrst.    on 
their    backs,    on    their   sides,    they    struck 
the  ground,  and  the   many  rose  no  more, 
until    a     struggling,      groaning,     gasping 
heap  of  them  were  piled  nearly  to  the  top 
of  the  ledge,   and  then  tho.se  still   coming 
slid  down  over  them,   regained  their  feef 
and  rushed  madly  around  the  corral.     At 
last  only  a  few  were  left  on  the  top  of  the 
ledge.     There  was  none  to  push  them  on 
and,  seeing  the  fate  which  awaited  them 
they  ran  off  to  the  right  or  left  and  back 
out    on    the    prairie.      The    men    now    all 
mounted   the   corral  and    with   their  guns 
and    bows  and    arrows    began     to     shoot 
down    the    frightened    creatures,      which 
were  running  around  trying  to  find  a  wav 
out.

Mineij* 
are  now  being  drawn  in  sinaH"  numbers 
from  all  Aiiu'rican  mining;  lields,  f r  >ni 
Europe  and  even  from  South  Africi, 
where  there  are  thou.sands  of  workmen 
WHO  have  at  some  time  been  employed 
in  the  various  iiiiiiiiig  fields  of  the 
United   States. 

In  addition  to  .in  increase  of  .some  4000 
men  directly  employed  by  the  mines, 
there  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in 
forces  by  nearly  every  other  Industry  in 
the  district,  led  by  the  building  tiades.

Cleveland,  July  l,').— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  says;  Little  is  heard  now  of  th» 
possibilities  of  re.salca  of  ore  liy  pur- 
chasers w  ho  had  bought  more  than  their 
probable  requirements.  The  advance  jf

The  Menominee  and  Mafquette  ranges 
are  the  .scene  of  most  of  the  resumiition 
woik  at  [iroperties  supposed  to  be  (dosed 
for  all  time,  or  at  least  until  the  ex- 
haustion of  the  choicer  T>roperties;  but 
ore  operations  are  like  blast  furnace 
operations— the  minor  and  less  lit  prop- 
erties are  being  worked  along  with  the 
best.

Such,  however,  is  never 
the  case.     With  depth  the  fissure  veins 
all    disappear,    proving  conclusively,    to 
all  but  eyes  afflicted  I'y  ultra-scientific 
strabismus,   that   the  vein  matter  came 
from  the  earth's  surface  and  was  poured 
down  into  fissures  in   the  earth's  crust, 
filling  them  completely  from  top  to  bot- 
tom.    Why  some  of  the  .scientists     will 
still  assert  such  a  pali>ably  baM   theory 
in  the  face  of  the  most  ample  and  con- 
vinciftg   facts   is   a    mystery.

Bradst reefs  says:  New  features  in 
the  general  trade  situation  this  week 
are  of  an  almost  uniforml.v  favorable 
character.  So  rare,  indeed,  are  the  dis- 
turbing features  as  to  necessitate  lon- 
siderable  searching  to  locate  them. 

Additional  .statistics  of  past  tradr- 
movements  rec-eiv(>d  are  certainly  of  an 
encouraging  nature,  foremost  among 
these  l)*>ing  exceptionally  good  railroatl 
earnings  returns  for  June  and  the  firs', 
h.ilf  of  the  year,  and  ascertained  totals 
of  an  enormous  export  trade,  practically 
equal  lo  the  phenomenal  business  of  the 
preceding  fiscal  .vear.

to  one  man— and  then  departed. 

During  the  years  that  have  passed 
•''ince  that  "stranger"  utood  where  the 
little  city  of  (Jaicna,  Kan.,  has  since 
Ix  en  built,  over  $:JO,000,  KIO  worth  of  lead 
and  zinc  ore  has  been  added  to  the 
world  s  mineral  wealth  as  a  result  of 
his  visit  lo  Kansas.  He  paved  the  way 
whereby  many  men  have  become  rich. 
Me  cau.sed  an  uninha  died  countrj  to 
Ijccome  the  home  of  ihou.sands  of  pros- 
perous people,  but  their  prosperity  he 
never  shared— he  "disappeared  and  left 
no  sign." 

The  story  of  this  stranger  is  Iwth 
alluring  and  pathetic,  and  vet  it  is  so 
r.iilhful  to  facts  that  the  Historical  .so- 
<  iety  of  Kansas  has  H  ed  it  among  the 
important  records  of  the  state. 

Col.  W.  H.  Stone,  tlie  oldest  pioneer 
of  iialena,  and  one  of  t*ie  widest  known 
and  most  successful  Ici  d  and  zinc  mine 
oi.erators  \i\  the  Cnittd  States,  is  the 
man  to  whom  the  "d  .scoverer  of  Ga- 
lena" told  his  geological  secrets.  . 

Col.  Stone  relates  the  followin.n 
strange  story  of  the  discovery  of  the 
Kansas  lead  and  zinc  lields— fields  that 
during  the  last  six  months  have  become 
the  Mecca  of  zinc  miners  in 
of  the  world; 

"In  April,  1S77.  I,  in  company  with 
several  mai-shals  and  deputy  marshals 
eune  from  St.  Louis  to  Southeastern 
Kansas  in  juirsuit  of  ciittle  thieves  who 
had  h<v  .>-ome  lime  been  stealing  cattle 
belonging  to  the  man  fo;-  whom  I  worked 
al  Kansas  City.  Durirg  this  trip  our 
little  party  camped  for  several  days  on 
the  very  ^ound  where  lalona  has  since 
been  built.  There  was  then  not  a  sinfele 
house  for  more  than  a  mile  in  any  di- 
rection from  our  can  p,  Joplin,  Mo., 
seven  miles  to  the  eas:,  was  the  near-^ 
est  town.  Jt  was  then  a  thriving  little 
lead  camii.  but  as  yet  no  zinc  had  been 
mined  there 

"(•lie  day  two  outlaws  were  dipivivererl 
at  Joplin,  and  the  lilizms  of  ihafplace 
imniedjately  gave  them  an  ur.gent  in- 
vitation to  -quit  camp.'  This  invitation 
was  accepted  wiihiut  ceremonv,  the 
outlaws  turning  their  faces  toward  the 
West.  They  jiassed  directly  over  the 
present  site  of  Galena,  and  beyond  it  a 
short  distance  they  made  a  discovery 
of  surface  lead  ore.  Iteporfs  of  this  dis- 
covery soon  ijecame  noi.ved  alK>ut  Joplin, 
and  people  fiocked  lo  the  new  finds  in 
iitindreds.  Our  camp  vas  within  sight 
of  the  main  congregating  place  of  the 
men  as  they  daily  cam-  over  from  the 
Miss.iuri  camp  to  prosp -ct. 

"The  excitement  i-onsiantly  increa.sed. 
until  10(1(1  men,  more  rather  than  less. 
assembled  each  day  on  the  slope  below' 
our  camp.  I  myself  1  ecame  imbued 
with  the  spiri;.  of  thing;*,  and  wlille  the 
marshals  were  away  in  pursuit  of  the 
eattle  thieves  I  would  often  join  the 
throng  of  fortune  hunters.  It  was  dur- 
ing my  second  trip  dow  n  the  slope  that 
I  first  saw  the  man  who  has  figureil  .so 
much  in  my  destiny,  as  well  as  in  the 
destinies  of  hundreds  a -id  thousands  of 
others  interested  in  thi  Kansas  lead 
and  zinc  fields. 

"Our  meeting  happen 'd  in  this  wav; 
I  was  sauntering  alon?  among  the 
miners,  giving  little  heel  to  anything  in 
particular,  and  noting  things  only  in 
general.  Having  just  ci  me  fmm  a  <ity, 
my  clothes  were  very  different  from 
those  of  the  men  about  me.  In  fact,  I 
was  the  best-dressed  nan  in  all  the 
criiwd.  Then,  too,  I  was  not  tanned 
and  calloused  by  outdoor  exposure,  and 
my  appearance  was  quite  different  from 
that  of  the  miners.  As  a  result  of  this 
difference,  I  was  noticet .  perhaps,  more 
than  any  other  man  in  the  crowd. 

"Well,  among  the  men  I  saw  one 
str.ange,  sad  face,  browned  by  the  sun. 
and  yet  intellectual  in  every  lineament 
-a  face  full  of  kindnes.'  and  wonder- 
fully sad.  11  was  the  most  attractive 
face  that  1  had  ever  .seen,  and  1  dare 
say  that  even  the  most  uninfellectual 
man  in  all  that  throng  of  people  must 
instinctively  liave  said,  \X,  first  sight  of 
it:     'Here  is  a  wonderful  character.' 

"I  could  scarcely  look  away  from  the 
m.an— that  face.  He,  too  seemed  to  look 
much  at  me,  although  doubtless  from 
widely  different  reasons  from  those  at- 
tracting me  toward  hi-n.  His  hands 
were  hardened,  and  hi?  clothes  were 
such  as  the  miners  wore.  His  hair  was 
dark,  yet  streaked  with  ?ray.  I  believ -d 
him  to  have  been  a  man  who  had  .seen 
at  least  fifty  years  of  I  fe  and  just  as 
mucii  of  .sorrow. 

"I'Ve  did  not  speak— Wo  simply  looked 
at  I     ?h  other. 

"On  the  day  followiuK  I  was  again 
mingling  with  the  men--not  now  as  a 
general  observer  with  little  interest  in 
anything— I  was  lookirg  for  a  fac. 
After  weaving  in  and  utit  among  the 
men  for  more  than  an  hour  I  suddenly 
came  face  to  face  with  the  'stranger' 
again.  I  don't  know  wi  y  I  looked  for 
him;  I  don't  know  why  ie  .spoke  to  me 
when  we  met,  but  I  do  know  that  our 
meeting  brougbt  about  t  le  discovery  of 
the  richest  zinc  mines  ir  the  world.  It 
caused  to  be  written  ore  of  the  most 
interesting  and  important  chapters  in 
the  history  of  the  great  '.Vest. 

"We  sat  down  together,  as  if  by  com- 
mon consent,  although  n<  ither  of  us  had 
said  as  yet  more  than  '  jood  morning.' 
For  a  moment  neither  si)oke.  Then  he 
inquired  if  I  was  a  detective.  I  replied 
that  I  \va#  not;  that  I  wj.s  simply  pass- 
ing through  the  country  on  my  way  to 
Indian  territory.  I  asked  him  his  name, 
but  he  pretended  not  t3  hear  me.  J 
asked  him  where  he  lived,  and  he  looked 
away  and  began  talking  r  f  the  prospects 
of  finding  ore  where  the  men  were  work- 
ing. I  was  more  than  ever  intercRted 
to  know  sometKlng  of  the  str*i|ter  with 


whom  T  had  met.  and  I  made  repeated 
attempts  to  ascertain  his  name  or  resi- 
dence—all with  the  same  unfruitful  re- 
sult, 

"When  he  spoke  of  the  geological  fo.-- 
mation  of  the  place,  where  the  greater 
part  of  the  work  was  being  done.  I  re- 
alized in  a  moment  that  he  was  a  man 
of  high  culture.  His  language  was  pure; 
and  beautiful.  He  seemed,  moreover, 
to  be  a  profound  scholar,  especiallr 
along  the  line  of  geology.  He  did  not 
Iry  to  bewilder  me  with  long  geological 
terms,  but  talked  .so  simply  about  every- 
thing, and  yet  so  learnedly,  that  1  al- 
most fancied  that  he  was  looking  lnti> 
the  very  ground  as  he  spoke.  As  we  sat 
there  talking  a  great  crowd  gather^l 
about  us,  and  we  became  the  'ob.served 
of  all  observers."  The  .stranger  (for  such 
I  have  always  called  him,  although  be 
proved  to  be  a  most  beneficial  friend  to 
me)  said  that  the  people  took  us  foi- 
rich  mining  itromoters.  He  expressed 
the  opinion  that  they  were  digging  in 
the  wrong  place  to  find  mineral.  He 
seemed  Ter>-  positive  in  hit;  views.  'Do 
you  know,'  .said  he,  '  that  this  countr.v 
has  a  regular  geological  formation,  and 
that  rocks  and  minerals  are  in  plac>» 
here  just  as  mucli  as  they  are  in  the 
gri^l  camiis  of  the  liocky  fhountains'.'^ 
Kven  though  mineral  has  been  found 
here  only  in  pockets,  there  is  one  law 
governing  all  the  deposits,  and  things 
have  not  occurred  here  by  chance,  as 
most  people  suppose.' 

"We  .sejiarate^l,  after  talking  for  per- 
haps two  hours.  On  the  following  day 
I  met  him  again  in  the  crowd,  and  we 
sat  down  together  as  before.  I  noticed 
that  his  eyes  were  red  as  if  from  weep- 
irg,  and  his  face  seemed  very  sad.  Ho 
did  not  talk  much,  but  looked  away,  .i5» 
if  to  avoid  my  gaze.  Jt  was  evident 
that  he  had  sustained  a  great  grief,  and 
1  determintxl  to  know  more  of  his  his- 
tory. At  this  time  I  said  but  little,  and 
he  soon  arose  and  walked  away  from 
the  crowd.  After  a  while  he  returned, 
and  this  time  it  was  quite  evident  that 
he  had  been  weeping. 

"He  .sat  down  beside  me  and  J  askel 
him  if  he  had  received  J>ad  news  front 
home  At  this  he  looked  away  and 
made  no  rejily.  J  could  not  get  him  to 
reveal  even  so  much  as  a  suggestion  as 
to  his  past,  excepting  only  as  his 
•scholarly  conversation  proved  him  to  be 
a  man  of  great  learning. 

"  This  is  not  the  place  to  dig,'  he  said 
rather  impulsively.  -J  know  the  place 
to  dig,  and  it  is  quite  a  distance  from 
lieie.' 

"  Can  you  prove  to  me  that  thIS  dis- 
trict has  a  regular  geological  forma- 
tion'." I  inquired.  'A  formation  by 
which  veins  may  be  traced  and  the  lo- 
cation of  minerals  be  more  accurately 
determined?" 

'I  c.in,"  was  the  laconic  reply. 
"At  this  time  a  belief  came  to  m« 
that  the  man  was  trying  to  enthuse  mo 
with  his  mining  talk  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  money  from  me.  I 
therefore  resolved  to  be  cautious.  I 
asked  him  if  he  would  show  me  where 
rock  was  in  place  in  the  district,  and 
w  here  I  might  my.self  trace  an  absolute 
geological  formation  at  the  surfac?. 
After  studying  a  moment,  he  replied 
that   he  would. 

"  'How  much  will  you  charge  nie?'  I 
asked. 

"Again  he  studied,  turning  his  face 
away.  Suddenly  he  arose  and  started 
to  leave  me.  His  actions  were  very 
strange  He  had  not  gone  further  than 
three  or  four  yards,  when  he  turned 
shortly  about  and  came  back  to  me. 

"  "Would  $5  be  too  much?"  he  inquired, 
hesitatingly. 

"I  was  thunderstruck.  I  bad  expected 
him  to  say  at  least  $100.  and  perhaps 
much  more  J  told  him  that  1  would 
gladly  give  him  %a  to  show  me  where 
the  formation  was  plain  at  th<»  sur- 
face. 
"  'Shall  we  go  now?"  I  asked. 
"  'No."  he  replied.  'This  vrhole  crowd 
would  follow  us.  These  people  are 
watihing  our  movements.

The  tigiire  t<M>k  my  h;ind  in  a  hand  that 
s.-emed  made  of  soufflet.  and  with  the 
same  mysterious,  unmoviiig  motion  b  <1 
me  across  a  high-roofed  hall,  with  chan- 
deliers like  forest  trees  and  the  i.aint 
peeling  otT  the  skirting  board,  into  a  ver- 
a!i.Iab  that  overlooked  a  reeling  i-hasm 
of  torrent  bed  and  a  lowering  heave  of 
mountain  be.vond.  He  sat  me  in  a  chair 
beside  him.  the  interpri'ter  opposite,  tin  n 
turned  and  hxed  his  eyes  on  me.  If  the 
movements  were  unhuman  the  eyes  were 
unearthly.  Eyes  weary  beyond  satiety— 
ey(>s  utterly  passionless  and  i>urpostle'ss, 
as  if  their  ownei-  neither  desireil  any  thing 
nor  intindifl  anything,  had  either  never 
had  inti-rest  in  the  world  or  ha. I  quite  lln- 
ished  with  it.  Looking  into  those  black 
pools  of  shi'cr  emptiness,  you  wondered 
whether  he  were  a  new  born  baby  or  a 
million  years  old;  you  almost  wondered 
if  he  wcri'  alive  or  dead. 

That  was  the  rajah.  And  then,  in  a 
vi>ice  that  seemed  to  fall  among  us 
from  nowhere,  he  told  the  fat-cheek»d. 
gold-spectacled  babu  tf>  tell  me  he 
trusted  I  was  in  the  enjoyment  of  good 
health! 

Awhile  the  conversation  floated  at 
this  level,  and  1  began  to  think  that 
this  Nirvana-eyed  rajah  was— if  one  may 
so  speak  of  princes— a  fool.  But  i>res- 
ently  the  babus  circumambient  periods 
began  to  coil  themselves  round  a  dcfl- 
nite  subject,  and  tlii>  rajah  was  instruct- 
ing me  on  the  i)olitieal  questions  of  the 
hour.  It  dues  not  matter  to  what  the 
question  was;  it  did  not  matter  to  me. 
The  interest  to  me  lay  in  what  the 
rajah  suggested  with  what  I  knew  to 
t»e  true. 

In  biack  and  white  he  said  nothing  but 
he  hinted  worlds.  The  suggestions  were 
so  subtly  nebulous  that  yf>u  could  hard- 
ly be  sure  that  they  meant  anything  at 
all:  the  subject  seemed  to  be  In  the  air 
rather  than  in  his  conversation.  I  found 
it  quite  impossible  to  spe.-ik  a  language 
so  evasive  and  had  to  fly  to  brutal  verbs 
and  n<iims.  He  accepted  mv  remarks, 
though  with  deiut'cation  of  their  bhint- 
nes»:  so  that  at  last  I  hnd  the  s,-itisfac- 
tion  fif  knowinc:  that  wet  were  both  talk- 
ing about  the  .same  thing. 

l?ut  the  astonishing  and  Inhuman  fea- 
ture *»f  his  talk  was  that  he  continually 
conveyed  to  me  views  of  the  questions  of 
the  hour  which  I  knew  to  be  false.  At 
least,  he  knew  that  I  came  with  the 
Resident,  and  mitiht  have  known  that  I 
would  ask  him  about  Ihirts's  and  believe 
what  he  said.  Vet.  without  the  least  en- 
couragement, he  insinuated  ami  insinu- 
ated ami  insinuated  away,  till  I  f«lt  al- 
most a  traitor  to  sit  ^ind  Jisten  lo  him. 
He  can  not  have  thought  I  should  take 
his  side,  or  that  T  could  be  of  anv  ser- 
vi<-e  to  him  if  I  diti;  but  that  appeared 
to  matter  nothing.  Intrigue  was  his  na- 
ture, and  in  default  of  a  better  confed- 
erate he  kept  his  hand  in  bv  trying  to 
intrigue  with  me. 

And  then  suddenly  without  a  flicker  in 
the  eyes  of  either  rajah  or  Interpreter: 

"His  highness  hopes  that  on  vour  reurn 
to  your  country  ymi  will  write  to  him 
from  time  to  time,  and  give  him  your  ad- 
vice on  affairs  of  state." 

1  jjasped.  "His  highnes.s  has  heard  much 
of  your  good  name  and  high  reputation." 
pursued  the  bland,  relentless  voice— he

And  while  1  still  gasped,  his  highness 
motlonlessly  rose,  handed  me  out  of  the 
chair  with  his  soufTlet-touch.  and  prat- 
tled in  English,   "Do  not  forget  me." 


gate  Kriz  submitted  a  report  of  his  in- 
vestigation of  the  Draymen's  union,  in 
which  he  took  exceptions  to  the  clause 
in  the  conslituti.m  which  limits  mem- 
bership to  licensed  draymen.  He 
thought  if  only  licensed  draymen  should 
l>e  eligible  to  membership,  thus  barring 
out  drivers  and  teamsters  who  werj 
working  for  wages,  that  it  would  be  ex- 
clusively an  organization  of  bosses.  Thi* 
report  evoked  a  len,gth\  di.scussion,  in 
vx'hich  the  opinion  of  the  mujorUy  of 
the  delegates  expressed  was  that  the 
union  should  be  one  of  drivers  and 
teamsters  rather  than  of  bosses.  Dele- 
gate Ycrgen.  representing  the  union, 
finally  stated  that  the  draymen  were 
capalde  of  running  their  own  business 
without  the  aid  of  a  union,  and  with- 
drew from  the  hall. 

After  he  had  retired  the  assembly  in- 
structed him  10  report  back  to  his  union 
that  unles.s  a  different  clause  was  adopt- 
er in  regard  to  membership  the  organi- 
zation  would   not   be  recognized. 

Delegate  Baker  reported  that  the 
work  of  organizing  the  Brewers'  union 
was  p!-ogressing  favorably,  and  that  it 
would  be  perfected  Sunday.  He  said 
that  the  demand  from  the  brewery 
workers  of  West  Superior  that  a  boycott 
be  declared  against  a  Duluth  brewery 
hatj  been  withdraw».

An  address  was  delivered  by  Gorge 
Jensen  In  the  interests  of  the  40.000 
union  workmen  who  are  effected  by  the 
lockout  in  Denmark,  and  requested  th;it 
the  delegates  report  the  matter  to  their 
respective  unions.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  communicate  with  the  sev- 
eral unions  and  ask  their  help.

Park  next  Thursday  was  received  and 
accepted.  The  president  was  instruct<'d 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  arrange  for 
Labor  Day  celebration,  and  the  assembly 
adjourned.

Mass.,  has  voted 
the  sum  of  $6i»0  toward  the  LaUir  day 
celebration,  and  all  parts  of  the  city 
government  will  participate  in  the  coli- 
braiion. 

Battle  Creek  is  flguiing  on  a  munici- 
pal ownership  cnlerjuiso  that  is  .somi'- 
thing  out  of  the  ordinary.  The  proposi- 
tion is  for  the  city  t  >  build,  own  and 
operate  an  opera  house. 

Last  Sunday  the  Bo.ston  Central 
union  adopted  a  resoluiiim  which  the 
members  are  pledged  to  bring  almut  if 
possible,  providing  that  six  h<jurs  shall 
be  made  a  w  orking  day. 

The  123  unions  of  the  International 
"Lon.gshrremen"s  association  have  22,- 
000  members.  Twenty  unions  have  been 
organized  during  the  past  year.  The 
liuiTalo  union  contains  ."lOOO  men.  Michi- 
gan has  thirty-seven  unions. 

The  Engineering  and  .Mining  Jour- 
nal says  that  Germany's  output  of  pig- 
iron  during  the  tiist  Ave  months  of  the 
year  ha.>  shown  an  increase  of  l2>i;  per 
ccet  on  that  if  the  corresponding  period 
in   ISfiS. 

The  board  of  public  works  at  Grand 
Kapids,  Mich.,  has  decided  that  here- 
after all  brick  work  contracted  for  by 
the  city  shall  l»e  done  by  union  labor  at 
an  advance  charge  to  the  city  sullicicnt 
to  give  reliable  work. 

The  concessions  asked  for  by  the  Lon- 
don, England,  clerks  were  granted,  and 
the  clerks  letutiied  to  their  desks  and 
books  "without  prejudice,"  and  with  a 
promise  of  a  twelve-hour  working  d.ay 
as  a  maximum,  .a  half-day  holiday  on 
Saturdays,  and  no  "home-trade"  work 
for  the  shipping  clerks  in  the  dull 
seapon. 

According  to  a  Buffalo  newspaper, 
some  American  capitalists  are  consider- 
ing the  propriety  of  establishing  a  great 
pnn  foundry  in  this  country  that  .shall 
rival  the  famous  Krupp  works  in  t^-r- 
many  and  those  of  Lord  Armstrong  in 
England.  Buffalo  is  one  of  the  cities 
where  these  men  have  recently  been 
looking  for  a  site. 

The  report  of  the  United  Brotherhool 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  for  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year  shows  an  income 
amounting  to  ovt»r  $14,191  and  expenses 
of  over  $1S.4S1,  leaving  a  surplus  on 
April  1  of  over  $22,ir.9.  The  balance  oi. 
hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
over  $19,450. 

W.  H.  "Wolf,  the  iron  work  contractor 
on  the  new  bottling  plant  of  the  Schlitz 
Brewing  company  at  Milwaukee,  has 
signed  the  union  agreement  requiring 
his  men  to  work  eight  hours  a  day.  Thf> 
plasterers'  and  hod  carriers'  unicuis  of 
this  city  have  signed  agreements  to 
work  with  union  men  only.

A  motorman  uses  up  more  vitality  in 


a  few  trips  than  a  farmer  does  in  a 
week's  ploughing,  and  it  is  a  serious 
problem  to  know  whether  he  can  long 
endure  the  nervous  strain.  Electric  and 
cable  cars  are  a  recent  invention.  "We 
cannot  yet  forsee  the  physical  injury 
that  would  result  from  a  long  period  of 
service,  says  the  Providence  'Telegram. 
The  American  consul  at  Montev;di?o 
says  that  very  few  dwelling  houses  in 
Uruguay  are  so  built  that  a  stove  for 
heating  could  have  an  outlet  for  its 
smoke,  and  even  for  cooking  stoves  it  Is 
customary  to  provide  only  a  stovepipe 
hole  in  the  wall.  The  American  oil 
stove,  however,  and  the  regulation  cook 
stove  from  the  I'nited  States  are  finding 
a  market  there,  and  in  the  future  there 
is  a  prospect  of  increased  sales.  The 
natives  make  a  rude  cook  stove  of  their 
own,  with  a  water  back,  but  it  is  not 
economical  in  the  use  of  fuel. 

An  English  cotton  manufacturing 
company  in  China,  which  has  been  in 
business  five  years,  and  which  was  so 
prosjierous  during  the  first  half  of  1S98 
that  it  declared  a  dividend  of  4  per  cent, 
had  harder  luck  in  the  other  six  months 
and  eventually  regretted  its  action.  It 
appears  that  in  Shanghai  the  market  for 
raw  cotton  is  manupilated  by  specula- 
tors, so  that  at  one  time  the  price  will 
be  from  24  to  40  per  cent,  higher  than 
at  another,  without  any  similiar  fluctua- 
tion in  outside  markets,  in  order  lo  put 
a  stop  to  such  operations,  the  jiresident 
of  the  company  referred  to  poposes  that 
a  cotton  exchange  be  formed  by  legiti- 
mate buyers. 

A  skilled  mason  or  other  skilled 
Workmen  today  receives  higher  wa..?'s 
simply  because  of  the  lights  that  unions 
have  made  in  the  past.  But  for  liie 
sacrifice  made  and  the  battles  fought 
by  labor  unionists,  the  wages  of  today 
would  be  unknown.  A  skilled  workman 
who  does  not  support  his  union  acts,  of 
course,  within  his  legal  rights.  So  dois 
a  citizen  who  refuses  to  sujiport  his 
country  in  time  of  battle.  Hue  he  can- 
not expect  admiration,  nor  can  ht?  ex- 
pect to  be  happy.  The  labor  union  is  in- 
deed a  trust,  a  great  trust  and  of  the 
greatest  value  to  the  people.  Eventual- 
ly il  will  include  in  its  ranks  all  work- 
ing people,  which  will  mean  all  the  pop- 
ulation. It  will  control  and  regulate  the 
other  trusts  for  the  general  good,  says 
the  New  York  Evening  Journal. 

About  5000  employes  were  benefited 
by  the  recent  reduction  in  working 
hours  from  ten  to  nine  hours  a  day  In 
the  lueweries  of  Milwaukee.  Tlie«e 
was  no  correspontling  reiliution  "in 
wages,  and  the  brewers  thus  lost  '('oO.OOo 
hours  of  work  in  a  year  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  performed.  Th^- 
brewery  workmen,  brewery  leamstv'rs, 
firemen,  engineers,  inalsters  and  oihe:'s 
have  had  concessions  granted,  but 
greater  than  all  the  other  concessions 
was  thiit  made  last  week.  to  ihe 
l>ot tiers  and  machine  men.  Botii  of 
tliese  classes  of  employes  formerly 
worked  ten  hours  a  day.  The  bottlers 
were  receiving  $l.r.O  a  day  for  ten  hour.s. 
Xow  they  are  to  be  paid  $1.T.'>  fc^r  nine 
hours,  or  at  a  rate  of  $1.94  for  ten  hours, 
an  advance  in  wages  of  about  20  cents 
a  day.  The  machin©  boys,  who  keep 
the  bottling  machines  in  running  order, 
formerly  received  $1  a  day  for  ten 
hours'  work.  Now  they  are  to  receive  at 
the  rate  of  $1.28  a  day  for  ten  hours. 
Over  500  men  and  l)oys  are  affected  by 
these  wages. 

Here  is  a  story  told  by  James  R. 
Sovereign,  a  reputable  leader  of  organ- 
ised labor.  The  stoiy  which  he  tells  is 
true:  "There  was  a  strike  on  April  29, 
and  a  $2.'>o.ooo  concentrator  was  de- 
stroyed. This  concentrator  belonged  to 
John  D.  Rockefeller  and  the  Standard 
Oil  crowd.  Certain  men  took  a  train, 
with  masks  and  Winchesters,  went  to  a 
town  and  secured  4(M(0  pounds  of  dyna- 
mite. They  put  this  under  the  concen- 
trator and  destroyed  it.  Gen.  Meriiam 
crime  into  the  country,  established  mar- 
tial law,  and  tln-n  spread  out  a  dragnet 
and  threw  into  the  bull  pen  at  Wardner 
all  men  that  he  caught— the  innocent 
and  guilty  alike.  The  bull  pen  was  lit- 
erally a  window  less  dungeon,  w  here  men 
were  tortured.  There  was  a  man  named 
Johnson  who  had  fallen  into  the  drag- 
net— an  innocent  man  who  had  come 
f'om  the  hills  to  buy  provisions,  for  he 
wasn't  a  niin(<r  at  all.  Th<re  are  others. 
The.v  put  Johnsim  in  the  sweat  box  and 
Slid  thry'd  hand  him  if  he  didn't  an- 
swer certain  (luestioiis.  He  was  a  for- 
eigner. He  couldn't  anf=wer  the  que.-;- 
tions.  but  he  went  insane  from  fear  of 
ban.ging  and  tried  to  commit  suicid  ■. 
Two  doctors  at  the  examination  ad- 
jiid.ged  him  insane.  .V  file  of  .soldieis 
started  to  take  him  to  the  asylum.  He 
broke  away  and  ran  for  the  river.  They 
yelled  for  him  to  stop,  but  he  plunged  in 
and  tried  to  swim  away.  Then  these 
.soldiers  of  Merriam  ran  to  bridge  and 
pnmpe<l  him  full  of  lead  with  their 
Krag-Joigensens.  Then  they  secured 
his  body,  dumped  it  in  a  box  and  buried 
it." 


Famous  Tramp  Printer,  Im- 
mortalized By  Hark  Twain, 
Is  Deadi 
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lU'^tE  IS  BOMANCK. 
J.  A.  Carson  and  Miss  Mainl  Cranston, 
a  young  couple  residing  on  Kootenai 
lake,  were  married  Tuesday  under  cir- 
cumstances seldom  paralleled  in  fiction, 
says  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  The 
preacher  who  was  to  tie  the  knot  failed 
to  appear  at  the  home  of  the  bride 
at  the  appointed  time,  so  the  bridal 
couple  and  relatives  boarded  the  steam- 
er Klondike  on  her  trip  down  the  Co- 
lumbia river  to  Bonner's  Ferry,  Idaho, 
having  decideil  to  be  married  there.  In 
passing  the  missin.g  prfvicher's  ranch, 
ilown  the  river,  he  was  found  to  be  a 
prisoner  on  the  roof  of  his  submerged 
residence,  the  valley  havin.g  become 
Hooded  by  a  sudden  rise  in  the  river. 
He  was  rescued  and  taken  aboard  the 
steamer. 

While  he  was  changing  his  wet  clothes 
the  steamer  made  a  brief  stop  at  Rice's 
Landing,  and  two  passengers  came- 
aboard  with  a  rou.gh  pine  lolfin  contain- 
ing the  corpse  of  James  Carter,  who 
was  drowned  in  the  river  the  day  be- 
fore. A  bulldog  also  accompanietl  thi* 
men.  When  the  preacher  tame  on  de -k 
woffling  a  suit  of  Capt.  Newman'? 
c  lolhes.  the  bridal  couple  announced 
that  they  would  have  the  wedding  take 
!)laco  then  and  there. 

The  ceremony  had  proceeded  almost  to 
the  iioint  where  the  preacher  was  about 
to  pronounce  them  husband  and  wife, 
when  Capt.  Newman's  dog  and  the 
bulldog  got  into  a  fight.  In  the  midst 
of  it  they  upset  the  coflln.  which  had 
been  deposited  on  a  couple  of  beer  kegs. 
As  it  struck  the  deck  the  home-made 
(  oflfin  burst  open,  sjiilling  out  the  corpse. 
One  glance  at  the  dead  man's  features 
and  the  bride  gave  a  scream  and 
swooned  away  in  the  arms  of  the  groom, 
for  the  corpse  was  that  of  a  former 
lover  to  whom  she  had  been  engaged.

James  T.  Burke,  better  known  as  "the 
Duke,"  whom  Mark  Twain  made  famous 
as  the  tramp  printer  in  his  book, 
"Huckleberry  Finn,"  died  In  Washington, 
D.  C,  June  25,  says  the  Cincinnati  En- 
quirer. He  wa,s  one  of  the  most  original 
"practical  jokers"  the  country  ever  knew, 
and  as  a  printer  traveled  over  the  entire 
globe.  He  left  no  relatives,  but  years  ago 
married  an  ebony  princess  of  Africa, 
where  he  claimed  to  have  been  the  first 
<  ompositor  to  aid  in  printing  a  Christian 
Bible,  and  was  also  the  friend  and  ad- 
visor of  a  native  king.  Incessantly  at  war 
with  necessiiy.his  daily  existence  was  the 
work  of  genius,  a  problem  which  he  al- 
ways succeeded  in  solving  bv  the  aid  of 
audacious  mathematics.  H»  knew  how  to 
Iiractlce  abstinence  with  all  the  virtue  of 
an  anchorite,  but  if  a  slice  of  fortune  fell 
into  his  hands  he  would  then  mount  him- 
self on  the  most  ruinous  fancies,  loving 
the  youngest  and  prettiest,  drinking  the 
oldf'st  and  best,  and  never  finding  suttl- 
cleiit  windows  out  of  which  to  throw  his 
money.  Then,  when  his  last  cent  was 
gone,  he  would  begin  to  dine  again  at 
that  table  spread  by  chance,  at  which 
his  plate  was  always  laid,  and,  preceded 
by  a  pack  of  tricks,  go  poaching  on  all 
the  callings  that  have  any  connection 
with  Ills  art,  in  search  of  that  wild  beast 
called  25  cents. 

Burke  was  to  be  met  one  day  leaning 
against  the  mantel  shelf  of  a  fashionable 
drawing  room  and  the  next  seated  in  the 
arbor  of  some  suburban  dancing  place. 
He  could  not  take  a  hundred  steps  on 
I'ennsylvania  avenue  without  meeting  a 
friend,  nor  walk  a  square,  no  matter 
where,  without  meeting  a  creditor. 

His  last  joke  of  note,  which  happened 
a  few  months  jjrior  to  his  death,  was 
perpetrated  on  William  Norton,  an  c:m- 
I)loye  of  the  government  printing  oflice. 
Burke  searched  the  lost  and  found  col- 
umns of  the  local  newspapers  and  noted 
the  names  and  addresses  of  everyone  ad- 
vertising for  lost  property,  then  he  wrote 
to  them  in  terms  something  like  this: 

"Sir  (or  madam):  You  wish  to  re- 
cover your  dog  (y<jur  watch,  .vour  par- 
rot, etc-.);  William  Norton  has  your  prop- 
erty. He  resides  at  No.  street.  In- 
sist on  having  It  back,  for  you  will  have 
to  deal  with  a  man  who.  without  being 
positively  dishonest,  will  begin  by  saying 
he  does  not  know  what  you  mean.  Yours, 
for    honesty.              JOHN    COCHRAN.  " 

John  Cochran  Is  Norton's  working  as- 
sistant. The  result  of  this  joKe  was  that 
Norton  was  arrested  twice  and  was 
thrashed  several  times,  while  Cochran 
suffered  at  the  hands  of  Norton,  wlio 
would  not  believe  the  signature  was  a  for- 
gery. Detectives  followed  Norton  for 
weeks  and  his  wife  was  In  a  state  of  ex- 
treme  nervousness   for  several   days. 

A  few  years  ago  a  Cnited  States  con- 
gressman, who  was  called  "the  hyper- 
physical  philosopher"  by  his  cronies,  ate 
a  hearty  meal,  which  included  several 
small  bottles,  in  one  of  Washington's  up- 
stairs Bohemian  resorts,  then  fell  asleep 
at  the  table.  Burke  was  seated  near  by 
and,  observing  the  sleeping  politician,  set 
to  work  to  pull  c)ff  his  boot,  and  did  so 
without  awakening  him,  then  proceeded 
to  an  inner  room  and  began  to  empty  a 
water  bottle  into  it.  At  that  moment  the 
c-ongressman  began  to  grunt  as  though 
his  nap  was  coming  lo  an  c-nd.  The  joker, 
losing  his  bead  put  the  boot  hastily  down 
on  the  window  sill  so  that  It  overbalanced 
and  fell  craehing  through  a  skylight  onto 
a  bliliard  table  on  the  ground  lloor.  When 
the  players  recovered  from  the  surprise 
of  a  shower  of  glass  and  a  hydraulic 
boot  interrupting  their  game,  the  stair- 
case soon  echoed  with  the  hurried  fool- 
steps  of  the  victims  calling  for  ven- 
geance. The  congressman  suddenly  awak- 
ened, and  with  oni>  bootless  foot  was  bc-- 
wlidered  at  the  presence  of  the  IrritalcHl 
throng.  The  laiifllord  held  the  boot  and 
shook  It  with  a  threatening  air  as  Samson 
must  have  banished  the  jawbone  of  the 
ass. 

Burke's   friends   were   fairly   numerous, 
and    hastened    to   form    a   rampart   about 
the    congrc-ssman,    asking    to      have      the 
matter    explained   and.    If   necessary 
I>ay  the  damage. 
"But,"     exclaimed   the     landlord, 

us  at    least    why" 

Without  giving  him  time  to  finish  bis 
sentence  Burke  had  the  coolness  to  in- 
vent the  story  that  the  congressman 
was  a  somnambulist;  that  he  fancied  ho 
was  putting  his  boot  where  he  was  In  the 
habit  of  placing  it  nightly,  and  that  it 
was  very  lucky  he  had  not  gone  further 
or  he  would  have  thrown  himself  out  of 
the  window,  thinking  he  was  jumping 
Into   bed. 

"Did  I  do  that".'"  asked  the  congress- 
man still  amazed  and  unbooted. 

"Yes,"  repliecl  Burke,  w-ho  satisfied  the 
landlord  by  telling  him  that  somnam- 
bulism never  failed  to  punish  hyi>er- 
jihyslcal  phlsosoi)hy.  Then  addressing 
the  congressman,  he  even  persuaded  him 
to  believe  that  he  had  been  talking  to  the 
boot,  calling  it  "old  fellow."  and  making 
it  part;ike  of  refreshments  after  excusing 
himself  for  having  made  it  so  heated  on 
ihf   asphalt   pavement. 

In  1SS7  he  was  manager  of  a  barn- 
storming theatrical  company  presenting 
"rncle  Tom's  Cabin,"  but  Hopkinsville, 
Ky.,  was  too  far  south  for  his  attrac- 
tion to  draw  crowded  hotjses,  so  an  artis- 
tic success  resulted  in  a  financial  fail- 
ure. A  negro  camp  meeting  was  being 
held  in  Hopkinsville  at  the  time,  aiicl 
Burke  was  moneyless  but  cheerful  whvn 
he  heard  of  It.  Going  to  a  drug  store  with 
a  hard  luck  story  he  had  no  trouble  in 
producing  a  gross  of  sm.'ill  bottles,  then 
proceeded  to  a  printing  office,  where  he 
told  his  woes  to  the  proprietor,  who  chari- 
tably i)ermitted  him  to  print  a  lable  to 
iiHste  cm  the  bottles,  which  read.  Dr. 
Itiirke.'s  hair  lotion."  In  the  printing 
office  pressroom  was  a  c;in  of  gasoline 
and  some  lye,  the  equal  parts  of  which 
were  jKtured  in  the  bottles,  then  he  cov- 
ered the  iireparation  with  red  ink.  in 
comi)any  with  htV*  advance  agent  and  the 
c-olored  woman  who  played  the  part  of 
lOllza,  Burke,  with  his  valise  full  of  "lo- 
tion," went  to  the  camj)  meeting  grounds, 
wlic-ri^  he  soon  gathered  a  crowd,  and  In 
a  stentorian  voice  explained  to  the  gath- 
ering the  merits  of  his  wonderful  "hair 
straighteiicr,"  guaranteed  it  would  re- 
move the  kinks  from  their  hair  on  two 
uiipllcatiuns.  thus  causing  their  locks  to 
resemble  those  of  a  white  person.  The 
colored  woman  who  accomiianied  him 
w;js  used  as  an  example,  she  having 
straight  hair  naturally. 
Burke    "lectured"    while    the     advance 
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clothing,  and  do  manv  such  annoying 
things  in  their  attempts  to  interview- 
congressmen.  Burke  fnaUy  checke I 
the  professional  buttonho  ere  by  placing 
a  spool  of  white  thread  in  his  Inside  coat 
pocket,  and  with  a  need  e  would  draw 
several  Inches  of  the  thread  out  on  tne 
lapel.  Then,  when  approached  by  one 
of  these  friends,  Burke  vould  not  have 
to  wait  a  moment  to  see  him  reach  tor 
the  supposed  piece  of  lirt  and  attempt 
lo  remove  It,  but  instead  vould  maintain 
his  dignity  while  taking  he  spool  from 
his  pocket  and  winding  the  thread  back 
to  Its  previous  length,  then  calmly  resume 
the  conversation. 

Burke's  oilditles  will  long  be  remem- 
bered in  the  .state  of  Texas,  where  he 
had  many  friends,  especially  at  Bonham, 
where  a  weekly  paper  v  as  published, 
whieh  at  one  time  harshly  i-riticised  a  few 
local  politicians,  who  res  jondcd  by  or- 
ganizing a  mob  and  wrccblng  the  entiie 
newspaper  plant.  The  pioprletors  im- 
mediately sought  another  Ijcatlon.  A  new 
editor  arrived  and  atterrpted  lo  get 
the  material  together  again,  with  the  in- 
tention of  starling  a  new  publication, 
when  Burke  presented  himself  to  the  edi- 
tor for  employment.  He  was  accepted 
and  put  lo  work  assorting  "pied  "  Ivpe. 
After  getting  things  in  c<  ndltion  It  "was 
left  with  Burke  to  give  th."  new  paper  a 
name,  which  he  did  by  taking  the  first 
ten  lettcis  from  a  box  of  "pied"  type. 
These  he  iilaced  together  respectively, 
which  si>(>lled  "Jimiilecute;"  and  lociay 
the  "Bonham  Weekly  Jinplecule"  is  a 
successful    publieation. 

Burke  left  the  "Jimplecute"  and  its  edi- 
tor after  having  discovered  a  negro  who 
could  hide  aii  ordinary  pie  behind  bis 
lips  in  eleven  seconds.  \v'ith  this  man 
Burke  visited  every  city  In  the  South, 
exhibiting  him  as  the  chan  plon  pic  eater, 
and  did  well  until  the  negr ),  while  giving 
a  performance,  had  a  co  ivulsion  while 
his  mouth  was  stuffed  with  pie.  The 
negro  was  conveyed  to  a  hospital  and,  re- 
covering, Burke  could  not  prevail  on  him 
lo   continue. 

Burke's  inclination  to  joke  was  kept  up 
to  within  a  few  days  of  his  death.  Tiie 
trained  nurse  who  attendel  him  h.el  but 
one  eye,  and  was  wearinj:  for  tia  nrst 
time  an  artificial  one.  She  had  difticulty 
in  keeping  il  In  place,  because,  when 
laughing  heartily,  the  eye  would  drop 
out,  and  she  would  catch  It  in  her  hand. 
When  Burke  dnseovered  this.  w"h  l.is 
jovial  disposition  and  odd  niannerisui.s.  be 
icept  her  in  such  a  state  of  iaerrlm>nt  that 
the  glass  eye  was  contliu  ally  Iravei:  ig 
up  and  down  between  hijr  hand  and 
socket. 

Burke's  seemingly  jollitj  was  often  a 
mask  to  cover  blighted  ambitions  and 
dead  and  burled  hopes,  and  he  linally 
saw  nothing  to  guide  bin  through  life 
but  an  ungovernable  restlessness  that  le- 
lentlessly  carried  out  as  h^,willecl  it.  The 
corpse  was  cremated,  the  ashes  placed  in 
an  urn  on  a  shelf  In  a  Morlh  Capitol 
street  sa'oon,  where  "the  boys"  nightly 
tap  it  with  their  glasses  while  indulging 
In  bacchanalian  revels.  It  will  remain 
there  until  Christmas  day.  when  two  of 
his  friends  will  lake  It  to  the  dome  of 
the  capltol  and  distribute  his  ashes  to  the 
winds. 


Ing  to  the  ever-increasing  number  of  new 
trusts  that  are  seeking  Wall  street  aid. 
For  floating  $.=;,000.00*»  of  bonds,  then,  tht^ 
bankers  receive  a  bonus  of  $2,500,000  in 
common  stock,  the  market  value  of  whlcln 
is,  of  course,  problematical,  but  25  cents; 
on  the  dollar  may  be  given  as  a  conser- 
vative figure  in  many  instances.  The 
value  of  the  stock  at  the  moment  of  Us 
first  ajipearance  on  the  market  is  gov- 
erneil  by  the  character  of  industry  and 
its  importance  in  the  trade  world,  as 
well  as  the  known  value  of  its  assets  and 
the  records  of  the  j)rofit8  of  the  larger 
Individual  concerns  of  which  it  Is  com- 
posed. Taking  the  figures  given  In  our 
example  as  i)rolU  on  a  well-secured  loan 
of  $5.(i<K),(HK).  the  bankers  net  a  bonus  of 
about  $t;25,D0O  exclusive  of  \he  inUurist  on 
the  bonds,  which  amounts  to  $251>.0(H). 
ores  which  make  the  finan- 

cing of  trusts  such  an  attractive  business 
to   Wall  street  magnates. 
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agent  sold  the  bottles  at  25  cents  each, 
which  did  not  lake  long,  and  then  the 
trio  lmmc»dlately  proccH-ded  to  the  rail- 
way station,  where  the  money  was  divid- 
ed, but  a  train  was  not  due  for  several 
hours.  The  advance  man  insisted  on 
wailing  for  a  passenger  train,  but  a 
freight  train  suited  Burke,  who  sum- 
marily left,  while  his  companion  remained 
to  be  tarred  and  feathered  by  the  "lo- 
tion"   burned   negroes. 

A  statute  of  Dr.  Henry  D.  Cogswell, 
a  once  noted  temperance  reformer,  who 
has  presented  various  cities.  Including 
Washington,  with  drinking  fountains,  is 
located  in  Clay  street.  In  San  Francisco, 
Cal.  It  stands  on  a  pedestal  about  12  feet 
in  height,  with  a  hand  extended  as  if  ad- 
dressing an  audience.  During  Burke's 
peregrinations  he  came  across  the  statue 
and  Immediately  devised  a  plan  «t)  make 
the  temiierance  advocate  appear  ridicu- 
lous. Obtaining  a  large  beer  glass,  he 
tilled  It  with  varnish,  on  top  of  which 
was  placed  some  raw  cotton.  Then,  with 
the  aid  of  a  ladder  on  a  dark  rainy  night, 
he  climbed  the  pedestal,  and  tied  the  glass 
In  the  grasQ  of  the  extended  hand.  For 
several  days  passers-by  were  amused 
at  the  sight  of  the  temperance  worker 
holding  what  appeared  to  be  a  foaming 
glass  of  beer,  prenaring  to  lift  il  to  his 
'»^niith.  A  rewarci  was  oflfert»d  for  the 
perprtrator  or  the  act.  no  J  .'.ct:;r*J''"- 
soon  caused  Burke  to  leave  the  state. 

At  one  time  Burke  was  a  committee 
c*lerk  at  the  United  States  capilol,  and 
In  the  course  of  his  duties  was  ap- 
proached daily,  and  bored  consldcrabl.v 
by  people  seeking  favors  from  members 
of  the  committee.  They  would  button- 
hole him,  tafk  persuasively,  brush  dust 
from    his   shoulclers.    pick    lint    from    his

their  ofliccs  are  counted  am  >ng  the  hand- 
somest in  the  city.     The  company's  slock 
is   listed    on    the  exciiange.    the   firsl    pool 
in  it    has   Ik-ch  successfully  oiierated,   and 
I  here-    has   set    in    a  discreet,    but    steady, 
uiicjcrtow  of  the  "common,"  wiileh  means, 
jierhajis,     that    the    promoter    and    a    few 
uiisenlimental  trust  chami>ions  wiii>  have 
never  seen  a  sugar  bowi  mide  are  reap- 
ing their  reward   for   the  cc)  isolidatlon   of 
this  particular  industry.     The  sugar-bowl 
trust   is  in   full   regulation   running  oi'der. 
What   part   does   the   prorioter   i)lay    In 
the  achievement   of   this   common    rjcsult'.' 
His  lirst  step  is  to  secure  the  needcMl  lln- 
aiieial    backing.      He    has      souihUhI      the 
depths  of  the  sugar  bowi  tiade  to  ascer- 
tain the  extent  of  the  desuv   for  consoli- 
dation growing  out  of  the  c  Issatlsfaction 
with   present  conilltlons.     Ti  e  measure  of 
discontent    that   he   finds   afleets    him   bul 
little,  «o  far  as  his  general  i  roject  is  con- 
cerned,   though    It    may    heir    matc-rially 
upon    the    line  of   tactics   to   be    followed. 
Not  many  months  ago,  before  consolida- 
tion   became   the    adroltl.v    managed    rage 
that    il   is    tcKlay,    the   promc  ter's   task    of 
raising    money    in    Wail    street    was     an 
'easier   one.     At  that   time  he  was  not  so 
much   in  c>vlclence  as  the  itr  me  factor  of 
consolidation.    Then  It  would  haiijien  that 
a  committee  of  manufacturers,  desiring  to 
unite    their   interests,    would    confer    with 
Hie  banking  houses.

lU-cause  of  the  extraordinary  scope  that 
the  business  consolidation  movement  has 
attained,  bankers  are  loath  to  accept  the 
stock  of  brand  new  concerns  of  this  char- 
acter as  sole  security  or  return  the  capi- 
tal advanced  to  bring  them  luto  existci'ce. 
Wherefore,  the  promoter  of  the  sugar 
bowlt  trust  is  faced  with  a  lifllcult  state 
of  alTairs  when  he  goes  to  Av'all  strc^et  to 
raise  funds.  If  New  Ycu'k,  Chicago  and 
I'hilailclphia  banks  have  taken  stringent 
measures  to  exclude  loans  mude  on  the 
collateral  of  not  a  few  of  these  n<'W 
trusts'  stock,  they  h.ave  p!'oclaim«-cl  no 
embargo  against  the  first  m<  rtgage  bonds 
of  these  institutions.  And  here  lies  the 
promoter's  ever  available  iecv"nirse.  Oil 
the  security  of  the  bonds  pledgir.g  ihe 
sugar  bowi  plants  of  the  various  con- 
cerns making  up  the  combli  ation  he  lin- 
ances  his  scheme.  This  means  that  the 
bankers  who  supply  the  capital  run  no 
risk  at  all  beyond  that  whieh  any  mort- 
gagee of  real  or  personal  estat<>  assumes. 
In  the  matter  of  compen^atlon  to  the 
several  concerns  th;it  surrender  their 
properties  to  the  new  general  compan.v 
;i  uniform  system  is  in  vogue.  General- 
ly payment  t<j  the  indlvldral  manufac- 
turer is  made  in  preferred  stock  and 
a  gorgeous  bonus  In  the  shape  of  com- 
mon stock  .  In  most  cases  a  sum  of  cash 
Is  also  paid,  but  the  smaller  concerns 
as  a  rule  get  little  or  no  cash.  Where 
cash  is  received  It  Is  divlced  pro  rata 
among  the  stockholders.  Where  the  presi- 
dent of  an  individual  company  does  not 
hold  or  control  In  any  emer?e"ncy  a  ma- 
jorll.v  of  the  shares,  he  sometimes  en- 
counters a  difficult  task  In  cbtalnlng  the 
stockholders'  consent  to  He  consolida- 
tion. It  rarely  happens,  however,  that 
the  other  stockholders  stand  out  against 
consolidation  when  the  president  declares 
In  Ihs  favor.  It  Is,  after  all  only  an  in- 
dividual sale  by  each  stockholder  of  his 
holdings  to  the  new  company  If  he  wish- 
In  his  favor.  It  Is,  after  all  only  an  in- 
dividual company  owned  by  the  trust 
through  their  acquirement  of  a  control- 
ling Interest  he  Is  at  liberty  to  do  so. 
This  has  occurred,  but  the  <  ontumacious 
c»ne  has  soon  wearied  of  his  attitude  and 
sold  his  stock  to  the  trust. 

Whatever  the  amount  of  capitalization 
decided  upon  finally,  this  ru  e  of  division 
Is  generally  observed:  Bond  l.ssue.

TWO  JAPANESE  ABROAD. 

Incident  of  a  Journey  Tl:at  Neant 
Much  to  Japan. 

When  King  Kalakaua  and  bis  suite 
were  In  Japan  in  INSI  they  met  Marc|ui.s 
Ho  and  Count  Inouye  many  limes,  .^uys 
the  Hawaiian  I'acillc  Commercial  AdveT- 
tiser.  On  a  visit  to  the  old  city  of  Kioto, 
JMai(|uis  Ito  told  them  one  eVeuIng  the 
story  of  his  and  Count  Inouye's  misfor- 
tunes on  reaching  England,  nearly  twenty 
.\ears  before,  and  before  the  civil  war 
wliKh  destroyed  the  old  condition  oC 
things  in  Japan.  Botlj  of  them  belonged 
l"  the  former  Satsuma  clan,  and  the  head 
of  it  determined  lo  find  out  the  sources* 
of  the  British  i)ower  by  visiting  London. 
He  selected  these  two  men,  and  they  were 
furnished  with  letters  of  credit  on  Englisii 
bankers.  They  went  lo  Nagasaki  and 
look  passage  from  that  jiort.  -In  the  April 
number  of  the  Windsor  Magazine,  Mr. 
Eraser,  wiio  has  rec-t-ntly  heard  the  story 
fi'im  Manfuis  Ho,  repeats  it.  The  marquis  • 
saiil: 

"Wfil.  our  chief  decided  that  Inouye 
and  myself  should  go  to  England  to  learii 
navigation,  so  that  on  our  return,  our 
knowiedge  would  be  useful  in  ousting 
the  foreigners  from  Japan.  We  two  young- 
fellows  aceordlngl.v  went  to  Nagasaki 
for  the  iiurijose  of  gotting  a  pas.<age  to 
li^ngland.  The  only  word  of  English  wc 
knew  was  'navigation.'  We  went  into 
the  office  of  the  company,  and  when  the 
man  in  charge  asked  us  what  we  wauled, 
all  we  could  say  was  'navigation.'  Every- 
lliing  seemed  all  right  and  away  on  board 
llu  vessel  we  went.  But  what  was  our 
suri)irse  on  finding  that  instead  of  being 
passengers  we  had  been  shljipcd  as  com- 
mon sailors.  All  through  the  voyage  we 
had  to  scrub  ihe  decks  and  work  just 
the  same  as  the  others.  The  English  sail- 
ors found  out  we  had  money  .and  il  was 
soon  gambled  away  from  us.  Not  all,  for 
we  kept  $2  carefully  stowed  away  in  an 
old  slocking  for  emergencies.  Well,  at  last 
we  got  to  London,  but  nobody  was  there 
to  meet  us.  The  ship  was  tied  up,  cleared 
oft  and  we  were  left  alone.  We  got  very 
hungry,  bul  as  we  knew  no  English  we 
did  not  know  what  to  do  if  we  went  on 
shore.  However,  hunger  made  us  decide 
one  of  us  must  go  and  buy  something 
somehow,  so  we  tossed  up  who  it  shoulvl 
be.  The  lot  foil  to  Inouye."' 

"Yes."  said  Count  Inouye;  'I  never  was 
more  frightened  In  my  life  than  on  thai 
wet  night  wiien  I  set  foot  in  London  ami 
started  off  with  one  of  the  dollars  In  ra.v 
hand  lo  buy  food.  1  had  to  be  very  care- 
ful, so  as  lo  know  my  way  back.  1  found 
a  baker's  shop,  so  in  I  went  and  pointed 
to  a  loaf  of  bri'ad.  Of  course.  1  could  n>iL 
speak,  but  1  hcid  out  the  cbdlar  to  show 
ni.v  willingness  to  pay,  and  do  you  know, 
the  Englishman  kept  the  dollar  and  gave 
me  no  eiiange.  Anyway,  1  got  bac-k  to  Ito 
all  light,  and  wc  ate  the  bread  like  wolves. 
Next  clay  some  of  our  friends  cami»  to 
look  for  us  and  away  we  went.  We  were 
in     Londoji  .'ibout  a  year. 

"And  did  >ou  learii  much  navigation  in 
that   time'.' "  1  asked. 

"No,  "  said  Count  Inouye,  "not  very 
much;  but  we  ketit  our  eyes  open  Hnd 
c-ame  to  the  conclusicm  that  it  was  all 
nonsense  for  Japan  to  keep  foreigners  at 
arm's  length."

stated,  after  relating  Ihe  Incident  to  the; 
king  and  bis  suite.  tliHt  their  visit  t«i 
London  had  a  strong  iiiflui-iice  on  the 
c-'iurse  of  events  in  Japan.

form  of  national  life.  It  was  not  the  no- 
bles of  Jai)an.  but  the  men  of  the  clans. 
Count  Inou>e  Is  one  of  the  ablest  states- 
men in  Ja])aii.  while  Marcjuls  ito  is  the 
wise>-i  politii  ian. 

The  ^singular  and  comprehensive  abilil.v 
shown  by  the  Jajianese  government  lii 
K  constructing  the  yolitleal  institutlems 
of  Japan  Is  due  In  a  large  measure  to  the 
practical  knowledge  obtalnc-d  by  these 
men,  who  were  compe  lied  by  a  mistake 
to  work  their  way  to  London  in  the  forej- 
casile  of  a  ship.

The  .\IIen-(}o.ss  fiKht  in  Kentiickv, 
the  tlisht  rd"  Allen  to  Kngland.  the  arrest 
of  (Joss,  and  the  dl.sR.aceful  rackeis 
ki.ked  up  by  the  crooks  that  attended  the 
battle  killed  liKhtinc.  There  were  no  box- 
ing clubs  in  thost-  days,  and  the  spectat- 
ors had  to  sneak  out  in  the  woods  under 
<over,  like  a  thief  in  the  night,  to  witness 
a  go. 

"Rut  along  came  Sullivan,  with  his  un- 
expected defeat  of  Ryan  and  his  scheme 
of  meeting  all  comers  in  limifed-roun  I 
boxing  contests.  Sullivan's  prowej«s  as  a 
boxer  was  posses.sed  of  great  personal 
magnetism,  and  if  he  had  never  shone  as

There  was  nu)re  of  the 
stand-up  give-and-take  tightinR  in  those 
day.s.

The  horses  t'lilered  are  all  native 
stoi-k.  whose  proRenitors  were  originally 
imported  from  China.  ff»r  domestic-  i>iir- 
)io.s«s.  and  whose  perli^rce,  if  any.  cnn  bo 
traced  back  no  further  than  to  the  graml- 
sirc. 

I  do  not  know  whether  you  are  awart 
of  it.  but  there  are  no  geldings  on  these 
islands.  This  condition  and  the  fact  that 
mares  are  prohibitod  by  ordinance  from 
entering  the  city,  conlines  tho  entries  to 
one  class- 4-year-olds  or  over.  Thev  are 
spirited  little  animals,  from  twelve  lo 
thirteen  hands  high,  verv  gt  ntle,  and  an 
markerl  on  the  program  bv  inches,  in- 
stead of  hands,  carrying  weit^lit  bv  in<h, 
according  to  a  graduted  scale.  "Forty- 
eight  inches  carries  1.12  pounds;  4!)  InchLS, 
l.i.S:  50  inches,  V'A  pounds. 

There  is  a  decided  contrast  between 
the  riders  and  the  horses,  as  the  former 
are  large  and  look  decidedly  out  of 
place  on  their  diminutive  nioiints.  Dead 
weight  is  neldom  carried,  although  M 
saw  lead  placed  in  the  blanket  of  the 
favorite,  the  pocket  being  buttoned  in- 
stead of  laced. 

The  course  is  an  oval  track,  three- 
iKiarters  of  a  mile  In  length,  with  a 
bamboo  fence  on  one  side  and  a  single 
bamboo  rail  on  the  other,  which  not 
infreiiuently  goes  down  for  thirty  feet  or 
so,  in  a  close  finish,  when  the  horses  are 
bunched. 

The  horses  run  with  their  right  should- 
ers to  the  pole,  which  seems  odd  tr>  an 
-Ameriean,  but  start  as  at  home,  two  red 
Hags  being  used.  There  is  no  io<kevinK 
or  confusion  at  the  start,  and  If  a  horse 
is  a  trifle  slow  in  getting  off  it  excites 
little  comment,  save  a  few  Varambas.  " 
There  is  no  wire  .icross  the  tr.ick  to  mark 
the  finish,  and  neetlless  to  say  no  starting 
machine.  One  commeml.ibre  feature  is 
the  promptness  with  which  cTcrvthing 
goes  off:  One  bell,  the  announcement; 
two  bells,  saddle;  three  bells,  for  place  at 
the  post— and  then  they're  off. 

The  paddock  is  of  biimboo  throughout 
and  an  extra  fee  of  50  cents  "Mex  "  is 
requisite  for  entrance.  The  stable  boys 
are  all  Filii)inos,  and  not  as  wise  a  gen- 
eration as  the  Amberican  ty|ie.  Hlanket- 
ing  a  horse  is  not  the  custom,  although 
they  walk  them  and  rub  them  with  a 
preparation  which  smells  strongl.v  of  an- 
ise. The  treatment  of  the  horse's  is  not 
at  all  creditable  to  the  humanity  or  in- 
telligence of  their  owners.  The  same 
pony   is   frequently   entered   for   two  and 


<'Vin  three  races  the  same  afternoon,  un- 
der ii  tropic  sun.  carrying  the  weight 
thi'y  do,  and  for  ilistance  from  one  ami 
one-(iuarier  to  one  and  one-half  miles. 
The  riding  is  inferior,  jockeys  lini.-diing 
with  an  indescribable  see-saw  motion  td' 
body  and  arms  and  whiiJidng  their  horses 
on   both  Hanks. 

t'olor  is  no  criterion  here,  as  tbu  two 
stron.i;  favorites  are  I'alT,  a  red  roan,  and 
Heraldo,  ;i  gray,  and  .is  good  in  their 
class  as  was  Helmer.  He  was  entered  In 
two  r.'ices,  Nos.  1  and  ;{,  winning  both, 
within  an  hour. The  first  race,  one  and  one 
uuarter  miles,  time,  2:r).s;  the  other  was 
for  one  and  one-half  miles,    time,   ;!:;j5. 

Horses  are  not  workeil.  n^  at  home, 
prior  to  the  races  consciiuently  all  of 
the  horsis  w»'re  in  high  i-onilition.  The 
gambling  instinct  is  tjuite  strong  here 
in  the  (Orient.  ;ind  Paris  mutuals  ;ire  iij 
lii.ijh  favor,  both  sexes  backing  their  fa* 
vorites   with    enthusiasm. 

'l"he  grand  stand  presented  as  gala  an 
;ippearani-e  as  at  honip.  and  tyiies  of 
Spanish,  Meztiso  and  American  beaui.v 
Were  ever.vwhere  In  evidenct'.  Admission 
to  the  gr:ind  stand  is  inclndecl  in  the  en- 
tr;ui<e  fee.  which  is  Jl  "Mex."  There  is 
no  fence  around  the  propert.v,  an<i  the 
large  concourse  of  native  spectators,  i-n- 
joying  a  free  view  of  the  proceeiliiiKs 
ftiun  the  extreme  edge  of  the  grounils. 
made  a  ver.v  pieturesuue  backgrounil  for 
the  races.  To  one  who  has  seen  good 
sport  at  Sheepshead  Ita.v  or  ISrighton 
IJt  aeh  ilnre  is  little  to  rt  commend  tln'S'' 
annual  races,  exc-ept  he  be  a  lover  id' 
sport  for  sport's  .sake.

hiis  Ijeen  the  signing  of  CJeorge  Odom, 
thi-  M-year-old  jockey,  by  W.  C.  Whii- 
iie.v.  Odom  is  .-i  mere  boy,  and  the  fact 
that  he  has  signed  a  contr.ict  to  ride 
Mr.  ^\■hitn^•y's  horses  for  three  years 
ar  a  salary  of  JIh.imhi  per  year,  has  caused 
turf  patrons  bidh  in  tliis  anrl  in  other 
countries  to  talk  in  wonderment  about  the 
engaj?ement. 

The  full  e<mdltIons  ot  the  contract  have 
not  been  made  public, but  it  is  safe  to  say 
th.it  the  jockey  will  get  extras  for  losinic 
.inrl  winning  mounts  which  may  be  esti- 
inateil  to  yield  about  $;'.iHifi  per  yi-.-ir  I'Xlr.i. 
.\inl  he  will  have  ruitside  engagiments 
also,  and  all  told,  the  little  fellow  will 
prohabl.v  earn  nearly  $2<».(»;iO  per  year.

They  had  ad  ipt- 
ed  me  a  year  or  s.)  l>efore  when  1  was 
20  >ears  of  age.  My  name  in  I'te  was 
Paghaghet.  which  means  iong-haired.' 
It  was  at  this  time  that  the  old  feud 
I'ctween  the  I't'-.s  and  the  Aiapahocs 
was  at  its  height. 

"Our  scouts  found  the  Arapahoes 
loming  in  from  North  park  in  the  en- 
deavor to  surprise  some  of  the  I't.' 
hunting  j'.irties.  our  runners  having 
come  ill  and  informed  u«<,  we  soon  col- 
lected a  war  |iarty  and  started  for  the 
North  park  to  interccid  our  enemies. 

"1  was  with  the  scouting  jiartx  whi.-h 
went  in  advance,  .ind  I  was  the  anlv 
white  man  in  the  entire  tribe.  W« 
found  the  sign  left  I  v  their  si-outs  and 
then  concealed  ourselves  until  our  war 
party  i-oukl  come  up.  As  soon  as  our 
reinforcements  arrived,  we  dcfdo.veil  on 
eithei-  siile  of  a  gulch  or  canon,  u  ilh  our 
h. iiscs  hidden  away  among  the  rocks 
and  timber  in  charge  of  the  h  use-

"Wc  had  not  waited  l<uig  when  we 
sighted  the  advance  of  the  Arapahoes 
down  below  us  in  tht?  gulch.  Wc  were 
unnoticed  because  we  left  no  tracks  in 
the  gulch,  and  had  dcjiloyi'd  s.une  dis- 
tance below.  When  the  inaiu  body  of 
the  Arapah.jes  had  j.assed  .lur  j»!.a(-e  of 
concealment  we  oijcned  fire  on  them 
ftom  each  side  of  the  gulch  and  they, 
not  knowing  our  numbers,  were  jianie- 
stricken.  Thc.v  wliiiled  and  came  tum- 
bling back  up  the  gulch  in  great  i-on- 
fusion  and  all  the  time  subjected  to  our 
lire. 

"To  be  sure  they  were  returning  our 
lire  whenever  they  caught  sight  of  us. 
but  we  had  by  far  the  best  .if  them  and 
I)e[ipered   them   like  blazes. 

"The  I'te.s  g.ii  seven  or  eight  scalps 
as  the  Arapahoes.  though  the.\  carried 
their  wounded  with  them  in  their  tligiu. 
were  in  too  big  a  hurry  to  hiok  after 
tlieii-  dead. 

"My  Indian  brothi^r.  Paah,  or  'Black 
Tailed  Iver,'  and  Wanghich,  'the  Ante- 
loi'C.'  were  with  me  b.-himl  some  shelt- 
ering rocks,  .me  on  each  side  of  me.  As 
tlie  Araiiahoes  wire  scurrying  away 
through  the  canon  below  us  wi-  noticeil 
one  I'articulaily  liiie-looklng  j-oung 
liu(  k  wearing  a  splendid  war  bonnet 
which  riaunted  Inavely  in  the  breeze. 
This  fellow  w.-is  singled  out  b.v  Paah. 
At  th(  (rack  of  his  rilltr  the  Arapahoe 
throw  .lilt  his  arms  and  fell  backward 
from  his  pony  and  the  animal  galloju-d 
after  the  rest,  unhurt. 

"Paah,  el.Tted  at  llie  success  of  his 
shot,  dropped  his  rifle  and  plunged 
.low  II  the  ste.ii  side  of  the  canon, 
whi  -h  ran  u|)  here  at  an  angle  of  ,iliiut 
4.T  degrees,  the  other  Indians  (>assing 
all  the  time  ;'nd  letting  |o  .s..  at  him  a 
regular  fusillade  of  rifle  shots  and 
great   llt.chts  of  ariows. 

"At  length  I':iah  got  to  his  dead 
.Vrajiahoe.  piante<l  his  foot  on  the  ba.-k 
iif  his  neck,  grasped  both  scalp-lock 
and  side-braids,  g.^ve  thetn  a  turn  <ui 
his  wrist  and.  with  the  aid  of  liis  knife, 
secured  the  full  scal|>:  then,  seizing  the 
war  bonnet  also,  he  came  tearing  ui) 
the  side  of  the  gulcli.  his  trophies  in  one 
hand  and  his  knife  held  daggerwise  in 
the  other,  t.i  as.^ist  him  in  making  the 
steep    ascent. 

"The  arrows  and  bullets  flew  thickly 
:ilioui  him.  but.  marvelous  to  tell,  he 
arrived  <m  the  little  Hat  space  back  of 
us  without  a  scratch.  Waving  his 
bloody  spoils  above  his  head  he  es- 
sayed to  give  the  I'te  yell  .if  victory, 
but  h(^  was  po  exhausted  that  he  was 
only  aide  to  let  out  a  funny  satn^k  as 
he  fell  jirostrate  to  avoid  the  shots 
that  were  now  iiouring  in  our  direc- 
liim.  Wan.ghich  and  I  covered  him  the 
lie.st  we  (-(luld  by  emptying  nur  six- 
shooters  at  the  Arapahoes.  and  he 
finally  succeeded  in  crawling  to  shelter. 
"On  the  return  of  our  suci-essful  wnr 
jiarty  to  the  princii>al  village  we  cele- 
brated our  victory  in  royal  '■tyle.  The 
I'tes  from  other  villages  kejit  pouritig 
in.  ami  there  was  dancing  afternoon 
and  night  lor  tnany  days.  This  princi- 
f.al  village  was  located  under  somi' 
high  r.pcks  on  Orand  river,  near  a  hot 
spring.  The  principal  feature  of  the 
celeliration  was  a  scalp  i>arade,  a  gor- 
ge.lus  affaif  in  whi.^h  all  kinds  of  sil- 
ver ornaments,  feathered  and  beadi-d 
costumes  were  wmn.  I  afterward 
painted  this  siilendid  scene  as  it  ap- 
peared to  me,  and  the  picture  is  now 
hanging  in  the  Irocjuois  club  in  Chicago. 
You  see,"  added  ilr.  Stoliie  in  conclu- 
sion, "the  old  scouts  had  to  adopt  new 
avocations  after  the  Indians  were  sub- 
.luid.  Muffalo  Bill  Cody  got  up  his 
Wild  West  show.  Cajit.  Jack  Crawofnl 
went  into  poetry  and  I  tackled  rviint."

BUFFALO  BILL'S  FIRST  FIGHT. 

Related  By  His  Sister  In  Her  Book 
of  Biography. 

With  a  loving  hand  and  a  heart  filled 
with  admiration  for  her  famous  brother, 
Helen  Cody  "Wetmore  writes  the  story 
of  the  "'Last  of  the  Great  Scouts,"  Buf- 
falo Bill,  says  the  New  York  Press.

fires.  They  could  dig  the  rocks 
the  side  of  the  ravine  with 
labor  than  it  took  to  collect  firewood 
The  gentleman  who  told  the  story  an- 
nounced his  intention  of  exploring  the 
vicinity  refi>rred   to  some  day.

When  questioned  about  anything  con- 
cerning which   he  does  not  want   to   be 
interviewed,    the   Indian   resorts    <(>    the 
"I  donr  know"  tactics  of  a  trust'  :iiag- 
nate   when    quizzed    in    regard    to    busi- 
ness m.itters  on  the   witness  stand    He 
looks  as  if  he  would  like  to  know,  as  if 
he  had  been  wondering  about  that  very 
thing,    too,   for  a    long   time  and   would 
like   so  much    to   find   someliody       who 
could    tell   him.       .\gainst  such  a   front 
as   that    the    most   iiersistentlv   inquisi- 
tive  bound  off.  and   the  most  insidious 
approac-hes   and    masterly   sapping  and 
mining   is  of  no  avail.       Illustrative   of 
the  utter  impossibility  of  worming  any- 
thing out   of    an  Indian    on    a    taboo'^d 
topic,  is  a  story  told   by  City  Engineer 
."VfcCilvray.    Ho    was    once    engaged    in 
.some  work  on  the   Rainy  river,  at   the 
long  Sault    or  rapids.       On    his   arrival 
there  he  noticed  some  mounds  that  ap- 
peared   to    him    to    be   ancient       buriil 
mounds.       In    the   party    was   an       old 
one-legged    Indian    who   went    by        the 
name   of  "Cut    Leg."       He    had   bejn   a 
scout    in    the    first    Riel    rebellion,    had 
been   decorated   for  his  .services  to  the 
government,   and   Mr.   McGilvray   ques- 
tioned   him    about    the   mounds   as    the 
most  likely  of  any  in  the  party  to  .satis- 
•y    a    white    man's    curiosity    regarding 
them.       Pointing  to  the  mounds,  .seven 
in   number,   Mr.   McGilvray  drew  a  pic- 
ture of  an  arrow  head  and  a  skull  and 
looked       inquiringly     at  "Cut  Leg."     A 
faint      fiash      of      intelligence     pas.sed

And  a.s 
they  were  covered  with  poison  ivy,  he 
gave  them  a  wide  berth. 

When  the  Indians  gathertd  at  the 
bank  of  the  river  to  gee  the  party  off,  it 
was  noticed  that  "Cut  Leg"  was  absent, 
and  as  he  never  lost  an  opportunity  to 
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parade  his  decora  Jon  and  long  coat 
with  brass  button?  and  the  cocked  hat 
that  the  .government  had  given  iiim. 
and  was,  moreover,  very  friendly  witn 
the  white  men,  Ms  abse..  .vas  re- 
marked. On  the  .vay  down  the  rapids 
to  meet  the  steamer  that  was  lying  at 
the  foot,  Mr.  McGilvray  saw  "Cut  Leg  ' 
standing  on  the  Itank.  liehind  a  point  of 
rock  that  sheltered  him  from  the  iu- 
dians  at  the  landing  splace,  motion.ng 
to  him  to  come  ashore.  Mr.  McGilvray 
had  his  canoe  run  into  the  shoif-  and 
"Cut  Leg"  reached  to  him  something  in 
a  paper  sack.

The   initiative   in    this     di- 
rection was  taken  a  month  ago  and  r.- 
sulted   in   the   framing   of  a    statei.ient, 
which  was  presented  on  Sundav,  July  ;> 
to     Maj.    Oen.    Otis,     commanding     the 
military  forces  of  the  United  States  in 
the   I'hilippine    islands,    with   a    iciiueh-L 
for   permission    to    telegraph    it    to      the 
United   States.

New    York,    July    17.— Nearly    all    the 
conductors  and  motormen  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Rapid  Transit  company  struck  at  5 
o'clock  yesterday  morning.    Those  who 
had  cars  out  left  them  on  the  track.  Th" 
c(mipany   endeavored   to   run  cars   with 
non-union    men    on   all    the    lines   and 
there  was  much  disorder.     Wires  were 
cut.  rails  were  torn  up,  non-union  men 
hooted   and  stoned,   and  at   the  Marcy 
avenue    stables    a    crowd    of    3000    men 
resisted  the  police.     Many  arrests  were 
made  during  the  day.    On  some  lines  the

?r  of  Kalama- 
ist  night  after 


unionists  have  never  worked  quit" 
smoothly  with  the  Knights  of  Labor' 
and  the  Knights  of  Labor  is  the  only 
body  involved  in  the  strike,  Chief 
Arthur  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomo- 
tive Engineers  having  forbidden  the 
Brooklyn  elevated  railroad  engineers  to 
strike. 

The  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companv 
says  that  1000  men  struck;  the  Knights 
of  Labor  leaders  say  1800. 

The  company  says  It  will  resume  full 
service  today. 

Only  one  person  was  seriously  wound- 
ed In  Sunday's  stone-throwing.  Peter 
Spada.  a  messenger.  12  years  old,  who 
was  struck  by  a  stone  while  riding  on  a 
Greenpoint  car,  is  expected  to  die  Th" 
stones  were  hurled  at  the  non-union 
motorman  and  conductor,  but  one  of 
the  missiles  strmk  the  bov  over  the 
right  eye,  fracturing  his  skull. 

Seventy  brakemen  on  the  Brooklyn 
elevated  road,  contr.dled  by  the  Rupiu 
iransit  comiiany,  struck  in  sympathy 
with  the  trolley  men,  expe(  ting  the  en- 
gine drivers  to  follow  them.  The  en- 
gine drivers  were  waiting  for  an  order 
to  strike  to  come  from  Chief  Arthur,  but 
ii!stead  an  order  came  directing  them 
to  remain  at  work. 

When  this  became  known  the  brake- 
men  went  back  to  work,  after  having 
been  away  from  their  trains  less  than 
three  hours.  The  running  of  trains  was 
not  interfered  with  by  the  short  strike 
other  employes  of  the  road  taking  the 
brakemen's  i)laces. 

In  the  memorable     Brooklyn     trolley 
strike  in  January.  1895,  nearly  7000  m-n 
turned  out.     It   began,  like  this  one    in 
a    relatively   orderly    manner.      On    the 
fourth   day   serious   trouble   began   and 
several    cars    were   stoned.     The   police 
were  powerless  to  deal  with  the  situ.i- 
tion.     Rioting  became  general,  and  the 
Urst   and   Second   brigades  of  the   Na- 
tional (Juard  had  to  be  called  out      This 
was   on    Jan.    19.     The    mojj    defied    the 
guardsmen  an<l  was  fired  upon,  two  men 
being  killed.     Theie   were   al.so  several 
tayonet  charges  which  resulted  in  blood- 
shed.     Two    attempts     were    made    to 
burn   the  car  barns  on  Vanderbilt  ave- 
nue, but  were  frustrated  by  the  guards- 
nien.     There   was  .some  savage   fighting 
in    the   streets   before   the   rioters    were 
suppres.sed.      The    troops    occupied    the 
streets  from  Jan.  19  until  Jan.  31. 

Some  of  the  strikers  were  taken  back 
by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  companv. 
Most  of  them,  however,  went  over  to  th<' 
Na.ssau  comi>any,  which  lately  was  ab- 
.sorbed  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  com- 
pany, and  it  is  among  these  men  that 
the  present  trouble  is  said  to  have  or- 
iginated. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  cars  on  all 
the  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
company,  except  the  Nassau  svstem 
were  running  this  morning.  No  trounie 
has  occurred  so  far  today.  The  cars  are 
all  policed  with  from  one  to  four  pa- 
trolmen each,  except  on  the  Putnam 
and  Halsey  street  line,  which  is  running 
as  in  normal  times. 

President  Ro.ssiter,  of  the  Rapid  Tran- 
sit company,  said  this  morning  that 
fifty  of  the  men  who  went  out  yester- 
day reported  for  work  this  morning.  At 
the  strikers'  headquarters  in  Brooklyn 
the  men  asserted  that,  while  some  cars 
were  running,  it  was  very  irregularlv. 
They  claim  six  recruits  this  morning 
from  among  the  men  who  remained  at 
work  yesterday. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  cars  that 
were    running  this   morning,    the   com- 
pany   had    nearly    three-fourths    of    its 
lolling   stock    in    operation    on    all    the 
roads  other  than  those  which  compri.se 
the    old    Nassau    lines.         The      Gates 
Broadway,       Myrtle.       Third.       Ralph.' 
Nostrand.  Tompkins  and  Flatbush  ave- 
nue cars  ran  on  fairly  good  time,  and 
the    heavy    morning    passenger    traffic 
was  handled  with  very  little  congestion 
at   any  point.     The  company's   officers 
were  very  confident  this  morning  they 
would   be  able  to  run  the  full  comple- 
ment of  cars  on  the  regular  schedule 


time,  and  claimed  that  the  strike  would 
be  over  by  midnight. 

Charles  W.  Macken2ie.  chairman  of 
the  committee  In  charg?  of  the  strikers, 
said  today  that  the  mm  were  holding 
their  own  and  would  surely  win  out. 
He  claimed  that  every  union  man  on  the 
Traction  company's  roads  and  all  of 
the  men  on  the  Nassai  lines  were  out. 
and  that  all  night  lonir  "L"  road  em- 
ployes were  being  brought  into  the 
union.  He  said  that  th?  "L"  men  were 
working  at  the  express  wish  of  the 
strikers,  so  as  not  to  ir  convenience  the 
public.  Mackenzie  said  le  was  confident 
of  success,  and  that  a  general  tie-up  of 
the  cars  on  the  Brool:lyn  side  would 
occur  if  the  Traction  company  failed  to 
accede  to  the  demands  of  the  strikers. 

On  the  Marcy,  Fifth  and  Seventh  ave- 
nue roads  and  the  Doujrlas  and  Bergen 
street  lines  the  condition  of  affairs  was 
serious.  Four  policemen  guarded  each 
car,  but  there  was  very  little  headway 
made  on  any  of  these  loads.  At  Thir- 
teenth street  and  Flfti  avenue  large 
stones  were  placed  on  the  track,  and  the 
police,  motormen  and  conductors  were 
hooted  by  a  crowd  as  they  cleared  the 
way  to  let  two  cars  proceed  to  the 
city. 

Near  the  barn  at  Troy  avenue  and 
Bergen  street  a  car  wan  stoned  by  the 
mob.  but  no  one  was  inj  jred.  The  police 
made  two  arrests,  but  neither  of  the 
prisoners  belonged  to  tie  union. 

Trouble  was  reported  from  Vandei- 
veer  Park  on  the  Flatbtsh  avenue  line, 
where  some  of  the  trolley  wires  were 
cut,  and  traffic  was  delayed  for  over  an 
hour. 

General  Master  Workman  Parsons 
said  today  In  reference  to  the  railroad 
strike  in  Brooklyn: 

"I  believe  the  situatior  of  the  strikers 
is  being  strengthened  e/ery  hour,  and 
with  the  assurance  of  the  financial  aid 
that  has  been  given  the  contest  will  be 
continued.  Between  8  and  12  o'clock 
last  night  1000  men  who  worked  yester- 
day enrolled  with  the  strikers.  The 
duration  of  the  strike  x.ill  depend  en- 
tirely on  the  citizens  of  Brooklyn  and 
especially  the  business  inen  and  the 
influence  they  have  on  t  le  city  officials 
of  Brooklyn,  in  compelli  ig  them  to  see 
that  the  10-hour  and  speed  laws  are  en- 
forced. I  desire  to  .say  that  every  en- 
couragement has  been  given  the  men  to 
remain  at  home  and  not  to  congregate 
around  the  car  barns  or  street  corners. 
This  strike  cannot  be  helped  by  vio- 
lence." 

Then  Mr.  Par.sons  bef.an  to  discuss 
the  conditions  in  Manhattan  borough. 
He  said: 

"I  do  not  think  there  vlll  be  a  strike 
of    the   employes    of   the        Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  company.       I    fully  ex- 
pect  the   board  of  arbitration  will    im- 
press President  Vreeland  with  the  fact 
that  there  are   leal   grievances   to  arbi- 
trate   and    Mr.    Vreeland's    refusal    to 
ctmsider   the   niAtter  wltl    the   board   of 
arl>itration  could  only  be  Interpreted  as 
an    Intention    to    join    hands    with    the 
Brooklyn    Rapid   Transit   company  and 
crush    out    with    police    assistance    the 
spirit    of   organization    among    railroad 
employes.       In  such  a  contest  the  com- 
bined   influence  of   both       corporations 
will    be   pressed   into   service,   and   it   is 
my   purpose   to  arouse  oiganized   labor 
so   as   to   secure   its   aasiftance   for  the 
railroad  men   in   meeting  existing  con- 
ditions.     It  should  be  remembered  that 
the   main   question    in   dispute    between 
the   employes  and   the  corporations   is: 
Shall  the  10-hour  work  day  law  be  en- 
forced ? 

"It  should  also  be  remembered  this 
10-hour  day  f<ir  surface  railway  em- 
ployes was  made  to  protect  our  citi- 
zens from  the  danger  of  iiaving  trolley 
cars  operated  by  men  who,  from  ex- 
cessive toil,  are  unfitted  'or  the  work, 
rather  than  enacted  especially  for  the 
benefit  of  the  men  themselves. 

"Aside  from  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
the  10-hour  law,  the  que.'  tion  at  issue 
before  the  public  is:  Shf  uld  the  com- 
pany be  made  to  respect  our  laws?" 

Chief  of  Poli.e  Devery  s£  id  this  aft'^r- 
nni;n: 

"The  strike  is  practically  over.In  fact 
the  men  are  not  in  a  position  to  strike 
at  all.  You  will  see  them  all  come  back. 
ar;d  my  advice  to  them  if  to  all  come 
back  as  quickly  as  iiossible.  1  hey  -an 
all  come  back  because  thfv  know  ho-.\ 
to  w(.rk  the  cars,  and  I  th  nk  the/  wii! 
all  return  to  work  tomorrow  mcrnng. 
Theie  is  no  trouble  in  the  ?lty  to  spoak 
of,  the  laws  are  being  livea  up  to,  and 
the  police  are  entirely  capable  :;f  taking 
charge  of  the  public  interest  and  the 
1  ubiic  properties." 

HIRING  NEW  MRN. 
Philadelphia,  July  17.— Agents  of  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  company  todav 
engaged  ."^OO  experienced  motormen  and 
conductors  in  this  city  to  ta  te  the  places 
of  their  striking  employes  .  Many  of 
them  were  formerly  In  th^  emplov  of 
the  Union  Traction  company,  of  "this 
city,  and  lost  their  places  as  a  result  of 
the  big  strike  on  that  system  a  few 
years  ago.  At  that  time  they  claimed 
their  places  were  taken  ly  Brooklyn 
motormen  and  conductors. 


WILL  BE 
HUSHED  UP 

Such  Is  General  Opinion  In 
Paris  Concerning  Drey- 
fus Scandal. 


ANOTHER  SENTIMENT 

Radicals  and  Socialists  Show 

Signs  of  Insisting   on 

Radical  Investigation. 


New  York,  July  17.— It  is  now  stated, 
says  the  Paris  correspondent  of  the 
Tribune,  that  the  present  cabinet  has 
decided,  in  the  event  of  the  acquitUl  of 
Dreyfus  at  Rennes— which  Is  regarded 
as  almost  a  certainty— to  hush  up  the 
whole  scandal.  This  Is  considered  in 
political  circles  to  be  the  vital  ques- 
tion with  which  France  will  be  con- 
fronted as  soon  as  the  court-martial  at 
Rennes  has  pronounced  its  judgment. 

In  spite  of  the  weight  of  authoritv  of 
M.  Ribot  and  of  the  influential  Repub- 
lican papers  like  the  Temps  and  Des- 
bats,  people  are  beginning  to  ask 
whether  such  a  policy  of  "hushing  up' 
and  of  shielding  tho.se  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  terrible  conspiracy 
against  an  innocent  man  would  not  de- 
stroy confidence  in   the  republic. 

A  large  and  ai)paiently  increasing 
I'ody  of  Republicans  including,  of 
course,  all  the  Radicals  and  So<ialists. 
who  from  the  very  outset  of  the  Drey- 
fus affair  have  been  constantly  on  the 
side  of  truth  and  justice— and  have 
thereby  gained  enormously  in  political 
power— show  signs  of  insisting  on  the 
most  drastic  investigation  into  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  Dreyfus  cou- 
splracy. 

From  the  American  point  of  view  the 
French  republic  has  everything  to  gain 
and  nothing  to  lose  by  i)robing  the 
wound  to  the  quick  and  punishing  the 
guilty.  But  prudent  and  experienced 
Frenchmen  favor  the  policy  of  the 
"sponge."  "Wipe  off  .all  the  old  .sores." 
they  say,  "and  begin  the  exhibition 
year  with  a  clean  slate  Punishment 
in  P'rance  usually  means  retaliation 
and    retaliation   leads   to  civil   war." 

Such  are  the  words  of  a  French 
statesman  who  has  been  prime  min- 
ister and  who  has  weathered  many  a 
parliamentary  storm.  Whether  it  fur- 
•nishes  a  key  to  the  policy  that  the  pres- 
ent cabinet  will  adopt  after  the  judg- 
ment shall  have  been  rendered  by  the 
Renes  court-martial  remains  to  be 
seen.

Deputy 
Marshal  Hitchcock  attemptPd  to  arrest 
Hrown  for  horse  stealing.  The  negro  re- 
sisted and  shot  Hitchcock  twic*,  one  ball 
entering  near  the  heart  and  another  In 
the  thigh. 


AN  OCEAN  RACE. 

Three  American  Ships  Sail 
a  Race  of  Fifteen  Thou- 
sand Miles. 

Philadelphia,    July    17. -A    race    of   lo.W) 
miles    for  a    prize    of  11000   terminated   at 
the    Delaware    Breakwater    yesterday    up- 
on   the  arrival   of  the   ships   I.    F.   Chap- 
man and  W.  F.  Babcock  and  the  bark  St. 
("atherlne  from  the  Hawaiian  islands.   All 
three   are  American   built  and   American- 
owned    ves.sels    and    are    commanded    by 
American  skippers.    It  was  while  the  three 
vessels    were    taking   cagoes   of  sugar   in 
tnis  countrys  newl.\    acquired  possessions 
that  their  m.isters  arranged  the  race     Al- 
lowance   was    made   for    the   dlflferenoe    of 
lime  in   the  departure  of  the  ves,sel.s,    |)ui 
notwithstanding   over   two   weeks   elap.s.-l 
between    the    departure    of   the    first      the 
Babcock,   and  the  last,  the  St.  Catherine^ 
all    three    ves.sels    arrived    within    a    few 
hours  of  each  other,  with  the  St.  Cather- 
ine a  winner.    The  Babcock,  Capt.  Colley. 
left    Honolulu  on    March   8;    the   Chapman 
followed   the  same  iMjrt  a  week  later  and 
the  St.  Catherine  squared  her  sails  from 
Hilo.    a    port    several    miles    distant    from 
Honolulu   on  March  22. 

It  was  after  Cape  Horn  had  been  round- 
ed when  the  St.  Catherine  came  up  to  her 
competitors,  the  Chai)man  having  caught 
the  Babcock  while  both  were  In  the  Pa- 
cific. With  the  three  vessels  close  to- 
gether the  race  began  In  earnest,  with  the 
St  Catherine  steadily  holding  the  lead 
After  being  becalmed  for  a  week  near 
the  e<iuator  the  race  once  more  hegan 
the  staunch  bark  stUl  .showing  the  way 
until  the  Delaware  capes  were  reached 
and  the  rattle  of  her  anchor  chains 
orought  the  contest  to  an  end.  The  others 
came  in  a  few  hours  later  and  cast  anchor 
about  the  same  time.  The  Chapman  Is 
commanded  by  Capt.  Thompson  and  the 
bark  by  Capt.    Matthews.

Considerable  Cloth  Is  Dostroyod  In 
the  Brooklyn  Yard. 

New  York,  July  17.— Fire  at  the 
Brooklyn  navy  yard  last  night  threat- 
ened much  valuable  property  in  the 
building  occupied  by  the  provision  and 
riothing  department  of  the  bureau  -.f 
supplies  and  accounts.  The  Are  was  dis- 
eovered  on  the  ihird  floor,  in  which 
white  duck  cloth  was  kept  and  cut  up 
for  the  men  in  the  navy.  About  $50W» 
worth  of  cloth  was  on  the  floor  and  it  is 
thought  it  was  entirely  consume  by 
the  flames.  On  the  second  floor  was 
stored  in  bales  covered  by  waterproof 
material  all  the  other  cloth  for  the  suits 
worn  in  the  navy  and  needed  for  other 
purposes.  The  doth  on  this  floor  was 
valued  at  $.WO,000.  How  much  of  It  was 
destroyed  by  water  could  not  be 
learned,  but  it  is  thought  it  must  have 
been  somewhat  damaged  despite  the 
fact  that  it  was  protected  by  water- 
proof covering.

Civic  Federation   of  Chicago   Will 
Ask  Many  Questions. 

Chicago.  July  17.— The  general  cim- 
Jniltee  of  arrangements  for  the  confer- 
tnce  on  combinations  and  trusts.  call"d 
by  the  Civic  Federation  of  Chic.?go.  has 
mailed  circular  letters  to  460  trusts  and 
eon'binations  throughout  the  countrv, 
a.'^king  twenty-six  questions,  such  as  tlW 
nurrber  ,if  organizations  included  in  the 
con.solidation,  the  number  vet  outsid- 
total  original  capital  of  the  various  con- 
cerns now  merged,  and  the  present  cap- 
ital emerged  by  the  combination  and 
the  effect  on  pri.es  of  products,  tli  ■ 
effect  on  labor  as  to  displacement  and 
rate  of  wages. 

On  the  lai)or  unions  in  the  various 
crafts  empl(>yed  in  these  eombinaii ons 
questions  are  asked  as  to  the  effect  on 
wage.",  hours  of  work  and  the  number 
thrown  out  i  f  employment  by  the  or- 
ganization of  the  trusts. 

The  quesri  ms  addressed  to  the  500 
national  and  local  ttaveling  men's  or- 
ganizations through  Ul  the  countrv  aie 
as  follows: 

1— How  many  traveling  men  in  ycur 
immediate  vicinity  have  lost  rwsitions 
owing  to  trust  consolidations? 

- — How  many  of  those  discharged  be- 
long to  your  local  organization? 

3— What  effect  has  these  combina- 
tions had  regarding  the  salaries  of  com- 
mercial travelers  retained  in  their  em- 
ploy? 

.4 — Estimate  the  number  of  aommer- 
eial  travelers  resigning  in  your  11.- 
•  ality. 

.  •' — ^'hat  is  your  opinion  of  trusts  and 
industrial  combinations,  and  what  is 
the  general  sentiment  expres.sed  regard- 
ing them? 

The  committee  hopes  the  emplovment 
«if  this  .system  and  the  set  of  re))lif.-- 
^vill  act  ar.  an  offset,  one  on  the  other. 
So  as  to  furnish  an  accurate  amount  of 
data  on  the  trust  problem— material 
which  will  provide  basis  for  argument 
in  the  conference. 

The  six  questions  addressed  to  th^^ 
wholesale  dealers  are  as  follows: 

1— Are  any  of  the  articles  in  which 
you  deal  manufactured  by  a  trust  o-- 
combination? 
2— If  any.  please  state  what. 
3— To  what  extent  are  you  able  to  buy 
these  goods  from  sources  outside  of  the 
combination? 

4— What  has  been  the  course  of  prices 
since  the  combination  on  the  goods  you 
sell?  Please  give  as  full  statistics  as  to 
prices  tjefore  and  after  combination  as 
you  can  to  support  your  statement. 

a— To  what  extent  do  you  ascribe  the 
changes  which  have  i^jcurred  to  the 
fact  of  combination  and  what  extent  are 
due  to  other  causes.  Give  what  infor- 
matlcm  ycu  can  as  to  change  in  supply 
and  demand  in  support  of  vour  views. 

6- What  is  your  opinion  of  the  general 
effects  of  the  combination  in  vour  lin.-> 
on  (A)  the  trade,  the  distribution,  and 
(B)  the  public,  the  consumer'' 


Reeve  does  net  give  much  credit  to  the 
recently  published  reports  of  friction 
between  Admiral  Dewey  and  the  au- 
thorities at  Washington.  He  says  that 
Dewey  is  far  too  big  a  man  to  allow 
himself  to  be  placed  at  a  di.'sadvantage, 
but  at  the  same  time  says  that  the  ad- 
miral's advice  relative  to  affairs  in  the 
Philippines  has  been  entirely  ignored. 

Admiral  Dewey  advised  that  the  gov- 
ernment enlist  native  Filipino  troops 
and  oflLer  them  from  the  regular  army 
This  suggestion  was  not  adopted,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  a  similar 
.ourse  is  invariably  pursued  by  all  other 
civilized  nations  In  their  warfare 
again.«t  Imrbarous  or  semi-liarbarous 
peoples.  He  al.so  advised  that  local 
self-government  be  conceded  wherever 
possible,  and  here  again  Washington 
overruled  his  suggestion. 

Xaturally  the  Washington  officials 
Were  unwilling  to  have  the  peo|ile 
know  that  they  had  refused  to  follow 
Dewey's  advi(  e  and  accordingly  the 
matter  wajs  kept  (luiet.  No  one  in  au- 
thority, from  the  president  down,  had 
any  wish  to  appear  antagonistic  to  the 
admirals  opinions.  Everyone  was 
qui(  k  to  realize  that  in  the  "eyes  of  the 
Ameri<an  people  his  word  has  weight, 
and  they  did  not  want  to  run  their 
heads  .-.gainst  a  stone  wall.  Conse- 
quently his  message  was  never  made 
public  and  Gen.  Otis,  the  administra- 
tions  pet.  was  allowed  to  blunder  along 
as  he  pleased. 

As  an  instance  of  how  little  attention 
Admiral  Deuey  pays  to  the  interfer- 
ence with  his  work  occasionally  at- 
tempted by  the  navy  department,  Gen. 
Reeve  told  a  story  which  was  current  at 
Manilla  before  he  left  that  city.  He  did 
not,  however,  vouch  for  the  truth  of  th^ 
incident. 

The  admiral,  it  seems,  had  purchased 
somewhere  a  large  quantitv  of  coal,  a 
much  larger  quantity,  in  fact,  than  the 
navy  department  officials  thought  he 
needed.  They  immediately  cabled  him 
demanding  t  »  know  for  what  purpose 
the  coal  had  been  bought.  The  answer 
was  terse  and  un.satisfactorv.  Dewey 
simply  replied:  "To  burn,  '  and  let  it 
go  at  that.

The  suggestion  has  been  made  several 
times  that  when  Superior  street  is  re- 
paved  the  block  pavement  should  be  dis- 
carded and  asphalt  used.  The  current 
nunilier  of  Brick,  a  Chicago  publication 
issued  in  the  interest  of  brick  for  pav- 
ing, contains  two  pages  of  diagrams 
showing  the  condition  of  the  asphalt 
paving  of  the  streets  of  Minneapolis. 
The  streets  are  all  natch  work,  making 
a  strong  argument  against  asphalt  as  a 
durable  pavement  in  Western  and 
Northwestern  climates. 

The  Minneapolis  Journal,  in  comment- 
ing upon  the  showing,  admits  that  it  is 
true,  and  says  that  there  "is  good  rea- 
son to  believe  that  brick  has  won  the 
favor  of  the  property  owners  of  Minne- 
apolis as  the  most  satisfactory  m.Hterial 
tried  in  this  city  thus  far."  The  only 
thing  that  deters  Minneapolis  from 
using  more  hrick  in  street  paving  is  the 
expense.  There  are  no  brick  plants  in 
that  country,  but  the  Journal  says  there 
is  a  large  deposit  of  the  necessary  clay 
near  the  city.

Why,   if  we  are  at    the  mercy 
of   trusts,    when    not    only    industry    on 
the  one  side,    but  consumption   on   the 
other,  is  the  creature  of  comluned  mil- 
lionairlsm,    that    draws    dividends       on 
enormous  amounts  of  water,  should  we 
deprive   ourselves  of   the  corrective   in- 
fluences of  the  markets  of  the  world? 

'With  the  assault  on  the  trusts  that 
is  certain  to  be  made,  this  question  of  a 
reduction  of  the  tariff  will  play  a  part. 
We  surely  cannot  forever  be  the  sport 
of  favored   corporations.       When   these 
infants,    which    we    have    nursed,    have 
become    so    strong    as    to    invade    the 
world  and  even  now  are  looking  to  at- 
tain commercial  supremacy,  when  they 
can   go  abroad   and    undersell    the   best 
work  of  other  countries,  the  American 
people  will  surely  ask  themselves  why 
they  alone  shall  be  unfavored  by  world 
competition;  why  they,  who  have  taxed 
themselveg   through  all   these  years   to 
establish  these  concerns,   have  now  |»ut 
them    on    their    feet   so    that    they   can 
successfully  defy  the  world,  should   be 
deprived  of  home  competition  by  means 
of  trusts  and  of  foreign  competition  by 
means  of  tariffs. 

Over  one-third  of  our  exports  last 
year  consisted  of  products  of  our  manu- 
facturing industries,  thus  demonstrat- 
ing that  the  American  manufacturer  is 
able  to  compete  with  any  of  his  foreign 
rivals  and  that  he  no  longer  needs  pro- 
tection through  a  tariff  system  which 
has  enabled  him  so  far  to  obtain  in  the 
home  market  a  price  for  his  products 
far  in  advance  of  what  he  is  selling  the 
same  article  for  abroad.  Take  the 
case  of  tinplate.  The  Briti.sh  article  is 
sold  in  the  Liverpool  market  at  $2.:f0 
per  box.  In  order  to  compete  with  it 
the  American  product  must  be  sold 
there  for  the  same  price  or  below  it. 
Consequently,  while  American  tinplate 
can  be  bought  in  Liverpool  at  $2.30  per 
box  the  American  consumer  at  home 
pays  $4.08U  for  the  same  article. 

Many  other  tariff  protected  articles 
of  American  manufacture  can  be  bought 
cheaper  abroad  than  at  home.  It  is 
well  known  that  American  agricultural 
implements  are  sold  cheaper  in  Canada 
than  they  are  in  this  country,  when  the 
heavy  Canadian  duty  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration.

After  years  of  search  Second  Lieut. 
Randolph  Rldgely.  Jr.,  of  the  United 
htates  revenue  marine  steamer  Algon- 
quin, now  in  port,  has  succeeded  in  locat- 
ing a  sword  which  belonged  to  his  grand- 
father, I.,ieut.  Randolph  Ridgelev,  of  the 
United  States  army,  back  in  the  '40s.  Dur- 
ing the  civil  war  the  sword  disappeared 
and  could  not  be  found,  much  to  the  re- 
gret of  the  descendants  of  its  owners. 

The  sword  was  a  gift  from  the  city  of 
Baltimore  to  Lieut.  Ridgelev  for  heroic 
.services  rendered  in  the  Mexican  war.  It 
was  gold-mounted  and  very  handsome. 
The  lieutenant  was  an  officer  of  th"  Thirl 
United  States  artillery,  which  was  the 
lirst  light  battery  ever  formed  in  the 
army  for  field  action.  At  the  time  of  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Mexican  war  it  was 
statir)ned  at  Fort  McHenry,  and  was  sent 
to  the  front  under  the  command  of  Mai. 
Ringgold,  who  was  killed  in  action.  Then 
the  command  devoHed  upon  Lieut.  Ridge. 
ley.  wlio  died  in  Moiite-ev  before  the  war 
elo.sed.  The  horse  he  was  riding  fell  upon 
him.  causing  injuries  from  which  he  never 
recovered. 

It  is  not  thought  that  the  sword  was 
ever  in  the  actual  jiossession  of  Lieut. 
Ridgeley.  It  was  Voted  to  him  while  he 
was  in  Mexico,  the  intention  being  to 
formally  pr.-sent  it  when  he  returned,  but 
he  never  did  return.  The  grandson  is  un- 
der the  impression  that  it  was  presented 
to  the  widow  shortly  after  lier  husband's 
death.  She  harl  it  for  a  long  time.  Before 
the  lireaklng  out  of  the  civil  war  she  was 
married  to  a  Dr.  McCleiinahaii.  a  surgeon 
in  the  United  Slates  navy.  When  the  war 
began  Dr.  McClennahaii  resigned  from  the 
navy,  went  South  an<l  cast  his  fortunes 
with  the  Confederacy.  Mrs.  McClennahaii 
followed  him  and  took  the  sword  of  her 
first  husband  with  her.  In  Richmond  she 
deposited  the  sword  for  safekeeping  in 
the  First  National  Rank  of  Richmond, 
and  tliere  it  has  remained  undisturbed 
and  uncalled  for  ever  siiue.  Recently  an 
oflicial  ef  the  bank  wrote  to  Douglas  H. 
Thomas,  president  of  the  Merchant's  Na- 
tional bank,  as'iitis;  him  to  ascertain  from 
the  Ri.igeloys.  of  Maryland,  who  was  \.\i>- 
riglilfiil  .|,err  to  the  sword.  And  now.  af- 
ter iihout  tidi-ty-elght  years  of  hiding,  the 
sworil  ha.-i  I.een  found  and  will  sor)ii  be 
in  the  possession  of  the  grandson  of  the 
gallant  .'-.oidier  to  whom  it  was  voted.

of  »2O.92.i.0«Xl  and  bonded  debt  of  $2n.0O»i,fi«x». 
Of  this  line  the  Railway  Age  says  that 
it  was  looked  upon  as  a  desperate  enter- 
prise from  the  start,  as  there  were  too 
many  adver.se  conditions  to  permit  it  to 
be  an  early  revenue  earner.  The  officers 
of  the  company  tried  to  fight  their  way  to 
recognition  by  cutting  rates  in  all  direc- 
tions, in  order  to  get  traffic,  but  the  busi- 
ness they  secured  merely  hastened  the  in- 
evitable. The  magnitude  of  this  one  fail- 
ure has  maee  the  total  mileage  and  capi- 
tal of  stranded  roads  larger  than  at  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year,  yet  the 
record  is  one  full  of  promise.

(leaf  that  has  ever  been  held  it  was  also 
the  most  successful  from  everv  point 
of  view.  Of  this  convention  J.  I.. 
Smith,  a  Minnesota  man,  was  elected 
president.  The  convention  came  to  an 
end  Friday  night  and  Saturday  a  large 
number  of  the  delegates  came  to  Du- 
luth over  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth. 
Among  them  was  Rev.  J.  H.  Cloud, 
of  St  Louis,  a  minister  of  the  Episcop  li 
church  • 

At  the  request  of  Rev.  Dr.  Ryan  he 
yesterday  conducted  two  services  in  St. 
Paul's  church  for  th^-  benefit  of  th.' 
deaf  peoi)!e  of  Duluth.  He  had  au.li- 
fiir-es  that  included  alm<ist  every  deaf 
I>nson  in  the  city  and  he  delivered  two 
Very  eloquent  serm<ms.  During  the  af- 
ttfnoon  s  rmon  he  advised  business 
men  to  incorporate  Chri.«tianity  into 
their  business  entt-t-prises  and  Chris- 
tians to  manage  their  churches  and 
iui.S8ions  in  a  busin.-ss-like  manner. 
Rev.  Mr.  Cloud  undoubtedly  stands  at 
tho  ht-ad  of  some  ten  oi-  moie  deaf 
Episcopal  ministers  and  missionaries  to 
the  d"af.  He  is  highly  educated  an<l  a 
sincere  Christian.  An  effort  i?  being 
made  to  secure  him  for  the  Northwest- 
ern missionary  field,  now  without  a 
missionary  to  the  deaf.  If  he  is  se- 
cured the  church  work  among  the  deaf 
of  the  Northwest  will  be  in  the  ablest 
of  hands.

The  Men  Claim  the  Company 

Has  Not  Fulfilled  Its 

Pledges. 


Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  17.— The  conduc- 
tors and  Motormen  of  the  Big  Con- 
solidated street  railway  system,  who 
were  on  a  strike  last  month,  went  out 
again  at  4:15  this  morning.  Eight  hun- 
dred men  are  affected.  They  claim  the 
company  has  not  lived  up  to  the  agree- 
ment made  whic^i  ended  the  former 
strike. 

The  decision  to  declare  another  strike 
was  reached  after  a  meeting  of  the  men. 
which  lasted  practically  throughout  the 
night.  During  the  early  hours  of  todny 
not  a  car  was  running  on  anv  of  the 
Big  Consolidated  lines,  fifteen  "in  num- 
ber. The  officials  of  the  company  have 
asked  for  police  protection  and  'ay 
they  will  attempt  to  start  cars  on  one 
or  two  lines  very  soon.  Large  crowds 
are  congregated  at  all  of  the  barns  of 
the  company,  but  so  far  as  known  no 
violence   has  been  committed. 

Business  Agent  Pratt  of  the  strikers 
issued  a  statement  today,  in  part  is 
follows: 

'•It  is  with  grave  apprehension  that  I 
view  the  situation  as  it  exists  at  the 
present  time  between  the  Big  Consoli- 
dated Street  Railway  companv,  with  it^ 
millions  of  dollars  back  of  it.  on  the 
one  side,  and  the  street  tar  emploves,  a 
brave,  determined  set  of  libertv-livoi- 
.American  citizens,  and  a  vast  "throng 
of  organized  labor  back  of  them,  on  the 
other  side. 

"Three    weeks    have   elapsed    and    th"^ 

company   has   failed   to  live    up   to  any 

part    of    its    agreement,    neither    has    it 

shown  any  intention  of  doing  so  except 

by    many    promises,    which    have    been 

more    readily   broken    than    made.     Tii-^ 

ccjuncil  committee  have  said   that   they 

are  no  longer  a  party  to  that  agreemeiu" 

although   their  signatures   ai)pear   there 

the  same  as  the  rest.     Consequently  we 

are    brought     back    to    the    very    same 

starting  point,  the  only  difference  belns; 

that  our  last  condition  is  worse  than  the 

first. 

"Who  will  be  responsible  for  the  suf- 
fering, rioting  and  disturbance  tlM' 
must  inevitably  follow  another  strike" 
The  corporations  will  place  the  bhini' 
upon  the  downtrodden  laborers,  because 
they  have  money,  and  because  of  their 
having  money  there  are  city  authoriti.-; 
who  are  willing  to  put  the  collar  around 
their  necks  and  say  the  men  themselves 
are  to  blame  for  all  this."

Washington,  July  18.— Details  of  plans 
jby  the  British  government  for  bulldin;? 
up  the  trade  between  the  British  West 
Indies  and  British  ports  and  also  be- 
tween Canada  and  the  British  West  In- 
dies, have  been  received  here.  They  are 
contained  in  a  letter  from  the  colonial 
office  in  London  to  writer  under  tlie 
direction  of  Joseph  Chamberlain,  secre- 
tary for  the  colonies,  explaining  the 
plan  of  establishing  new  steamship 
imes.  with  subsidies  paid  in  part  bv  the 
imperial  government,  and  intended  co 
link  together  the  mother  country  and 
the  colonies  as  well  as  the  colonies 
among  themselves. 

The  matter  is  of  special  interest  in 
connection  with  the  recent  negotiations 
between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Hritain  on  reciprocity  with  the  British 
vvest  Indies,  as  these  colonies  have 
shown  a  disposition  to  look  to  this  coun- 
try for  trade  rather  than  to  the  mother 
countr>-   or  Canada. 

As  to  the  line  between  Canada  and 
the  British  West  Indies,  the  letter  of 
the  colonial  office  says: 

"As  regards  improved  interinsular 
service  and  an  improved  Canadian  ser- 
vice, a  contract  will,  it  is  hoped,  shortly 
be  conclude<i.  with  aid  of  an  imperial 
subsidy,  between  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment and  Messrs.  Pickford  and  Black 
which.  It  is  hoped,  will  effect  both  ob- 
jects. 

•The  contract  is  for  a  oeriod  of  five 
•\oAr'  '^i?^  ^^f-rvice  is  to  begin  in  Julv. 
tyoo.  and  the  contractors  will  bin! 
themselves  to  establish  a  fortnightlv 
service  from  Halifax  and  St.  John's  al- 
ternately to  Trinidad  and  British 
Cruiana  at  an  average  rate  of  ten  knots 
per  hour. 

'The  steamers  will  proceed  alternatelv 
by  way  of  Bermuda.  St.  Kitts,  Antigua 
Montserrat,  Dominica.

CARRIED  SIX  MILLIONS. 

Two  steamers  Which  Recently  Re- 
turned From  Alaskan  Ports. 

Seattle.  July  IS.— The  Nonh  Amer- 
ican Trading  and  Transportation  com- 
pany steamer  Roanoke  arrived  here 
late  last  night  from  St.  Michael's, 
Alaska,  with  between  500  ami  600  pas- 
sengers and  $2,000,000  or  $3,000,000  worth 
of  gold  dust.  The  lowest  estimate  is 
ll.iijO.OOO  and  the  highest  $3,500,000.  This 
latter  estimate  is  that  of  Purser  New- 
comb,  in  whose  custody  a  large  part  of 
the  treasure  was.  He  included  in  his 
flgiires  the  amounts  in  possession  of  in- 
dividual passengers. 

The  most  of  the  gold  was  shipped  by 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  the 
Bank  of  British  North  America  '  and 
the  North  American  Transportation 
company.  The  largest  individual 
amount  was  said  to  belong  to  McDon- 
ald Bros.,  who  are  credited  with  $500  000 
worth. 

The  steamer  Garonne  sailed  from  St. 
Michael's  for  Vancouver  previous  to 
the  Roanoke,  with  almost  if  not  fully 
as  much  gold  aboard.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  two  steamers  carry  over 
$6,000,000.

Carnegie  Company  Receives 

a  Contract  Amounting  to 

a  Billion  Dollars. 

Pittsburg.  July  IS.- Xhe  Pressed  Steel 
Car  company  has  contracted  with  the 
Carnegie  Steel  company  for  30,000  ton.s 
of  steel  plates  monthly  for  a  period  of 
ten  years.  This  is  the  largest  steel 
contract  ever  awarded  to  one  firm  and 
amounts  to  about  $1,000,000,000.  A  rep- 
resentative of  the  Pressed  Steel  Car 
company  said  today  that  the  actual 
cost  of  the  material  to  be  furnished 
will  be  between  $75,000,000  and  $80,000,- 
000  a  year.  The  delivery  of  the  con- 
tract will   begin  on  Aug.  1  next. 

Several  months  a^o  the  Carnegie  Steel 
company  contemplated  the  erection  of  a

New  York,  July  IS.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Washington  says:  What 
tnery  army  officer  in  Washington  has 
long-  feared,  but  for  obvious  reasons  de- 
dined  to  discuss  in  public,  and  what 
civilians  were  bosinninp,  unwillini:;ly  in 
most  in^;cances,  U)  l)elieve.  is  precisely 
confirmed  by  the  remarltable  cai)le  dis- 
patch from  Hongr  Kong.  which  wii: 
lake  Tank  as  a  war  paper  with  the 
cele^,rated  Santiago  round-robin  of 
las't  summer. 

In  the  war  department  for  more  than 
month  the  feeling  existing  among  tiie 
ghor  utlicials  that  Gen.  Otis  was  mis- 
placed in  command  at  Manilla  has  been 
growing  irrepressil)le.  His  Ci^nsecutivc 
official  reports  were  seen  t)  l)e  non-ciM- 
nboratlve,  and  even  the  president  was 
v.o  longer  unaware  of  the  distrustful 
sentiment  affecting  soldier.s  in  Manilla, 
ir  on  duty  here,  or  passing  through 
Washington  to  join  commands  else- 
where. 

The  government  was  compelled  to  de- 
l:end    for   later   news    of    the    Philippine 
situation  wholly  on  the  brief  cabled  re- 
ports fr'im   the  general,   it   having  been 
noticeable  that     the     press     dispatches, 
ivhich  had  been  so  full  and  satisfact  )ry 
to  the  authorities  here  earlier     in     the 
campaign,      had      practically  ceased    to 
«.'ome  since  the  early  part  of  June,   the 
infeience  being  that  the  correspondents 
had   been   driven   from   the  field  by  the 
rainy  season.    The      anxiety  was      in- 
creased by  the  apparent  reluctance     i  f 
Gen.   Otis   to  give  desired    information, 
-his    grudging   replies    to   queries    about 
the  men  he  would  need  in  the  fall,  and 
his  stubborn  reiteration  that  30.000  nun 
would  l.)e  enough  for  all  purposes.     That 
was  his  estimate  six  months  ago.     yet 
for  the  succeeding  four  months  hlB  force 
aggregated   over   40.000,   and    hardly   an 
inch    of   ground    was   gained    from    the 
insui-gents      after      May  1.    For      f(mr 
months  after  this   telegrams  had   com? 
fix^m    Gen.    Otis    clinging    to    his    belief 
t>"»at    the   rebellion    was   over,    and   oniy 
now,  when  events  have  justified  none  of 
the  series  of  rosy  predictions,   is  it  l>e- 
ginning  to  be  openly  admitted  that  Cien. 
Otis  has  not  known  what  was  going  on 
in   the  country  under  his  control,     and 
that  he  has  failed  to  form  an  adequate 
idea  cf  the  Filipino  character.    At  la?t 
it  is  beginning  to  be  realized  among  the 
civil  authorities,  as  it   had  already   be- 
come a  profound  conviction  among  mili- 
tary  men  experienced  in  Indian  control 
in    the    West,    that    the    war    in    Luzon 
might  not  have  begun,  and  in  any  event 
v.oubl    have    lieen    quickly    ended,     hud 
Oen.    Merritt    remained   in   commaiul.  or 
had  (len.  Otis  come  home  last  summer. 
There  is  no  disposition  in  the  army  lu 
declare  unqualifiedly   that  Gen.   Oti-;  is 
incapable  of  doing  some  things  in  Man- 
illa better  than  many  other  officers  near 
the  top  rif  the  army  list.     His  ability  ris 
an   administrator   is   widely   recogniz'-rl. 
Ho  is  unusually    systematic    about    his 
ufflce  affairs,  and  has  enjoyed  an  envi- 
al)le    reputatiiin    for  discretion,    partii  n- 
larly  in  his  dealings  with  transgress. >rs 
of  civil  and  military  law.     He  nas  Kr.g 
lioen   an  authority  on  drill   regulations. 
and  his  interest  in  the  efncien<y  i>f  the 
army  organization   was  sh<nvn     in     his 
t'stablishment  n(  the  cavalry  s<h'i(i|.  Hut 
since  the  civil  war  his  Held  servi'c  \>  as 
never   noticeable,    and    his    friends      av^ 
reticent  about  it.     For  that  reason  Gens. 
ILawton,   Young.   Wheeler  and   Scliwan. 
as    well    as   others,    have    been    sent    to 
him.  as  expressly  stated  Ijy  the  war  de- 
partment,    "in     order     that     Gen.    O.is 
might    be   relieved   of   much   of   the   re- 
sponsibility in  the  actual  campaign,   to^ 
devote   more    time       in       administering 
affairs  in  the  Philippine  islands." 

The  revelations  now  made  about  the 
censorship  astound  the  leading  ollieialv 
here.  When  compiamts  we.c  recently 
made  about  the  way  dispatches  were 
being  stoprr?d  ^nd  mxngled  at  Ma.uila. 
fie  war  iepsrtm-iit  vas  s.in-'i-l  ^^l!^ 
an  explanation  from  G'-n.  Otit:  that  great 
liberty  was  being  allowed,  with  only 
such  restrictions  as  prevented  advance 
information  of  military  operations  from 
becoming  known  to  the  enemy. 

The  president  has  frequently  re- 
marked to  visitors  who  bri.Tched  the 
subject  that  he  was  r  xuus  to  hav» 
the  fullest  knowledge  of  Philippine 
affairs  disseminated  and  that  he  was 
disposed  to  have  the  widest  latitude 
commensurate  with  military  nece.ssity 
given  to  American  correspondents 
throughout  the  islands.  When  the  latest 
disclosures  regarding  the  potty  annoy- 
ances corresF>ondents  have  mot  a'e 
otTlcially  substantiated,  as  in  all  prob- 
•ability  they  will  be.  orders  from  *Vash 
ington  will  undoubtedly  cause  their 
abatement. 

li  is  the  impression  that  the  gist,  if 
not  the  entire  subject  motter.  of  the 
cjii'-spondents'  tomoia'ot  'vil  be' sent 
by  cable  to  Gen.  Otis  by  the  war  depart 
ment.  and  that  he  will  be  asked  for  hir, 
version  of  the  speciflcarions  they  charge. 
Hhouid  the  rejoinder  simpl.v  deny  ih-.- 
very  serious  charges  in  the  general 
stereotyped  sentences  to  which  su"h 
partiality  has  bf»en  shown  in  the  pa.Si. 
tiii  re  is  no  doubt  that  thi  general  olll 
cer  in  the  field  in  Luzon  will  he  callel 
on  directly  for  brief  reports  on  the  con- 
dition of  affairs.  It  is  a  significant  fact 
that  none  of  them  have  had  opportunity 
to  l>r"^•ent  oiiy  state-non:  legarding  thr.

Marion  Litrell.  live  stock  inspector, 
arrived  here  at  1  o'clock  yesterday  af- 
ternoon, bringing  further  details  of  the 
light  at  Cimarron,  as  he  had  learned 
them  at  Springer. 

"It  occurred  yesterday  morning."'  he 
said,  "in  tl\p  canon  above  Cimarron,  in 
a  very  rough  piece  of  country.  The 
news  was  telephoned  to  Springer  from 
Cimarron,  just  before  I  left  there.  The 
posse  was  led  by  Sheriff  Ed  Farr,  of 
W'alsenberg,  and  Fnited  Slates  Marshal 
Foraker.  of  New  Mexico.  The  jiosse 
numbered  six  men.  The  force  divided, 
three  members  avandng  upon  the  out- 
laws frmn  opposite  directions. 

"One  of  the  outlaws  was  a  dead  slud. 
Sheriff  Farr  was  killed,  and  Henry  Love 
and  a  man  named  Smith,  members  of 
the  posse,  were  wounded.  Lovc  whs 
hit  twice,  one  shot  going  through  his 
thigh.  Foraker  returned  to  Cimarron 
and  telephoned  that  all  of  lii.s  posse  had 
been    wounded." 


HAVE  MADE  A  GAIN. 

The  Brooklyn  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany Running  More  Cars. 

New  Vork.  .July  is.  Ai  tli,-  end  of 
the  second  day  of  the  Brooklyn  trolley 
strike  the  railway  company  has  made 
a  decided  gain  in  the  number  of  cars 
run.  and  the  elevated  railroad  engineers 
show  no  signs  of  striking.  The  threat 
of  General  Master  Workman  Persons, 
of  the  Knights  of  Labor,  to  tie  up  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  company 
in  Manhattan  borough  is  laughed  at  by 
the  officers  of  the  company. 

The  attention  of  President  Rossitci". 
of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  com- 
pany, was  drawn  last  night  to  a  pub- 
lished dispatch  from  Cleveland.  Ohio, 
in  which  T.  S.  Ingraham.  acting  for 
Chief  Arthur,  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Engineers,  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  a  strike  on  the  Brooklyn 
elevated  roads  was  likely  unless  the 
engineers'  grievances  were  attended  to. 
The  chief  one  among  those  was  said  to 
be  low  wages.  Mr.  Rossiter  laughed 
at  this  report,  saying  that  the  elevated 
railway  engineers  were  now  receiving 
all  the  wages  their  union  asked  for, 
that  they  had  no  grievances  as  far  as 
he  was  aware  of,  and  that  he  had  ab- 
solute assurances  from  them  that  they 
did  not  contemplate  a  .strike,  either 
through   sympathy  or  any  other  cause.

London,    Ky.,    July       18.— A       report 
reaches  here  of  the  outbreak  of  another 
feud  in  Clay  county  by  which  five  men 
lost  their  lives.      The  dead  are  said  to 
be: 
Robert  Philpot. 
Kd  Fisher. 
Aaron  Morris. 
Jim  Griflln. 
Hugh    Griflln. 

These  fatalities  resulted  from  a 
pitched  battle  fought  near  Little  Goose 
Creek,  three  miles  from  Manchester. 

The  feud  dates  back  nearly  two  years. 
On  Christmas,  18!«7.  James  Philpot  was 
killed  by  Aaron  Morris,  but  before  he 
died  he  shot  and  killed  William  Hundy. 
a  friend  of  Morris".  The  Morrises  and 
Griffins  were  closely  afhliated. 

Since  then  the  feeling  between  the  two 
factions  has  been  very  bitter,  and  it 
has  been  aroused  recently  by  the 
White-Baker  hostilities.  The  Philpots. 
who  are  the  strongest  faction  in  the 
mauniains.  numl>ering  about  7.")0  voters, 
openly  espoused  the  cause  of  the 
Bakers,  while  the  Griffins  took  sides 
with  the  Whites. 

The  story  that  reaches  here  from 
Manchester  is  to  the  effect  that  Bob 
Philpot  was  arrested  by  Deputy  Sher- 
iff Walsh  Tucker.  The  report  does  not 
show  clearly  the  origin  of  the  trouble 
or  give  the  reason  for  Philpot's  arrest. 
It  is  said  that  while  Tucker  was  tak- 
ing Philpot's  bond,  the  latter  was  shot 
from  behind  by  a  meml>er  of  a  crowd 
that  had  gathered.  This  precipitated  a 
general  fight  with  Winchesters  and  re- 
volvers, which  was  jiarticipated  in  l>y 
George  Granville.  Robert  and  Peter 
Philpot  and  Ed  Fisher  on  one  side,  and 
Aaron  Morris,  Hugh,  Jim  and  Green 
Griffin   on   the   other. 

The  battle  began  at  9  o'clock  and 
raged  fiercely  for  fifteen  minutes.  When 
it  was  over  it  waft  found  that  the  five 
men  mentioned  above  had  been  killed 
outright,  three  of  the  belligerents  were 
seriously  injured,  while  Peter  Philpot 
was  the  only  one  on  either  side  to  .es- 
cape injury.  Granville  Philpot  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  most  seriously  wound- 
ed. He  is  a  well-known  veteran,  hav- 
ing lost  a  leg  at  Stone  River,  is  an  ex- 
member  of  the  Kentucky  legislature 
and  is  said  to  have  killed  three  or  four 
men.  Ed  Fisher,  who  is  reported  dead, 
was  another  man  with  sevei^l  nicks  in 
his  cane.  He  was  about  2'^  years  old,  but 
is  said  to  have  killed  three  men. 

The  story  of  this  battle  caused  con- 
sternation here,  notwithstanding  that 
seri<ius  trouble  has  been  expected  to 
break  out  among  the  mountaineers  of 
Clay  Cfiunty  ever  since  the  assassin- 
ation of  Tom  Baker  several  weeks  ago. 
An  effort  was  at  oiu-e  begun  to  se- 
cure deputies  to  go  to  the  seat  of  the 
trouble  and  attempt  to  restore  (luiel. 
but  up  to  a  late  hour  in  the  afternoon 
there  had  not  been  enough  responses 
to  make  up  a  force  that  would  com- 
mand   respect. 

The  situation  at  Manchester  is  de- 
plorable. Since  morning  the  place  has 
been  iti  a  state  of  terror,  scarcely  any 
one  daring  to  venture  out  of  doors. 
P.usiness  is  suspended  and  th«"  residents 
are  momentarily  expecting  a  renewal 
of  hostilities.

The  i>r>  sident  told  the  committee  that 
the  troops  had  been  sent  only  ui'oo  the 
rciuest  of  the  governor,  and  were  there 
for  no  other  jjurpose  than  to  preserve 
the  peace.

THE  OIL  CAUGHT  FIRE. 

The  Tank  Steamer  Maverick  Sunk 
In  Halifax  Harbor. 

Halifax.  N.  S..  July  is.  'iiie  Stand- 
ard Oil  company's  tank  steamer  Maver- 
ick, which  arrived  Saturday  from  New 
York  with  a  cargo  of  oil,  is  sunk  in  the 
harbor.  She  was  taken  to  her  pier  in 
Bedford  basin  yesterday  morning,  and 
the  pumping  of  the  oil  from  the  ship's 
hold  to  the  oil  tank  on  the  shore  was 
commenced,  a  6-inch  pipe  connecting 
the  tanks. 

During  the  pumping  the  pipe  burst 
and  the  oil  (lowed  down  into  the  engine 
room  and  became  ignited.  The  steam- 
er's crew  made  efforts  to  subdue  the 
flames  that  followed,  but  were  obliged 
to  leave  the  ship  to  escape  with  their 
lives. 

An  explo.'^ion  blew  a  hole  In  the  ship's 
side,  the  vessel  caij-eened  and  gradually 
filled  with  water,  and  by  sinking  avert- 
ed a  general  conflagration. 

She  now  lies  submerged,  oidy  her 
masts  being  visible. 

Abcut  two-thirds  of  the  cargo  re- 
mained in  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  liie 
disaster  and  was  destroyed.  A  large 
area  of  water  is  covered  with  i)lazing  oil 
and  thousands  of  people  have  been  at- 
tracted to  the  scene. 


THE  THIRTEENTH  COMPLIMENTED. 

Gen.  Lawton  Approved  Its  Efficiency 
and  Courage. 

St.  Paul,  July  18.— Adjt.  Gen.  Lambert 
has  received  a  report  from  the  Thir- 
teenth Minnesota  volunteers  concerning 
all  of  the  regiments'  operations  in  the 
field. 

Maj.  Gon.  Lawton  on  May  26  ordered 
the  Second  and  Third  battalions  of  the 
regiment  to  return  to  Calumpit.  and  in 
the  order  commended  them  most  heart- 
ily for  the  "efficiency,  courage  and  un- 
complaining endurance  constantly 
shown  by  its  officers  and  men."

The  healthy  movement  in  Duluth  r«'al 
estate    is    one    of    the    most    gratifyin}^ 
signs  of  the  times.    It  indicates  a  return 
of  confidence  in  the  stability  rtf  Duluth 
Investments  and   the  firm  faith  i'elt   by 
investors     in     the     development     and 
growth    of   the    city    in    the    Immediate 
future.

This  conclusion  was  reached  after  a 
deliberate  consideration  of  the  case  by 
the  state  depaitment  and  ihe  attorney 
KHi.rra".  and  the  Austrian  «•  v.  tninnil 
h.'iP  reccivi-J  in  good  spirit  th'-  r'fi:-:il  ..' 
the  United  States  to  submit  the  claim  to 
arbitration.  There  will  be  no  ill-feeling 
between  the  two  government.^  in  regard 
to  the  matter.

It  will  be  ff  m?m"3.?r.?J  that 
Sheriff  Martin   was   proceeding  with   a 
number  of  deputies  to  thj  jicene  of  the 
disturbance      which      the     strike      had 
brought    on,    when    he    met    a    mob    of 
miners  on  the  march,  ordered  them  to 
turn  back,  and  read  or  tried  to  read  a 
proclamation  to  thorn.    A  fight  followed, 
and   the  deputies   fired    upon   the  mob, 
killing  and  wounding  a  number.  Shortly 
afterward     the     Austrian     minister     at 
Washington    made    representations     to 
Secretary  Sherman,  then  at  the  head  of 
the  state  department,  to  the  effect  that 
the  victims  of  the  shooting,   who   were 
Hungarian  subjects,  were  not  guilty  of 
any  acts  of  violence,  nor  in  opposition  to 
local  authority,  to  justify  the  measures 
used:    that   a   number  of   the   deceasei 
were  fired  upon  without  cause  and  whil'^ 
in  retreat,  and  that  they  suffered  death 
not  in  unlawful  opposition  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania authorities,   but   by   reason  o? 
un%varranted  and  unlawful  use  of  power 
by  the  sheriff. 

The  sheriff  and  his  deputies  were  ar- 

r«.!»ted   and   held    in   $6000  bail  each   for 

murder  and  felonious  wounding.     They 

were  tried  and  acquitted.       The     trial 

showed     that     the     Austria-Hungarian 

subjects    who    were   killed    in    the    riot 

were  violating  the  law  and  resisting  the 

duly  constituted  authorities.    The  courts 

held  that  they  were  shot  by  officers  wn  --. 

-were  performing  their  duty.    It  is  a  well 

established   principle   that    while   aliens 

are  entitled  to  the  full  protection  of  th^> 

laws  where   they  reside,   they  are  also 

amenable  to  those  laws.    Austria  really 

had  no  case  after  Sheriff  Martin  and  his 

deputies  were  acquitted.     It  is  believed 

that   the   Austrian  governn.eni   had   no 

idea  that  its  claim  would  be  admitted, 

and  that  it  was  pressed  only  for  effect 

at  home. 

This  case  was  entirely  different  from 
the  Louisiana  case.  On  Aug.  8.  1830, 
three  Italians  were  lynched  in  that 
state.  In  May,  1897.  President  McKlnley 
sent  a  message  to  congress  recommend, 
ing  an  appropriation  of  $6000  for  the 
families  of  the  victims.  In  the  Louisi- 
ana case  the  law  had  signally  failed  to 
protect  the  Italians  and  provide  a  fair 
trial,  which  was  their  right.  But  even 
then  the  president  was  careful  not  to 
admit  the  liability  of  the  United  States.

James  Creelmah.  of  the  Ne*fc'  York 
Journal,  who  is  now  in  London  aftei 
spending  several  months  with  our 
troops  in  the  Philippines,  .tells  the  fol- 
lowing story  of  the  censorship  exer- 
cised by  Gen.  Otis: 

"Gen.  Otis'  principal  thought  seemed 
to  be  to  prevent  the  real  facts      from 
being  telegraphed  to  the  I'nited  States, 
and   his  abuse  of  censorship   has  been 
almost  incredible.      While  the  army  in 
the  Held  was  awaiting  orders  during  the 
advance  on   Malolos.   he  spent"  a  whole 
hour  reading  my  dispatch  to  the  Jour- 
nal, striking  out   the  names  of  officers 
mentioned  for  gallantry,   changing  de- 
scriptive passages,  erasing  all  mention 
of   the   part   played   by   the   navy,   and 
even  occupying  five  minutes  in  .select- 
ing a  single  word.      On  the  night  of  the 
charge  at  Taliban  river.  I  went  to  Gen. 
Otis'  palace,  having  ridden  in  fixjtn  the 
ijattlefield.       The  general   insisted      on 
changing  the  dispatch   I   submitted    to 
hm,  and  actually  struck  out   the  name 
of  Col.  Funston,  whose  regiment  swam 
the    river   under   fire,    saying:    "I    pro- 
pose  to   make  all    the  heroes   that   are 
made  in  this  war.'  During  Gen.  Wheat- 
on's  advance  to  Pasig  and  beyond  with 
the  fiying  brigade.  Gen.  Otis  ordered  all 
press    dispatches    stopped    unless    they 
described  the  enemy  fighting  furiously 
and  unless  they  claimed  that  enormous 
los.ses  were  inflicted  by  our  troops.  As  a 
matter   of   fact,    on   this   occasion,    the 
insurgents  were  contemptible  in   num- 
bers, and  ran  away  except  in  the  cases 
of  one  or  two  small   bands,   and    th^ir 
losses   were   very   slight." 

It  is  stated   that   the  correspondents' 
round  robin  created  a  profound  sensa- 
tion  in  the  war  department   yesterday. 
Gen.   Corbin  at  first  refused   to  discuss 
it,  but  later  in  the  day  he  attempted  to 
show  that  the  claims  made  in  regard  to 
the  censorship  were  incorrect.  He  said: 
"There   has  been  no   information       re- 
ceived from  Gen.  Otis  that  has  not  been 
given   to   the  press   promptly   on       the 
bulletin  board  in  the  hall  of  this  office; 
every  fair  minded  representative  of  the 
press  will   bear  witness   to  this  state- 
ment.   •    •    •    The    standing     instruc- 
tions of  the  president  and  secretary  of 
war  were  that  the  public  shall  be  given 
all    information    we   received;    this  has 
been   done  and   will   contiryje     to       be 
done."      This  is  a  very  plausible  state- 
ment,  but  it  does  not  affect   the  corre- 
spondents'  statements  in       any       way. 
There  has  l)een  no  complaint  that  any 
information    has    been        withheld       at 
Washington  or  that  Gen.   Otis'  reports 
have  Tiot  l>een  made  public.  The  charge 
is  that  Gen.  Otis  has  not  given  in      his 
dispatches  to  Washington  a  correct  im-

This  is  equiva- 
lent to  $80  a  month  clear  money. 

Another  extremely   ugly  phase  of  th» 
Northwestern  situation  this  summer  is 
that  laboring  men  are  very  independent 
The  high  wages  paid  is  too  much  pros- 
I)eiity  for  many  of  them  to  stand    and 
they  will  work  a  week  or  a  month  and 
then  jump  their  jobs,  come  to  town  and 
loaf    till    their    money    is   gone.        This 
method  of  labor  is  very  unsatisfactory 
to   contractors,    who  do   not   know   just 
how    many    men    they   can    depend    on 
from  day   to  day.     Then,   too,  men  will 
hire  out  at  an  agency   in  this  city  for 
-work  out  on  the  Fosston  branch  or  on 
the   iron    ranges.      They   will   get    th'^ir 
transportation  to  the  place  where  they 
are  to  work,  but  on  getting  there  thev 
will  jump  their  contracts  and  start  ou* 
for  them.selves.     In  a  srang  of  100  labor- 
.rs  recently  shipped    from    this   city   to 
the  Mesaba  range  fully  one-half  jump^^d 
their  contracts  as  soon  as  they  reached 
Hibbing.     The  day   before   yesterday  a 
prominent      employment      agent      here 
shipped  a  team  to  Hibbing  on  a  special 
car  and  all  the  expenses  of  transporta- 
tion and  loading  were  paid.

Propositions   submitted    by       President 
Hartman    to    the    committee,    for    one, 
three  and    five  years,   at   $100,    $85   and 
$67. .')0,   respectively,   were  also  read.   No 
action    was    tak^n    by    the   council,   and 
an  adjournment  was  taken  to  Thursday 
evening    for  c<jnsideration   of   th«  mat- 
ter. 

The  committee  reported  that  a  con- 
tract with  the  company  for  five  years, 
on  which  the  company's  proposition  i.^ 
$67.50  per  light,  is,  in  its  opinion,  out  of 
the  question,  and  that  the  propcjstiion 
for  one  year  had  l)een  made  at  $100  per 
light,  which  figure  the  committc-e 
termed  extortionate,  for  the  purpose  of 
forcing  the  city  into  accepting  the 
3  or  5-year  bid.

Report  That  Eastern  Minnesota  Will 
Build  One. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Eastern  Min- 
nesota Railway  company  will  build  an- 
other dock  on  Allouez  bay.

He  is  just  as  bad  as  the  man  who  makts 
one  of  u  pleasure  party,  and  after  set- 
tin-;  Ills  pitul  time,  refuses  to  share  liio 
I  xjtense.  Air.  Hartley  had  no  use  foi 
anyone  like  that.  Hut  at  the  same  tim" 
he  did  not  want  to  be  imposed  up.jn. 
and  he  thought  that  the  valuation  i)lai— 1| 
upon  his  x)ersonaI  propfTty  was  dis- 
honest and  the  outsrowth  of  spite.  He 
.siiid  that  he  made  a  valuation  of  his 
property,  plaiinp  it  at  $2800.  in  the  be- 
lief that  it  was  fair.  His  clerk  turned 
that  valuation  in  to 'the  city  assessor. 
he  said,  and  the  assessoi'  ilid  not  pause 
to  look  at  it  before  remarking  that  he 
would  see  that  that  was  raised. 

Mr.  Hartley  merely  asked  the  board  to 
invpstisrate  the  matter,  and  if  his  valua- 
tion was  right  to  leaVe  it.  and  if  it  was 
wronsj  to  laise  it.  He  did  not  care  about 
the  amount  of  the  raise,  w  hich  was  $.'.lMi. 
but  the  principle  of  the  thins  offended 
nim.  He  did  not  want  a  public  officer 
who  was  his  servant,  because  he  pays  a 
shar#  of  his  hire,  to  insult  him  in  thaJ 
manner.  He  called  atiention  to  the  fact 
tha:  while  his  house  had  been  assessed 
at  $14,000  when  real  estate  was  assessed 
last  year,  the  city  assessor's  home, 
which  is  a  nice  one.  was  valued  at  a 
little  over  $1100.

New  York,  July  19.— Just  before  2 
o'clock  this  morning  there  were  two 
terrific  explosions  In  South  Brooklyn,  at 
Fifth  avenue  and  Thirty-fifth  .-treet.  T* 
was  found  that  dynamite  or  some  Jther 
high  explosive  had  been  placed  against 
th  :  base  of  pillars  of  the  Fifth  avent^e 
elevated  road  at  that  point. 

The  dynamite  had  been  put  beside 
pillars  on  opposite  sides  of  the  street, 
and  the  explosions  were  almost  simul- 
taneous. The  force  of  the  explosions 
was  such  that  windows  in  nearby 
houses  were  blown  out.  On  one  side  of 
the  avenue  at  this  point  Is  the  pumping 
station  of  the  waterworks,  and  on  the 
other  Greenwood  cemetery.  Uiider- 
neath  the  roadbed  Is  a  tunnel  leading 
to  the  I'emetery. 

Word  was  Immediately  sent  from  the 
powerhouse  at  Thirty-sixth  street  to 
Brooklyn  police  headquarters.  The  re- 
serves were  called  out,  and  a  few  min- 
utes later  100  policemen  were  on  their 
way.  The  spot  where  the  explosion  oc- 
curred is  a  dark  and  lonesome  one.  De- 
tectives who  arrived  soon  afterwards 
saw  no  tract's  of  any  one. 

It  is  thought  from  the  force  of  th  • 
explosions  and  the  quantity  of  dyn unite 
used  that  electricity  was  employed  in 
making  the  discharge.  When  news  of 
the  explosion  was  received.  East  New 
York  elevated  trains  were  discontinued, 
as  it  v,as  unknown  whether  similar 
outrages  wuild  be  attempted  elsewhere 
The  damage  to  the  Fifth  avenue  ^e- 
vated  structure  in  Brooklyn  caused  by 
the  dynamite  explosion  was  repaired 
sutriciently  to  allow  a  resumption  of 
traffic  on  that  road  early  this  morning. 
Fewer  cars  were  running  rm  th^- 
strike-Involved  lines  of  the  Brooklyn 
surface  roads  up  to  9  a.  m.  today  than 
during  the  early  hours  of  yesterday. 

The  concrete  at  the  base  of  the  west 
side  pillar  was  blown  out  by  the  explo- 
sion,   but    the    foundation    was   not  dis- 
turbed and    the  pillar  it.self  was  unln- 
jiired.       The  concrete  on   the  east   side 
pillar  was    blown   away   and    the   pillar 
itself,  while  not  overturned,  was  curled 
up  at  the  bottom  like  a  sheet  of  paper 
There  was  little  change  In  the  Hiook- 
lyn  strike  situation  today.     The   Brook- 
lyn Itapid  Transit      company      officials 
claim    to    have   operated   from    50 
per   cent   of    their   surface 
lines  during  the  night, 
all  lines  were  stopped  at  midnignt.  and 
not  a  car  has   reached   Brighton    beach 
on   the  company's  line,  since   the  strike 
began.     From   general    observation   at   S 
o'clock   this   morning  there   were  fewer 
cars  running  past  the  city  hall  than  at 
the  .same  hour  yesterday. 

When  the  men  accused,  who  were  ar- 
rested in  East  New  York  on  suspicion  of 
being  implicated  in  the  dynamite  explo- 
sion in  Fifth  aVenue.  were  arraigned  In 
Justice  Brenner's  court,  Brooklyn,  the 
prisoners  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the 
ciiarge  of  vagrancy.  Several  of  them 
wore  gold  chains  and  had  watches;  also 
had  monvy  in  tluir  i)Ockets.  All  nfthem 
denied  being  vagrants.  Magistrate 
Brenner,  on  advice  of  Police  Capt.  Rey- 
nolds, held  five  of  them  in  S200  ball  for 
examination  tomorrow.  The  others 
were  also  held  so  as  to  give  the  detec- 
tives a  chance  to  look  up  their  records 
Ball  not  being  furnished  In 
the  men  were  sent  to  jail. 

President  Rossiter  todav  declared  that 
matters  concerning  the  strike  were  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily  to  the  company. 
The  strike  in  New  York  would  have  no 
effect  one  way  or  the  other  on  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system.  He  ac- 
knowledged that  he  was  still  In  need  of 
about  1300  men  to  make  up  his  full 
quota.  About  225  men  were  put  to  work 
yesterday.  Mr.  Rossiter  averred  that 
he  did  not  want  men  to  come  here  from 
other  cities  to  take  the  places  of  the 
strikers,  as  there  were  plenty  of  exper- 
ienced motormen  and  conductors 
Brooklyn  to  fill  the  vacancies.

STRIKERS  UNOER  ARREST.

Act- 
ing under  orders  from  Chi- f  of  Police 
Devery,  nine  detectives  proceeded  to 
the  strikers'  headquarters,  at  the  cor-

Brooklyn,  and  placed  all  of  the  strike 
leaders  there  found  under  arrest.  The 
men  are  still  under  arrest,  liut  it  is  ex- 
pected they  will  be  given  a  hearing  at 
9  o'colck  this  morning  before  Justice 
Bristow,    of  Brooklyn.

A  MEETING  OF  STRIKERS. 

Oevery,  Croker,  Piatt  and  Roosevelt 
Severely  Denounced. 

New  York,  July  19.— A  noticeable  fea- 
ture of  last  night's  big  meeting  in 
Cooper  Union,  which  was  called  as  a 
nietiing  of  the  employes  of  the  Metro- 
politan .street  railway  of  Manhattan 
borrugh.  was  the  preponderance  ,.f  s.>- 
ciallstlc  sentiment.  After  the  meeting 
General  Master  Workman  John  M  Pir- 
sons  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  said: 

"I  do  not  see  how  a  strike  on  'he  en- 
tire Metropolitan  street  railway  .system 
.an  be  avoided.  It  is  Inevitable.  It  will 
not  be  tomorrow  morning,  as  it  is  too 
late  now  to  get  word  around  to  the 
men.  but  a  strike  undoubtedly  will  take 
place." 

This  statement  was  in  thorough     ac- 
cord with  the  sense  of  the  big  meeting 
Master  Workman  Pines,  at  the  meeting 
called  on   the      Metropolitan       m^m     to 
strike. 

After  the  meeting  a  delegation  of 
Brooklyn  strikers,  headed  by  District 
Master  Workman  Pines,  hurried  away 
t.)  a  private  meeting  with  the  Mctri,'- 
polltan  employes,  wher--  an  apiieal  was 
made  that  the  Manhattan  men  Join 
their  fellow  workmen  In  Brooklyn  bv 
striking  at  once. 

There   was  great  excitement     at     the 
meeting  when  Law.son  Fuller  attempted 
to  speak  in  favor  of  the  company.  Par- 
sons ordered  him     from     the     platform 
exclaiming: 

"No  paid  attorneys  from  a  railroad 
con.pany  can  sit  on  this  platform." 

After  the  excitement  had  subsided 
Mr.  Parsons  addre.ssed  the  assemblage 
arotjsing  much  enthusiasm. 

"So  far  as  mediation  is  concerned,"  he 
said.  "J  wash  my  hands  of  it." 

District  Master  Workman  Pines  was 
even  more  emphatic,  and  the  whole  of 
his  talk  was  intended  to  urge  ihe  em- 
ployes of  the  Metropolitan  system  to 
strike.

William     Fox, 
Eugene  O'Hara.  all  motorm>n  and  con- 
ductors,  and  John   Gringley,  a  printer. 
Sixteen  of  the  men  whose  records  were 
looked  up  by  the  detectives  were  subse- 
quently  charged   with    conspiracy.      An 
employe  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Tranrit 
company  testified  that  he  had  seen  dyn- 
a  mite   in    their   possession.     They    were 
held    in   default   of   bail    for   the   grand 
jury,  which  meets  in  September. 

General  Master  Workman  Parsons 
said  today;  "I  condemn  most  emphat- 
ically the  blowing  up  of  the  'L'  structure 
in  Brooklyn.  If  done  by  strikers  the 
guilty  ones  will  be  repudiated  by  the  or- 
ganization. This  savors  much,  however 
of  the  old  tactics  played  by  companies 
in  former  strikes  to  create  public  sym- 
pathy. This  is  not  a  far-fetched  idea. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  every  extreme  will 
be  resorted  to  in  order,  apparently  to 
justify  the  calling  out  of  the  state 
troops  to  assist  in  enabling  these  com- 
panies to  evade  the  law." 

NEW  YORKERS  JOIN. 

About  Half  the  Men  on  Seoond  Ave- 
nue Line  Quit. 

New  York.  July  19.— A  strike  began 
this  morning  on  the  Second  avenue  line 
of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway 
company.  Up  to  8  a.  m.  about  half 
the  men  on  this  line  were  out. 

The  strike  was  not  authorized  by  the 
leaders.  Some  of  the  more  enthusiastic 
men  who  attended  the  Cooper  Union 
meeting  last  night  got  together  and 
decided  that  the  only  thing  to  do  was 
to  strike.  They  formed  themselves  in- 
to a  committee  and  went  to  the  Second 
avenue  car  stables  this  morning  and 
asked  the  men  to  come  out.  Every  car 
was  stopped  as  it  reached  the  stables, 
and  each  man  on  the  car  asked  to 
strike.  About  half  the  men  responded 
to  the  call  and  pickets  were  then  de- 
tailed to  go  to  the  ;nen  of  the  other 
branches  of  the  company's  lines  and 
try  to  get  them  to  quit  work. 

General  Master  Workman  John  M. 
Parsons,  of  the  Knights  of  Labor,  who 
presided  at  last  night's  meeting  in 
Cooper  TTnion,  did  not  want  the  men  to 
strike  and  he  Is  said  to  have  told  them 
he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  them 
If  they  struck. 

There  were  disturbances  at  several 
places  and  four  men  were  arrested.  It 
was  said  that  those  who  were  trying  to 
get  the  men  out  were  discharged  em- 
ployes. 

The  strikers'  pickets  claimed  to  have 
got  men  out  on  the  Eighth  avenue. 
Columbia  avenue,  Broadway  and  Sev- 
enth avenue  lines.  Cars  were  running 
regularly  on  these  lines,  however.  The 
officials  of  the  different  lines  daiuK^d 
that  there  was  not  the  slightest  trouble 
on  any  line,  except  the  Second  avenue, 
and  they  said  the  trouble  there  would 
be  adjusted  in  a  little  time.  A  gang  of 
strikers  gathered  at  the  stables  Ai 
Sixth  avenue  and  P^iftieth  street  and 
tried  to  get  the  men  there  out.  board- 
ing cars  as  they  arrived  and  asking  the 
motormen  and  conductors  to  strike. 
After  a  time  a  squad  of  police  ar- 
rived and  the  strikers  went  away  No- 
body was  hurt. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  General  Mas- 
ter Workman  Parsons'  office  this 
morning,  which  lasted  for  three  hours 
Parsons  pleaded  with  the  men  not  lo 
strike,  but  they  wanted  to  go  out.  He 
said  it  would  be  of  no  use  at  such  a 
time,  but  he  could  not  restrain  the  men 
and  he  is  said  to  have  used  strong  lan- 
guage, telling  them  he  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  them.  z 

At  6  o'clock  this  morning  three  pick- 
ets boarded  an  Eighth  avenue  trolley 
car  at  Forty-fourth  street  and  tried  to 
pull  the  motorman  off.  A  policeman 
cha.sed  the  men  away. 

Four  motormen  of  the  Madison  ave- 
nue underground  electric  line  tried  to 
get  into  the  company's  barns  at  Eighty- 
eighth  street  early  this  morning  for  the 
purpo.se  of  influencing  other  men  to 
strike.    They  were  arrested. 

The  strike  on  the  ?:ighth  avenue  line 
commenced  early.  By  9  o'clock  the 
strikers  claimed  that  they  had  ninety 
men  out.  and  that  others  were  continu- 
ally joining  them.  This  statement  was 
denied  by  Superintendent  Settle,  who 
said  that  only  two  men  were  absent, 
one  of  whom  had  reported  sick.  Four 
hundred  policemen  were  scattered  about 
Uie  immediate  vicinity  of  the  stable 
They  prevented  any  man  not  at  work 


from  going  near  the  staTsle. 

The  strike  spread  to  the  Sixth  avenue 
line  of      the      Metropolitan      company, 
where  a  number      of      motormen     quit 
work.     The  conductt  rs  refused  to  strike. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  get  the  Mad- 
i.son  avenue  men  to  strike,   but  most  of 
these    men    were   reluctant    to   ouit    the  \ 
cars  unless  the  strike  was  spread  to  the  I 
other  lines.     On  the  Second  avenue  line  ' 
only   ten  runs  were  made  on   the  night  ! 
schedule.    This  is  le.sg  than  one-third  of  i 
the   usual   number.     This   road   empljvs 
iiOO  men.   and   during   the   busiest   hours 
of  the  day  runs  from  150  to  200  cars. 

A  motorman  of  the  Second  avenue 
line  was  taking  a  car  through  One 
Hundred  and  Second  street,  about  7 
o  clock,  when  he  was  set  unon  by  a 
number  of  strikers.  He  was  saved  from 
.serious  injury  by  the  appearance  of  the 
police.  Along  Second  avenue  truckmen 
showed  their  sympathy  with  the 
strikers  by  deliberately  keeping  their 
trucks  in  front  of  cars,  so  that  the 
m'  tormen  could  not  run  as  fast  as  they 
w.-'iited  to.  The  truckmen  delayed  the 
cars  as  much  as  possible  until  policnri.n 
forced  them  to  turn  out,  or  they  had  to 
turn  off  to  go  to  their  destinations. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  tear  up  the 
tracks  of  the  Second  avenue  line  at 
Ninety-fourth  street  only  two  blocks 
from  the  depot  of  the  road  early  this 
morning,  but  the  police  arrived  on  the 
scene  before  any  damage  had  been  done. 
Commissioner  Delehanty  of  the  state 
board  of  mediation  and  arbitration  said 
today  that  the  board  stood  readv  to 
met  and  try  to  adjust  the  difflculties 
lietween  the  railroad  men  and  their  em- 
ployes as  soon  as  both  sides  asked  for 
their  services. 

President  Vrecland  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan street  railway  said  this  morning: 

"There  is  no  strike,  and  I  defy  them 
to  tie  our  lines  up.  You  can  look  on  the 
streets  and   see  for  yourself  that       all 
our  cars  are  running.

was  on  the  front  platform.  The  officer 
was  hit  by  two  stones,  one  of  them  cut- 
ting him.     The  crowd  was  dispersed.

Government  By  injunction  For  Bene- 
fit of  Goal  Operators, 

Fort  sf.ott.  Kan.,  July  lit.— Judge  Will- 
iams in  the  federal  court  has  granted 
injunctions  against  President  Wright  of 
.'  'the  Fourteenth  diftriet  of  the  Tnited 
Mine  Workers  of  .\merica,  again.st  the 
executive  board  in  charge  of  the  South- 
east Kansas  strike,  and  against  every 
union   miner. 

The  right  .>f  speech  and  inducement 
was  reserved  for  the  defendant  who 
fought  the  injunction  hard.  One  of  the 
coai  companies  sought  bv  motion  to 
have  the  Fnited  Mine  Workers'  union 
declared  an  illegal  organiaztion.  but  tle^ 
court  refused   to  do  this. 

The  defendants  and  all  other  persons 
who  ipay  combine,  confederate  or  con- 
spire with  them  are  severally  and  col- 
lectively enjoined  from  interfering  with 
hindering,  boycotting,  obstructing  tli-^ 
business  of  the  coal  companies,  or  fr-on 
entering  on  the  premises  or  congregat- 
ing near  liieir  property  or  from  threat- 
ening, intimidating,  boyiotling  or  mo- 
lestiiig  any  employe  of  the  com- 
coni|,<anies. 

The  strikers,  by  their  attorney,  ma-le 
an  especial  plea  to  have  the  executive 
board  exenipteil  from  the  injunction,  but 
the  (  ourts  aid  they  were  the  ones  above 
all   others   to   b--  enjoined. 

President  Wright  and  Joseph  Roslon. 
of  Duquin.  111.,  member  of  the  national 
c(unmiltee.  stated  that  th--  iniunvtion 
would  in  no  way  affect  the  strike. 


CORN  jS^REAT. 

Frank  H.  Peavy  Returns  From  a  Trip 
of  Inspection. 

Minneapolis.  July  19.— Frank  H. 
I'eavy.  who  left  Minneapolis  a  week  ago 
on  an  inspection  through  Nebraska  api-l 
Kansas,  intending  to  make  an  examina- 
tion of  the  crops  an.l  his  elevator  prop- 
erties in  those  states  and  in  Kansas 
tJty.  has  returned.    He  said: 

•We  went  to  the  Platte,  in  Nebraska, 
and  from  Manhattan  and  Falina  i' 
Kansas,  to  Kansas  City.  I  found  wheat 
better  than  I  expected  in  Nebraska,  and 
in  Kansas  about  '>0  oer  cent  of  la-!t 
year's  yield  on  the  Union  Pacific  sv.-^- 
f^m.  which  makes  a  beter  showing  than 
on  lines  farther  sr>uth.  however. 

"The  corn  prospect  exceeds  anything 
ever  known.  With  no  accidents  to  corn 
Kansas  will  break  all  her  records  as  a 
corn  producing  .^:tate.  She  will  surprisf- 
herself.  Corn  is  usually  uncertain  at 
this  time,  but  with  a  wet  season  like 
this  and  fields  standing  fresh  and  green 
it  seems  almost  like  monev  in  the  bank 
to  look  over  the  fields. 

"In  Nebraska  the  corn  looks  better 
than  In  Kansas,  if  that  is  possible.  I 
had  not  been  over  this  ground  in  several 
years,  and  the  showing  of  property  was 
a  revelatifm  to  me  and  to  the  friends 
who  accompanieil  me. 

"The  farmers  are  imnroving  their 
lands  and  building  isub?tantla!  barns  and 
dwellings." 

Mr.  Pf-a\y  saiil  tin-  prospect  was  so 
♦•ncouraging  that  he  should  build  a  new 
line  of  elevators  in  Nebrask.i  and  would 
probably  jidd  to  his  system  in  Kansas. 
As  to  Northwest  prospects  Mr.  Peavv 
said: 

"Our  private  reports  suggest  a  spb-n- 
did  wheat  harvest  for  the  >s'orthwest.  It 
looks  to  me  as  if  good  fortune  is  again 
to  shine  upon  us."

SENATOR  NELSON  HEARD. 

He  Makes  an  Appeal  For  Cass  Lake 
Settlers. 

Washington.  July  19.— Secretary 
Hitchcock.  Assistant  Secretary  Ryan. 
Commissioner  Jones  of  the  Indian  office 
and  other  official.s  of  the  interior  depart- 
ment yesterday  gave  a  long  hearing  to 
Senator  -Nelson  of  Minnesota  regarding 
the  order  of  June  22  last  calling  for  the 
removal  of  all  intruders  and  whit" 
tresspassers  from  the  Cass  Lake  Indian 
re.servation.  The  order  goes  into  effe -t 
on  the  22nd  inst. 

The  senator  made  a  forcible  remon- 
strance against  the  carrying  out  of  the 
order  of  removal,  setting  out  in  detail 
the  equities  of  the  per.^ons  who  have 
squatted  on  the  re.=ervation.  and  recit- 
ing the  hard.ships  they  would  have  to 
undergo  if  forced  to  abandon  th«>!r 
homes.  He  asserted  that  the  reserva- 
tion was  public  land  and  that  the  set- 
tlers ha-!  n  right  to  enter  it. 

He  asked  that  action  be  deferred  pend- 
ing the  next  meeting  of  eongres.s.  ai 
which  lime,  he  believed,  .^ome  rfiiiedial 
legislation  would  be  adopted  which 
would  result  in  an  amicable  settlement 
of  the  CHse. 

The  senator?  remarks  were  dire'U.  d 
particularly  to  the  case  of  the  settlers  at 
the  town  of  Cass  Lal^e.  which  has 
grown  to  be  a  thriving  place.  Secretary 
Hitchcock  .said  at  the  close  of  the  hear-

JBROOKLYX  CAR  STRIKE. 

The  serious  phase   which   the   Brook- 
lyn street  car  strike  has  assumed,  dy- 
namite  having  been   employed   to  blow 
up  an  elevated  structure,  shows      that 
there  is  a  lawless  element   which   may 
give  the  police  authorities  considerable 
trouble.       These  deeds   of  violence  en- 
dangering the  lives  of  innocent   peopie 
and  destroying  the  property  of  the  rapid 
transit  company  will  not  aid  the  cause 
of    the   strikers   who    have    up    to    this 
time  been  receiving  a  large  measure  of 
public   sympathy.   Had  they  conducted 
the  strike  peaceably  and  lawfully  they 
must  have  eventually  won  out  with  tho 
aid    of   the   general    sentiment    in    thei:- 
favor,  but  the  employment  of  dynamite 
must   certainly   alienate   public       sym- 
pathy and   weaken   the  strikers'  cause. 
The  requests  made  by  the  men  and  re- 
fused   by   the  company   seemed   moder- 
ate   and   reasonable.   They   are   as    fol- 
lows: 

"1.  That  the  time  tables  be  ar- 
ranged upon  all  lines  to  comply  with 
the  10-hour  law  workday. 

"2.  That  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  shall  be  J2  for  each  full  day's 
work  and  trips  overtime  be  paid  at  20 
cents  an  hour. 

"3.  That  two-thirds  of  the  cars  shall 
be  full-day   runs. 

"4.  That  the  company  shall  receive 
committees  of  its  employes  represent- 
ing the  men;  that  no  employe  shall  'oe 
discriminated  against  for  acting  on 
such  committee. 

"5.  That  no  man  shall  be  discharged 
without  just  and  sufficient  cause,  and 
only  after  he  has  had  an  impartial 
hearing. 

"Extra  brakemen  on  the  main  line: 
First  fifteen  to  report  for  work  at  4:40 
a.  m.,  balance  at  5:30  a.  m.  All  brake- 
men  to  be  paid  from  fifteen  minutes 
after  their  reporting  time  when  marked 
up  for  runs.  When  extra  brakemen 
are  held  for  Rockaway  or  Coney  island 
runs  they  are  to  be  paid  for  all  time 
over  one  hour.  That  all  brakemen, 
agents,  gatemen  and  platform  men  be 
paid  20  cent  san  hour  or  any  fraction 
thereof." 

The  company  refused  these  demands 
and  declined  to  arbitrate,  announcing 
that  it  would  run  its  cars  without  pay- 
ing any  attention   to  the   strikers. 

POLITICS  IN  KEXTl'CKY. 

A  spoils  campaign  is  being  conducted 
in  Kentucky  this  year.  Both  parties 
frankly  admit  that  they  are  after  the 
offices,  and  believe  that  "to  the  victor 
belongs  the  spoils."

Considerable  excitement  has  been 
caused  in  the  literary  circles  of  London 
by  the  discovery  that  Hall  Caine's 
novel.  "The  Christian,"  contains  a 
glaring  plagiarism  that  was  not  noticed 
by  the  critics  during  the  many  months 
that  have  elapsed  since  the  story  was 
published,  and  that  is  now  brought  to 
general  attention  by  a  "Constant  Read- 
er" of  one  of  the  daily  newspapers. 
Naturally  the  critics  are  chagrined  at 
their  failure  to  discover  the  parallel, 
especially  as  Swift,  with  whose  writings 
all  Englishmen  are  supposed  to  be 
familiar,  affords  the  parallel. 

In  "The  Christian"  one  of  the  charac- 
ters, Lord  Robert  Ure,  describes  the 
effects  of  John  Storms'  dramatic  predic-  I 
tion  of  the  destruction  of  London.  This 
prediction  parallels  exactly  with  a  like 
scene  depicted  in  Swift's  "True  and 
Faithful  Narrative  of  What  Passed  in 
London  During  the  General  Consterna^ 
tion."  Swift  describes  these  serio-comic 
scenes: 

"I  *  ♦  •  counted  at  least  seventeen 
who  were  upon  their  knees  and  seemed 
in  actual  devotion.-  Eleven  of  them,  in- 
deed, appeared  to  be  old  women  of 
about  four  score;  the  six  others  were 
men  in  advanced  life,  but  (as  I  could 
guess)  two  of  them  might  be  under  70. 
•  •  •  It  was  remarkable  that  several 
of  our  very  richest  tradesmen  of  the 
city  in  common  charity  gave  away  shill- 
ings and  sixpences  to  the  beggars  who 
piled  about  the  church  doors.  *  *  • 
Three  great  ladies,  a  valet  de  chambre. 
two  lords,  a  custom  house  officer,  five 
half-pay  captains  and  a  baronet  (all 
noted  gamesters)  came  publicly  into  a 
church  at  Westminster  and  deposited  a 
very  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the 
minister's  hands.  •  •  •  j  cannot  for- 
bear mentioning  the  private  confessions 
of  particular  ladies  to  their  hus- 
bands." 

In  Mr.  Caine's  parallel  the  text  !.•< 
modernized  by  such  .sentences  as  "one 
old  girl  gave  up  playing  bacarat  and 
subscribed  to  'Darkest  England.'  "  it 
is  stated  in  explanation  that  Mr.  Caine 
acknowledged  in  newspaper  interviews 
before  the  appearance  of  his  book  that 
he  had  used  freely  extracts  from  books, 
newspapers,  diaries,  etc.,  but  the  critics 
respond  by  saying  that  after  all  the 
proper  place  to  explain  such  things  is 
not  in  an  interview,  but  in  the  book  it- 
self. 


The  Paris  correspondent  of  lx)ndon 
Truth  .says  that  Gen.  Galllfet.  who  has 
become  famous  in  connection  with  the 
Dreyfus  case,  had  a  Jewish  ancestry  and 
adds:  "The  last  Jew  of  the  line  was  bap- 
tised in  the  reign  of  Louis  XIII.

SHADE  TREES. 

Nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  appear- 
ance of  a  city  as  the  presence  of  numer- 
ous shade  trees  along  its  streets.  In 
this  respect  Indianapolis  boasts  of  being 
ahead  of  many  cities,  but  it  is  said  that 
the  authorities  have  become  careless  in 
enforcing  the  laws  for  the  protection  of 
the  trees,  and  the  Indianapolis  news- 
papers are  warm  on  the  subject.  As 
watchmen  and  guardians  of  the  public 
interests  they  protest  against  the  ne- 
glect of  the  trees  and  the  injuries  whi  -h 
are  inflicted  upon  them  by  careless  and 
ignorant  persons.  The  Indianapolis 
News  says: 

"Not  infrequently  one  sees  the  horses 
bitched  to  the  wagons  of  tradesmen 
feeding  from  the  green  leaves,  gnawing 
ofY  the  bark  and  tearing  off  the  limb.s. 
Many  trees  are  killed  or  seriously  in- 
jured in  this  way  every  year.  Other 
cities  cherish  and  have  regard  for  their 
trees  and  will  not  willingly  see  them 
mutilated  or  destroyed.  In  Brooklyn, 
for  instance,  there  Is  a  tree-planting 
society  which,  self-constituted,  looks 
out  for  the  trees,  and  a  day  or  two  ago 
the  secretary  of  this  society  notified 
grocerymen  and  other  tradesmen  who 
deliver  their  wares  that  they  may  be 
held  responsible  to  the  extent  of  $250 
for  each  offense,  when  their  drivers  lead 
horses  to  street  trees  and  permit  them 
to  gnaw  and  mutilate  them.  If  .some 
society  would  perform  similar  functions 
for  Indianapolis  it  would  deserve  the 
gratitude  of  the  community." 

The  News  will  perform  a  great  service 
to    Indianapolis    if    it    can    work    up    a 
strong     public     sentiment   in   favor   of 
taking  better   care   of  the   trees   which 
beautify    the   city.      If    the    public    con- 
science in   Duluth  could     be     similarly 
arou.sed,    the  city  would  be  the  gainer. 
Duluth    has   not   as   many    trees   as    it 
should  have,  nor  are  those  that  we  have 
protected   as   they  should    be.     Perhaps 
if  we  had   such  a  society  as   Brooklyn 
has  for  planting  trees  and  for  looking 
after  their  protection,  there  would  be  a 
great  improvement  in  this  respect.    But 
how  can  we  expect  much  to  be  done  in 
the  way  of  l>eautifying  the  city  by  shade 
trees  when  the  city  authorities  neglect 
to  keep  even  the  main  business  street 
clean?

Minneapolis,  July  19.— The  Times  to- 
day publishes  an  interview  which  took 
place  May  IS  at  San  Isidro,  Luzon,  be- 
tween its  special  correspondent,  Martin 
E.  Tew,  of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota, 
detailed  by  C!en.  Wheaton  as  brigade 
Interpreter,  aid  Maj.  Lorenzo  L.  Zia!- 
cita,  leader  of  Aguinaldo's  cavalry,  and 
one  of  the  Fi  ipino  commissioners  who 
I  went  to  Gen.  3tis  with  propositions  for 
an  armistice. 

Maj.  Zialcit.i  denied  emphatically 
that  Filipino  officials  had  ordered  the 
burning  of  Maniild  and  the  wholesale 
murder  of  A  nericans,  and  cited  as 
proof  that  many  Filipino  officers  w"re 
in  Manilla  thit  night  and  were  taken 
pri.s<uiers. 

He  said  the  proclamation  of  Gen. 
Otis,  proclaiiring  himself  gfivernor 
general,  had  jr'eatly  iiuen.sed  tho  Fili- 
pnos,  but  assorted  that  both  the  Fili- 
pino leaders  and  people  believed  the 
Americans    htid    begun    hostilities. 

Maj.  Zialcita,  speaking  of  the  re- 
puted promises  of  independence  made 
prior  to  the  fall  of  Manilla,  when  asked 
by  Mr.  Tew  ii  their  eagerness  for  in- 
dependence, the  Filipinos  had  not  mis- 
under.«iood  oi  misconstrued  the  lan- 
guage of  Ame!ican  officials  and  officers 
replied: 

"There  is  not  the  slightest  mistake 
about  this.  Consul  Wildman  verballv 
made  this  sta  ement  to  us  and  we  had 
so  much  conrtlence  in  the  good  inten- 
tions of  the  United  States  that  to  us  it 
iiieant  ps  much  as  if  it  had  been  de- 
livered in  writing. 

"Besides,  when  we  were  in  Cavite  a 
number  of  us  had  the  honor  of  enter- 
taining Gen.  ^tnderson  at  the  Atheneo 
Rizal.  This  was  before  Manilla  was 
taken  by  your  forces.  Gen.  Anderson  on 
thii;  occasion  made  a  speech  in  which 
he  said  that  the  Americans  had  not 
come  here  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
one  foot  of  te-ritory  with  the  view  of 
permanent  possession,  but  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  the  Filipinos  their  inde- 
pendence. 

"On  Sept.  21  last  year,  on  the  occa- 
sion of  a  fiestf ,  a  number  of  American 
omcer.s  celebrated  with  us  at  the  resi- 
dence of  Pedarmo  Pacheco,  and  all  ex- 
pressed the  same  sentiments.  On  many 
diflferent  occasions  we  were  told  by  men 
high  in  authoity  that  Filipino  inde- 
pendence would  be  recognized." 

"What  was  i  he  opinion  of  the  Fili- 
pino leaders  ii  regard  to  Gen.  Otis' 
proclamation  o'  Jan.  4?" 

'"That  proclamation,"  rei)lied  the 
major,  "was  decidedly  bad  and  greatly 
incensed  the  people  everywhere.  It 
stated  nothing  clearly  and  promisc^d 
nothing.  It  WIS  non-committal  on  all 
point.s,  except  that  Otis  declared  him- 
.self  governor  general  of  the  islands  an.l 
that  our  country  had  been  purchased 
from  Spain.  The  Filipino  people  de- 
sired  independence,    not  annexation." 

On  being  asked  if  he  really  thought 
the  Filipino  people  were  sufficiently 
educated  to  conduct  affairs  of  local  and 
national  self-government,  the  young 
Filipino   leader  replied: 

"Our  people  lave  always  been  mis- 
represented, bo:h  by  local  and  foreign 
press.  The  fr  ars  are  our  worst  ene- 
mies and  have  been  active  in  this  re- 
gard, as  they  hi  ve  always  tried  to  hold 
use  in  subjectim.  Educational  affairs 
have  heretofore  been  in  their  hands  and 
It  has  served  tJieir  purpose  to  prevent 
the  people  from  becoming  too  wise 
But  even  at  th  s  the  vast  majority  of 
the  people  can  lead  and  write." 

Maj.  Zialcita  was  told  that  many 
people  in  the  United  States  believed  it 
a  sac: red  duty  ijr  the  United  States  to 
take  possession  of  and  govern  the  Phi- 
lippines, inasmtch  as  the  natives  were 
not  capable  of  s?lf-government.  To  this 
he  replied: 

"This  would  lave  been  a  reasonable 
proposition  if  ve  had  demonstrated, 
after  a  fair  trial,  that  our  government 
was  inadequate  to  protect  life,  prop- 
erty and  personal  rights.  How  could  we 
prove  our  fitnei5.s  for  self-government 
until  we  had  been  given  an  opportunity 
to  show  what  w?  could  do?" 

Referring  to  tie  telegram  of  Feb  20 
sent  by  Gen.  Oti.s,  relative  to  the  ord^r 
of  the  Filipino  government  to  burn 
Manilla  and  missacre  the  whites  in 
the  city,  the  Filipino  emissary,  with  a 
flash  of  anger  on  his  face,  replied: 

"That  was  fahe,  absolutely  false  No 
such  cirder  was  ;ver  issued  by  officials 
at  Malolos.  If  Gen.  Otis  found  any  such 
written  order  it  was  the  work  of  friars 
or  some  other  enemy  of  our.  This  is 
not  a  race  war.  We  realize  that  in  or- 
der to  win  we  must  have  the  support  of 
civilized  nations  and  must  conduct  our 
affairs  accordingly." 

Early  the  foliouing  morning  the  com- 
missioners. und<'r  e.scort,  started  for 
Manilla  to  see  G<'n.  Otis.

WAS  COOKED. 

Arc  Light  Trimmer  Had  His

A.  F.  Dunton.  a  trimmer  for  the  Com- 
mercial Light  and  Power  company,  had 
a  portion  of  his  right  hand  fairly  cooked 
by  the  electric  current   while  trimming 
a  light  on  Superior      street,       between 
Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues   west,   about  .". 
o'dook     yesterday     afternoon.      Dunton 
has  been  having  trouble  with  one  of  his 
eyes  and  had  it   bandaged  up,  so  he  did 
not  notice  that  the  <urrent  was  on  when 
he  started   to  trim  the  li.ght.     The  cur- 
rent   passed    through    the    palm    of    hi-^ 
hand,     near     the    base    of    the     thumb 
Dunton  was  standing  on  a  ladder  about 
five  feet  from   the  ground   at   tne  time. 
He  was  rendered  powerless  by  the  shock 
and   hung  for  .several  seconds  with   the 
current  sizzling  through   the   fl,\sh.     He 
finally  swayed  backwards  and  fell  from 
the  ladder,  his  weight  tearing  his  hand 
loo.«e  from    the  lamp.     He  was  able     to 
walk    to  the  ofTice   of  Dr.   H.    S.    Davis 
I  who  dressed  the  hand.  It  was  necessary 
to  cut  away  part  of  the  burned  portion 
and   the   rest    will   slough   away,     it     is 
thought,  leaving  a  hole  in  the  hand    as 
large  as  a  half  dollar.

Christian   Billington  Caught 

In  Elevator  E  Shafting 

and  Killed  Yesterday. 

Christian  Billington,  an  oiler  in  ele- 
vator E,  residing  at  116  West  Third 
street,  was  caught  in  the  machinery 
while  oiling,  about  5  o'clock  yesterday 
afternoon,  receiving  injuries  from  which 
he  died  at  6:30  last  evening.  He  was 
drawn  into  the  shafting  by  his  clothing 
All  of  his  ribs  on  the  left  side  were 
crushed  in,  some  of  them  penetrating  the 
lungs,  his  left  collar  hone  was  broken 
and  he  was  injuerd  about  the  head  and 
back.  He  was  sent  to  his  home  in  the 
ambulance  and  attended  by  Dr.  Eklund 

Mr.  Billington  was  S8  years  old,  and 
had  resided  in  Duluth  for  about  twenty- 
five  years.  He  had  been  employed  kt 
the  elevator  for  fifteen  years.  He  leaves 
a  wife  and  three  children. 


George  W.  Hull,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  a 
well-known  newspaper  man  and  Demo- 
cratic politician  of  that  slate,  was  in 
Duluth  yesterday  and  left  on  his  return 
trip  on  the  North  West  yesterday  after- 
noon. Mr.  Hull  was  here  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Ohio  Centennial  company, 
which  is  arranging  for  a  great  centen- 
nial celebration  of  the  entrance  of  Ohio 
into  the  Union  to  be  held  at  Toledo  in 
the  summer  of  190.3.  .lust  100  years  after 
the  admission  of  the  state.  This  cele- 
bration is  expected  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  elaborate  ever  held 
in  the  country.  Originally  it  was  in- 
ti  iHled  only  to  include  the  present  state 
oi  Ohio,  but  as  the  plans  matured  it 
was  decided  to  include  in  it  all  of  the 
states  that  were  included  in  the  territory 
covered  by  Ohio  in  the  earlv  part  of  th- 
Century.  This  would  take  in  practically 
all  of  what  was  then  known  as  the 
Northwest  territory,  from  the  lakes  and 
the  Mississippi  east  to  the  borders  of  the 
New    England  states. 

Nearly  all  of  the  states  that  will  be 
included  in  this  centennial  have  already 
made  appropriations  for  suitable  ex- 
hibits at  the  centennial,  and  Mr.  Hull, 
who  is  secretary  of  the  Centennial  com- 
pany, was  in  this  state  to  set  in  motion 
steps  that  will  lead  to  a  suitable  ap- 
propriation by  this  state.  The  governor 
and  other  state  officials  will  be  asketl 
to  exert  their  influence  in  behalf  of  the 
movement. 

:>lr.  Hull  had  never  visited  Duluth  be- 
fore, and  he  went  away  filled  with  even 
more  enthusiasm  about  the  city  and  u.s 
future  than  the  ordinary  run  of  tourists 
do.  He  is  profoundly  impressed  with 
the  city's  strategic  position,  and  he 
said  that  what  he  had  seen  had  been  a 
great  revelation  to  him.  He  cannot  see 
how  the  city's  future  can  fail  to  be 
great.  He  was  especially  impressed 
with  the  magnificent  High  Sch<»ol  build- 
ing and  with  the  scope  and  excellence  of 
the  school  system.  The  boulevard  drive 
which  he  took  yesterday  morning  he  de- 
clared to  be  the  most  magnificent  thing 
he  had  ever  experienced,  and  he  has 
been  in  all  of  the  principal  cities  of  the 
country  with  the  exception  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

He  is  vice  president  of  the  company 
operating  fhe  Toledo  Evening  Bee.  a 
paper  of  large  circulation  and  infiuence 
in  his  city,  and  he  has  recently  pur- 
chased the  Commercial,  another  evening 
paper  of  Toledo.  While  Mr.  Hull  is  a 
prominent  Democratic  politician,  he  will 
run  the  Commercial  as  an  independent 
newspaper,  believing  that  there  are 
many  people  who  do  not  have  patience 
for  the  ultra-partisan  sheet  and  who 
have  more  respect  for  the  newspaper  of 
independent  and  unbiased  views 

Mr.  Hull  Is  well  known  in  his  own 
state,  and  he  is  one  of  the  few  prom- 
inent politicians  who  stood  by  G.  A. 
Pendleton  in  his  famous  fight  against 
Senator  Payne  for  the  United  States 
scnatorship.

Four  hundred  lamp.s  for  the  same 
period  at  the  same  rate  would  amount 
lo  $27,000  annually,  or  $135,000  for  five 
>ears. 

On  a  3-year  contract  the  only  price 
which  we  can  i>ossibly  make  for  286  or 
more  lamps  is  $80  each,  or  $22,880.  which 
is  $68,640  for  the  three  years,  or  the  life 
of  the  contract. 

For  five  years  286  lamps  will  cost

If   it    were    pos- 
sible  for   the    city    engineer    to   demon- 
strate   by    actual    practice    that    lights 
could  be  produced  here  or  in  any  other 
city       as        cheaply       as       he       saya 
they      can.      he      must      be      in      pos« 
session    of    information    that  would    be 
eagerly   sought   for   by   men   who   have 
had   years  of  actual  experience  in   the 
management    of  street    lighting   plants. 
The   use  of  gas  as  a   motive  nower  for 
generating  electricity  has  not  been  tried 
in  any  large  plants  except  where  gas  is 
manufactured   in  connection  with  some 
other  industry,  or  is  the  product  of  na- 
ture   and    comes     direct    from      mother 
earth,  without  money  and  without  price. 
The  only  information  the  city  engineer 
has    on    the    subject    he    has    obtained 
from  manufacturers  of  gas  engines  who 
are  eager  to  make  a  sale.    Were  they  as 
economical    as    has    been      claimed    for 
them  there  would  certainly  be  some  one 
city   profiting   by   their   use.     Duluth    is 
scarcely  ready  to  defray  the  expense  of 
trying  the  first  experiment.

This  Year. 

There  will  probably  be  no  harvest 
rates  from  Duluth  to  Dakota  this  sum- 
mer. For  a  nuinber  of  years  the  Xorth- 
ern    Pacific.   Great   Northern   and   oth(>r 

lines  into  the  wheat  country  have  been 
making  a  $5  flat  rate  to  all  points  in 
Dakota  as  far  west  as  Jainestown  and 
northwest  as  far  as  T..eeds.  This  year, 
liowever.  the  roads  have  not  decided  on 
the  usual  harvest  rate,  and  it  is  not 
probable  that  they  will.

July  20.— The  extension  of 
the  street  car  men's  strilie  frnm  Ilruok- 
lyn  to  Manhattan  island  was  due  en- 
tirely to  sympathy  f,.r  the  striking  em- 
ployes of  the  Brooklyn  Kapid  Tran.-iit 
lompany. 

Tt  was  oi)posed  by  General  Mast^i- 
Workman  John  M.  I'arsuns,  the  hea<l  of 
the  Knights  of  Labor  in  the  United 
States,  who  is  engaged  in  organizing 
the  men,  and  is  bending  all  his  energit-s 
to  win.  Mr.  Parsons  de.-lared  a  strike 
at  this  time  to  be  premature.  It  was 
literally  forced  by  the  appeal  mad"  t  > 
the  motormen  by  Master  VVorkiimi 
Pines  and  the  committee  of  the  Brook- 
lyn strikers. 

At  midnight  last  night,  after  the 
strike  had  been  on  twenty  hours,  it  ap- 
peared t(j  lx>  the  maddest  and  mo.<t  :11- 
cfinsideied  battle  with  enormnus  capital 
that  labor  ever  entered  on.  Except  on 
the  Second  avenue  line  the  cars  were 
only  interfered  with  to  a  slight  degree, 
and  unless  the  strikers  Induce  some  KtOO 
til  l.'jtio  men  to  join  them  this  morning 
the  strike  will  be  an  ab.solute  failui". 

This  Mr.  Par.sons  declared  that  he  will 
do.  None  of  the  men  out.  he  said,  weie 
repularly  ordered  out,  and  he  j>!jmiscs 
t"  tie  up  the  Manhattan  lines  today. 

There  are  about  .il'O  men  en.ployel  .n 
ihe  platforms  of  ihe  car  lines  a.cainst 
^\hUh  the  tight  is  to  be  directed.  Th'^^se 
>"nsiitute  Barring.  Bro:,dway.  the  most 
valuable  portion  nf  the  Metro, lolitan 
ompany's  franchise:  the  roads  in  .Sk- 
e'nd.  Fuuith.  Sixth  and  Eighth,  .\inster- 
dam  and  Lenox  avenues,  running  nnrih 
and  south,  anH  the  Twenty-third,  Kifty- 
ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth 
street  .ross-town  lines. 

Certainly  not  more  than  400  of  these 
men  left  their  places.  The  largest  num- 
be:-  had  be^>n  in  the  employ  of  ihc  .-Sec- 
ond Avenue  Kailwaj  vimpany.  That 
line  was  almost  completely  tied  up  .sev- 
eral times  during  the  day.  antl  the  vi- 
einity  of  the  company's  barn  at  Nineiv- 
sixili  street  was  a  battlefield  from  early 
ni.rning  until  midnight.  Policemen  had 
been  cncentrated  at  all  stations  of 
e  !ini»an\,  and  men  in  uniform  rod* 
the  cars  to  protect  the  motoim^ 
conductors,  just  as  in   Br.-oklyn.

General 
Master  Workman  Parsons  issued  •  a 
stateinetit  today  in  which  he  declared 
that  the  .^^trike  was  practically  won.  H  • 
said  that  l.SOO  men  were  out,  and  more 
going  out  hourly.

THE  DAY  IN  BROOKLYIi. 

Police   Wires   Have    Bean   Cut   In 
Several  Places. 

New  York.  July  20.— The  strike  in 
Brooklyn  up  to  10  o'clock  this  morning 
presented  no  important  changes.  More 
cars  were  running  after  8  a.  m.  on  the 
various  lines,  and  the  lines  were  mor.' 
freely  patronized.  The  motormen  and 
conductors  express  themselves  unwill- 
ing to  run  out  to  the  suburbs  unless  ac- 
companied by  poliet-.  The  police  are  ix- 
comidg  weary  of  the  continued  strain 
and  tliey  are  showing  it  in  a  marked 
degree. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  as  yet  to 
run  a  car  over  the  Hicks  street  line, 
which  vyas  closed  early  Monday  morn- 
ing. This  is  an  accommodation  cross- 
town  line  and  pa.'j.ses  through  what  is 
known  as  "Smoky  Hollow,"  a  rough 
disti  ict.  Trolley  wires  over  r.early  the 
entire  line  were  strung  with  tin  cans, 
coats  and  baskets.  .Several  eftlgies  of 
Rossiter  decorate  the  wires,  jilso  pla- 
cards inscribtHl:  Down  With  Com- 
binations." 

A  HK^eting  v.as  held  last  night  in 
Kingston  hall  by  the  linemen  of  the 
Rapid  Transit  ctmipany,  who  never  had 
a  local  assembly.  It  was  decided  to 
meet  again  tonight,  at  which  time  an 
organizati(m  will  be  effected,  and  if  the 
majority  end(Uses  such  action.  th< 
men  will  (juit  work.  The  fact  that  the 
police  wires  have  Ixjen  found  cut  In 
.several  places  has  cause.l  the  depart- 
ment to  have  the  tags  removed  from 
their  wires. 

In  an  nterview  today  President  Rossi- 
ter, of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
company,  said  that  (.f  the  full  number 
of  men  employed  on  the  .^^everal  roads, 
•'5194,  they  lacked  only  about  SOO.  They 
have  got  .noo  new  men  ami  200  of  these 
are  waiting  for  their  uniform.s.  Out  of 
2(5  applicants  for  positions  on  the  road 
from  Philadelphia  only  thirty-two  men 
had  been  accept(-d.  The  company  lia.l 
also  obtained  men  from  .St.  Louis  an«i 
Boston,  but  all  of  the  men  that  cam- 
from  out  of  town  did  not  amount  to 
over  100.  The  company  will  not.  Presi- 
dent Rossiter  said,  reinstate  any  of  the 
old  men. 


New  York,  July  20.— Discussing  the 
trade  conditions  the  Iron  Age  will  say 
today: 

Every  market  report  deals  with  the 
story  of  the  scarcity  of  material  anl 
the  advanciiig  tendency  of  prices  for 
delivery  during  the  next  four  or  six 
months.  Values  are  exceeding  firm  for 
the  balance  of  this  year  and  the  possi- 
bility of  higher  prices  is  being  faced. 
Complaints  of  delays  in  deliveries  con- 
tinue frequent,  particularly  so  far  as 
old  low-priced  contracts  are  concerned. 
Some  large  concerns,  however,  report 
that  they  are  beginning  to  catch  up  a 
little. 

.Some  consumers  are  beginning  to  face 
the  question  of  a  supply  of  material  for 
the  lirst  half  of  next  year.  The  con- 
viction seems  general  that  it  is  safest 
to  cover  ff.r  any  contracts  taken.  but 
thus  far  the  quantities  involved  seem 
to  be  moderate.  There  has  been  souk 
buying  of  pig  iron  for  U»00,  but  so  far  as 
we  can  a.scertain  good,  solid  concerns 
are  having  prices  nannnl  to  them  con- 
siderably below  those  now  jirevailing. 
This  insures  to  the  makers  a  verv 
handsome  profit  on  a  part  of  their  ton- 
nage. 

A  glance  at  our  table  of  comparison 
of  prices  shows  that  since  July,  ISHS.

lion  exists  all  through  the  Northwest.

A  Laborer's  Statement. 

To  the  Kdii.-r  ot  The  HfiaM: 

A  coirespoiident,  evidently  a  labor  agent 
liius  been  tiniling  fault  with  the  scarcity 
Mnd  general  inenicieiicv  of  the  labor  to 
t>e  found  around  Duluth.  The  most  prom- 
inent complaint  is  that  these  men  even 
laborers,  briak  their  contracts  at  everv 
opfMirtutdty.  A  man  walking  around  the 
labor  agencies  of  this  citv  would  ima;;ine 
by  their  advertisements  that  he  would 
have  nothing  to  do  but  jump  on  a  train 
and  go  where  he  wishe<l  to.  No<^-  these 
free  fares  which  we.  see  on  the  bulletins 
are,  to  ,say  the  least,  fraud.s,  delusions 
and  sn.ires.  There  is  no  such  thing  as 
Iree  fares,  for  the  agent  has  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  workingman's  pocket,  but 
leaving  out  the  (lUestion  of  free  fare  alto- 
gether, even  then  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  free  fare.  The  oracle  is  worked  in 
something  of  the  following  style.  The 
agent  hands  a  man  what  purports  to  be 
a  free  pass.  The  latter  reaches  his  des- 
tination and  works  a  few  days  until  the 
full  fare  is  earner!.  The  foreman  conies 
to  him  and  gives  him  to  understand  that 
if  he  wants  free  fare  he  will  have  ii>  re- 
main until  the  work  is  linish<d.  which 
may  last  months,  sometimes  years.  Wh'-n 
the  company  reser\es  it  right  to  dismi.'<s 
him  at  any  time,  it  can  be  easily  seen 
what  his  chances  of  free  fare  are.  The 
full  railrofid  fare,  not  the  reduced  fare 
which  the  agent  jirocures,  is  de<lucted 
from  his  wages.  It  may  not  be  generallv 
known  that,  agents  and  emplo.vers  turn 
<iuite  an  "honest  jienny"  between  them 
every  year  from  this  source,  yet  Ihey 
wonder  why  men  jump  their  contracts 
Yours    respectfully,  A    LABORER.

NO  LAND  LEASE. 

Secretary  Hitchcock  on  fhe 

Problem  of  the  Cass 

Lake  Settlers. 

Washington.  July  20.— Secretary 
Hitchcock  says  h»'  has  no  knowledge 
whatever  of  any  offer  by  Agent  Mercer 
and  Inspector  Nessler  to  lease  Cass 
Lake  lands  to  settlers.  Further  than 
this  he  did  not  caie  to  express  himseU'. 
as  Mercer  and  Nessler  mav  be  con- 
ducting negotiations  with  the  whites 
that  he  might  complicate  by  mailing  .i 
statement  at  this  time. 

A  law  officer  of  the  department,  who 
has  followed  the  Cass  Lake  troubles 
closely,  is  authority,  however,  for  the 
statement  that  Mercer  and  Nessler  ha\e 
no  authority  under  the  law  to  lease  anv 
of  the  land  embraced  in  the  Cass  Lake 
townsite.  It  is  Indian  land,  said  this 
gentleman,  and  no  lease  for  Indian  land 
can  be  executed  by  any  otticial  of  the 
government  without  the  authority  of 
congress.  This  has  not  been  given  in 
the  case  of  the  Chippewa  reservation. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  Mercer  and 
Nessler  may  make  negotiations  for  the 
location  of  Cass  Lake  settlers  on  the 
allotted  lands  near  that  place,  and  thai 
they  have  progressed  far  enough  to  wai- 
rant  them  in  submitting  a  proposition 
to  the  .secretary.  They  should  be  heard 
from  in  a  few  days,  he  thought.  He 
hoped  that  this  solution  of  the  trouble 
would  be  consummated.

The  county  commissioners  have 
cided  lo  s<>  out  nnce  more  after 
I>eople  who  are  in  the  habit  »jf 
f;lectini;  their  personal  property  taxes 
for  years  past,  and  yesterday  and  to- 
day nearly  thirty  executi'ms  were  is- 
sued out  of  the  oftice  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  directed  to  the  sheriff, 
under  which  the  latter  is  to  levy  on  any 
property  belonging  to  the  delinquents 
that  he  can  reach. 

s^ome  time  ago  the  county  board 
caused  a  Hst  of  those  who  were  behind 
on  their  personal  property  taxes  for  the 
l>ast  five  years  or  so  to  be  made  out, 
and  the  list  has  been  in  the  Itoard's 
hands  ever  since.  The  metni)ers  have 
?;one  over  it  carefully,  and  they  have 
succeeded  in  picking  out  a  list  of  names 
of  peopfe  that  they  lielieve  shouM  be 
able  to  pay  up  their  share  of  the  cx- 
l>enses  of  government.  They  have  been 
holding  the  matter  in  abeyance  for 
-some  tinv  i>e(ausf  the  people  generally 
wt-re  doing  pretty  well  with  their  cur- 
rent taxes  and  the  board  wanted  to  y^t 
them  out  of  the  road  l>erore  any  at- 
tempt  10  push   the  <ild  ones   was   made. 

Hecently  th*-  ooard  de<-ided  that  the 
fiine  was  ripe  to  begin  a  campaign  to 
get  in  these  back  taxes,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  that  view  the.  execution.-; 
aljove  mentiyned  were  issued.  Later 
mole  will  he  made  out  and  handed 
to  the  sheriff  for  service.  .Some  of  th'> 
taxes  included  in  the  list  are  five  and 
.six  years  old.  Sev-ial  individuals  owe 
the  county  for  personal  propt-rtv  taxes 
for  four  and  five  years,  and  under  the 
decision  of  the  board  to  push  these  mat- 
ters to  the  limit  they  will  either  have 
to  r>ay  or  have  their  property  raked  in- 
to the  haiKls  of  the  sheriff  and  sold  to 
.sati.«fy    the   countv'.s   claim.

Many  Think   Council   Will   Accept 
Five  Year  Proposition. 

It  is  the  impre-ssjoii  of  many  that  th  • 
council  will  vote  tonight  to  accept  the 
five-year  proposition  made  by  the  Com- 
meniai  I>ight  and  Power  company, 
v.hiih  is  for  2.S6  ur  more  lights,  either 
1-'<M)  i:r  20(MJ  candle  power,  as  the  city 
may  elect,  at  $«T.r.O  per  light.  The  light 
and  water  committee  will  slick  to  its 
colors  and  fight  for  the  adoption  of  the 
re.solutii'ii  reported  by  it  tendering  the 
cemi)anv  a  proposition  for  one  vear.  for 
100  lights  at  $100  per  light,  or  2S6  lights 
at  $S5  per  light,  which  is  the  present 
price.  That  there  will  be  a  very  warm 
time  is  assured. 

The  mayor  will  undoubtedly  veto  a 
five-year  contract,  or  a  one-year  con- 
tract at  any  other  rate  than  propo.sed 
by  the  (cmmittee.  The  prediction  was 
made  today  that  a  five-year  contract 
weuld  carry  <(ver  his  veto,  but  it  is  very 
d.  tibtful  if  this  oould  be  done  as  the 
aldermen  stand  at  present. 

Jrome  of  the  aldermen  have  expres?c,i 
themselves  in  favor  of  the  three-year 
<•  iitract  as  a  compromise,  and  an  at- 
tempt to  meet  on  this  ground  nay  b>.- 
made.  The  three-year  proposition  is  for 
2S6  or  more  lights,  either  1200  or  2000 
candle  power,  as  the  city  may  ele.-t.  at 
$S0  per  light. 

The  members  of  the  light  and  water 
committee  are  \  ery  L-onfideni  that  the 
company  can  lie  induced  to  accept  one 
cf  the  pri.ptsitions  recommended  l>y  the 
committee. 

The  ordinance  making  the  fr>es  of 
street  fakirs  $1  per  day  may  possibly 
cf>me  up  this  evening.

•\Ve  are  for  Bi  yan  and  16  to  1.  n 
there  is  anyone  in  the  party  with  ditfei- 
cnt  sentiments  we  do  not  need  them." 

A  committee  composed  f)f  ilelt'gate.-^ 
from  each  state  represented  at  the 
meeting  was  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  national  committee  in  regard  to  the 
formatitm  f>f  a  naticmal  silver  organiza- 
tion and  to  offer  the  aid  of  the  league 
in  any  efforts  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
cau.se  of  Bryan  and  bimetallism. 

An  a<ljournment  was  had  and  thr- 
committee  sought  an  audience  with 
national  committeemen.

"The  great  unanimity  of  sentiment 
for  a  5-year  lighting  contract  at  the 
Commercial  Light  and  Bower  com- 
pany's terms  had  not  been  heard  of  in 
West  Duluth  before  the  morning  pap'^r 
spread  such  a  report,"  said  M.  Jacol>y 
this  morning.  '•The  fact  is  that  the 
matter  has  been  but  little  discussed, 
but,  as  1  understand  it,  the  i)revailing 
sentiment  here  is  in  favor  of  municipal 
ownership  of  a  lighting  plant  just  as 
soon  as  it  can  be  orought  about  safel.v 
and  econmiaclly,  and  it  is  the  general 
belief  that  this  can  be  d<»ne  inside  a 
year.  The  advance  in  rates  for  a 
yearly  contract  is  looked  upon  here  as 
a  bluff  on  the  part  of  the  Commercial 
Light  and  Power  company,  made  in 
the  hope  of  scaring  the  council  into 
making  a  .")-year  contract  at  good  rates, 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  morning  pa- 
per got  its  informatiim  regarding  pub- 
lic sentiment  in  West  Duluth  Hom 
somebody  who  is  interested  in  bring- 
ing about  sucfi  an  agreement.  If,  as 
asserted,  the  West  Duluth  aldermen 
take  a  staml  in  favor  of  a  .">-yeai  con- 
tract at  the  price  named,  they  will,  in 
my  opinion,  act  directly  in  oppt>sition 
to  the  sentiment  of  a  large  majority  of 
their   constituents." 

Discu.ssing  the  same  matter,  S.  J.  Xy- 
gren  said:  "The  Klectric  Light  and 
power  company  is  just  like  the  re- 
mainder of  us — in  business  ti>  make 
money.  If  it  could  get  $100  per  light  it 
would  be  foolish  to  take  less,  but  in  my 
opinion  this  threat  of  raising  prices  to 
$100  for  one  year  is  simply  made  with 
the  idea  of  giving  the  aldermen  an  ex- 
cuse to  offer  their  constituents  fi>r 
granting  the  cfimpany  a  5-year  coniraci 
at  a  good  j)rice.  But  the  excuse  would 
bt>  a   poor  one." 

Julius  Lingien,  manager  of  William 
Spencer's  drug  store,  said:  "1  con- 
.-iidcr  $G7..">0  per  lamp  a  gixtd  price  for 
electric  lights.  The  company  has  a 
useless  i.laiit  on  is  hands  at  this  end 
of  the  city.  Why  wouldn't  it  be  a 
good  idea  for  the  city  to  purchase 
that  III  int.  il  it  could  be  h.id  at  a  re.i- 
sonable  price,  and  furnish  West  Duliilb 
with  light".'  It  seems  to  me  that  would 
be  a  good  wa.v  to  begin  in  the  wav  of 
tnunicipal  ownership  of  street  light- 
ing." 

Charles  Silger  said  he  had  heard  of  no 
great  demand  tor  a  5-year  contract  for 
street  lighting  and  he  claims  to  be  'n 
a  position  to  hear  at  least  a  portion  of 
the  public  discussions  in  West   Duluth.

With   Giving 
Libelous  Statements. 

New  York,  July  :il.— President  Rossi- 
ter  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  com- 
pany was  today  arresteti  on  a  chage  of 
violating  section  254  of  the  penal  code, 
which  makes  it  unlawful  to  give  out  li- 
belous information  to  newspapers.  The 
complaint  was  made  by  A.  L.  Johnson 
former  president  of  the  Nassau  street 
railway  .system,  and  a  man  named  John 
Weedon.  President  Rossiter  was 
paroled  in  the  custody  of  his  counsel 
until  next  Thursday,  when  a  hearing  of 
the  case  will  take  place. 

The  examination  of  Thomas  A. 
Casey,  a  former  division,  superintend- 
ent of  the  Na.ssau  system,  was  held  to- 
day in  the  Adams  street  police  court. 
He  was  charged  with  unlawful  assem- 
bly in  connection  with  attempting  to 
interfere  with  an  inspector  of  the  Rapid 
Ti-ansit  company.  A  policeman  who 
was  present  at  the  time  of  thf  occur- 
rence testified  that  he  did  not  see  Casey. 
He  said  that  there  was  no  disturbance 
and  he  did  not  see  any  vciolations  of 
the  law. 

Ca.sey  then  testified  that  he  did  not 
pass  in  the  vicinity  where  the  alleged 
disturbance  occurred  until  much  later. 
The  magistrate  held  him  for  trial  in  the 
special  sessions  court  and  bail  w-as 
fixed  at  $.500,  which  was  furnished. 

The  arrest  of  President  Rossiter  was 
the  outcome  of  his  alleged  statement 
that  Mr.  Johnson  was  the  virtual  leader 
of  the  section  of  the  strikers  who  advo- 
cated violence  and  the  use  of  dynamite.

THE  DAKOTAS. 


SITUATION  IN  BROOKLYN. 

Stampede  of  Strikers  to  Get  Their 
Places  Back. 

New  York,  July  21.— The  situation  of 
the  Bpioklyn  strike  was  such  as  to  ^cive 
the  Rapid  Transit  company  much  en- 
couragement. By  actual  investigation 
it  was  found  that  fully  90  per  cent  of 
the  cars  are  running  on  most  of  tlu? 
lines.  An  exception  is  the  Hicks 
street  line,  which  has  not  been  oper- 
ated since  Sunday.  Few  policemen  are 
seen  accompanying  the  cars.  Manv  still 
refuse  to  patronize  the  surface  lines, 
owing  to  possible  delays.  The  "L"  roads 
are  getting  this  patronage. 

As  an  evidence  of  a  lack  of  interest 
in  the  strike  <ui  the  part  of  the  L  em- 
ployes it  may  be  said  that  their  head- 
quarters in  Myrtle  avenue,  which  have 
b«-en  ojien  night  and  day  since  the 
trouble  began,  have  been  closed  and 
the  usual  crowd  has  dispersed. 

The  threatened  strike  of  600  em- 
j.loyes  on  the  Queen's  county  roa<ls. 
which  was  to  have  taken  place  this 
morning,  did  not  go  into  effect.  The 
statement  made  yesterday  bv  Piesi- 
dent  Ro.«sitPr  of  the  Rapid"  Transit 
system  that  no  strikers  would  be  taken 
back  after  last  night,  seems  to  have 
had  the  effect  of  causing  a  stampede, 
for  it  is  stated  that  more  than  200  mo- 
t.  rmen  and  conductors  api)lied  for  their 
old   positions   yesterday  afterno-.n. 

ORE  MOVEMENT. 


Shipments  Still  Heavy  But 

Hot  Quite  as  Extensive 

as  In  June. 

Cleveland.  July  21.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  says:  With  July  about  two- 
thirds  along,  the  gauge  can  be  taken  of 
the  rate  of  ore  shipments.  It  is  jitill 
heavy,  but  judging  from  the  operations 
at  Lake  Erie  docks,  not  (juite  as  exten- 
siv-»  as  in  June.  No  great  amount  of 
tonnage  has  been  taken  for  ore  on  wild 
charters  this  month,  but  contract  ves- 
sels have  been  making  considerahl,' 
inroads  upon  stockpiles  at  the  mines. 
-\t  some  of  the  smaller  properties  stock- 
pile ore  will  be  finished  this  month;  in 
other  cases  the  movement  will  extend 
into  August;  comparativelv  little  will  be 
moved  in  September.  VVhen  the  ore 
movement  comes  to  the  point  of  almost 
entire  dependence  upon  the  actual  day 
to  day  operation  of  the  mines  we  may 
expect  to  see  it  fall  off  very  materi- 
ally. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  IC.OOO.OOO-toii 
mark  set  in  some  enthusiastic  calcula- 
tions for  1.S99  shipments  will  never  be 
reached.  Kstimates  of  the  falling  off 
from  that  figure  are  from  1,000.000  to 
1,500.000  tons.  If  the  latter  should  prove 
correct,  the  season's  total  would  not  bo 
far  from  that  for  last  year.  The  labor 
Situation  v»  ill  not  change  for  the  better 
The  difficulty  of  getting  harvest  field 
labor  is  already  being  faced  by  the 
farmers  <,f  the  Xorthwest,  and  they  w  Ml 
shortly  be  active  competitors  of  the  Iron 
mining  conrpanies  for  available  men 
Pr<jspeeling  and  development  work  is 
going  on  at  an  unprecedented  rate  on 
the  old  ranges,  particularlv  on  th  ■ 
Menominee.  Martjuette  and  Vermilion 
Ore  consumers  ate  not  doing  it  all 
though    they  are  especially  active. 

Some  recent  leases  <.f  oia  |)roperties 
have  been  made  by  leading  selling  in- 
terests. It  is  noteworthy,  also,  that  the 
Minnesota  Iron  company,  which  has 
confined  its  operations  to  the  Vermilion 
and  Mesaba  ranges,  has  joined  in  th" 
scramble  for  Marquette  and  Menominee 
mines.  The  limit  to  the  po.-^si  bill  ties  ot 
its  hard  ore  properties  seems  now  well 
defined.

is  known  as  the  equality  plan,  under  thr- 
operations  of  which  a  jobber  regulates 
his  own  prices. 

The  present  trouble  began  several 
months  ago,  when  jobbers  showed  a 
disposition  to  break  awav  fr<un  the 
thralldom  of  the  trust.  The  bars  were 
let  down  later  by  the  Havemever  testi- 
mony that  the  "factor'  ilan  had  been 
abandoned.  Western  grocers  then  de- 
cided to  get  together  and  agree  to  work 
uniformly  on  some  plan  satisfactory  to 
all  the  jobbing  interests.

REPLY  FROM  OTIS. 

He  Says   Charges   of  the  Corres- 
pondsnts  Are  Untrue. 

Washiu^L.ii,  July  Jt.-Tlio  war  de- 
partment has  issued  a  statement,  quot- 
ing certain  dispatches  fr^m  Gen.  Otis 
in  answer  to  the  press  correspondents' 
"round  robin.  "  The  general  says  in 
sulistar.ce  that  the  correspondents  wish 
TO  send  statemer.ts  I  hat  imperil  .ipera- 
lirns:  that  they  had  no  specilicati  .'n  to 
support  their  charges  against  him,  and 
that  these  charges  -.vere  untrue,  tie 
denies  that  he  minimizes  the  work  of 
the  army,  and  (luotes  inmi  naval  dis- 
patches to  justify  his  statement. 

The  text  of  the  statement  is  .as  fol- 
lows: 

"Gen.  Otis,  in  a  dispatch  under  dat^ 
cf  July  20,  .•=-.ays  that  the  pres.:i  corre- 
spondents demanded  the  privilege  to 
send  without  rt.-ervation  facts  found  by 
them  and  their  opinion.  This  was 
gianted  if  nublic  interests  were  nor  im- 
perilled. The  answer  was  not  satisfac- 
tory, and  they  therefore  sent  by  mail  to 
Hong  Kong.  Gen,  Otis  says  he  is  not 
conscious  of  .•■eixling  misrepresenta- 
ticns.  but  thinks  tJiat  his  dispatches  at 
times  have  been  too  conservative.  The 
press  affair  appea-xed  to  be  a  threat. 
When  correspondeiTts  were  asked  to  be 
informed  wherein  t^^en.  Otis'  dispatches 
were  misleading,  they  offered  nothing 
tangible  except  that  his  conclusions 
were  unwarranted.  Vv'hen  told  that 
they  were  disrega -ding  military  au- 
thurity,  it  was  appa'-ent  that  they  court- 
ed martyrdom,  whi'-h  it  was  unwise  to 
give  tiiem. 

"In  a  later  disp?itch  Gen.  Otis  says 
that  the  charges  ni;ide  by  the  press  cor- 
respondents are  untrue.  He  adds  that 
the  most  harmonious  relations  exist  b>'- 
ivveen  the  army  and  the  navy.  He  gives 
the  following  extract  froin  a  letter  just 
received  from  a  leailitig  Filipino  at  Tar- 
lac,  which  is  the  ceater  of  the  main  in- 
surgent army: 

"  'For  some  days  have  been  trying  to 
!eave  this  l)ana  of  thieves.  Watched  so 
closely  impossible  to  leave.  A  great 
many  of  the  people  here  long  for  the 
.American  troop.s  to  advance,  for  eveiy 
one  is  desperate  with  so  much  sav- 
agery committed  by  Aguinaldo's 
army.' 

"Capt.  Barkei  of  the  navy,  who  suc- 
ceeded Admiral  Dewey  in  command  of 
the  fleet,  in  sending  the  report  of  the 
commander  of  the  Yoiktown  to  the 
navy  department,  makes  this  endorse- 
ment: 'I  am  i)Uised  to  mrte  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  army  t:.nd  navy." 

"As  bearing  upon  the  statement  that 
the  operations  of  the  navr  had  been 
'minimized,  it  may  be  stated  that  Gen. 
Otis  has  repeatedly  recognized  the  work 
of  the  navy,  as  ft>r  example  in  this  dis- 
patch of  June  15  last,  in  which  he  .says: 
"  'The  navy  aided  greatly  (m  shore  of 
bay.  landing  foi\es  occasionally",  and 
again  under  date  of  July  9: 

"  'The  armv  and  navy  are  in  hearty 
accord,  ami  the  best  of  feeling  pre- 
vails.' " 


For  War  Department  Errors- 
He  Says  McKinley  Is 
Responsible. 


Detroit.  July  21.— Cov'ernor  Plngro<' 
today  handed  to  the  Associated  Press  a 
prepared  signed  interview,  giv- 
ing what  the  governor  asserts  to  b - 
"facts  which  are  absolutely  relial)le 
bearing'  upon  the  relations  between  Gen. 
.Vlger  and  President  M<Kinley  with 
V.  hich  the  publlt;  is  not  familiar." 

.A  the  outset  the  governor  says:  "I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the 
course  pursued  by  the  president  in  this 
niatter  is  little  less  than  cowardly.  It 
is.   to  say  the  least,  very  unmanly." 

Governor  Pingree  said  his  informa- 
tion did  not  come  from  (len.  Alger,  but 
from  "one  whose  knowledge  of  the  facts 
cannot  be  disputed." 

Proceeding  he  says  that  repeatedly 
since  the  Eastern  newspapers  began 
their  attack  ui»on  Secietaiy  Alger  the 
secretary  inl'mnied  tlie  president  that 
if  liie.^e  press  (-omments  embarrassed 
the  administration  in  the  slighest  de- 
gree he  would  resign  at  once,  but  the 
l»resident  as  often  protested  emphatic- 
ally that  he  hail  the  u'tmijst  conlidence 
in  .Secretary  Alger  and  his  condu<t  of 
the  war  department  an  dthat  the  coun- 
ti  y  coolu  not  afl"ord  to  lose  his  services.

So   many   are       .^ent 
through  the  post  that   the  profit  there- 
by  accruing    to   the    revenue    forms  an 
Item    in    the    public    estimates.    Ev-^rv 
great  event    is   seized    upon    as   an   op'- 
portunity  for  .selling  and       dispatching 
these   memorial.^.       On    the  occasion  of 
the  interment  of  Prince  Bismarck   '.Art 
month    the     posto.lice     authorities     of 
Friedrichsruh     made    special     provlsi.m 
for  dealing  with  the  thousands  of  cards 
posted    to  all   parts   of   the   world.     (Jne 
firm   alone  posted  6800   during   the   day 
to    its   own    address   in    Berlin.     During 
the   kaiser's  visit   to   the  east   a    Berlin 
mm  sent   men  who     addressed       cards 
from  every  place  visited  by  the  imperial 
party  to  subscribers  in  Germanv.     Even 
the    empress    herself    has    not    escaped 
the  prevailing  fever,  and  regularly  sent 
cards  to  her  children  from  the  various 
stopping  places. 

Quite    recently    a    Berlin    house      ad- 
vertised  that   it   was  sending  a     repre- 
sentative  round    the   world    who    for    a 
trifling  sum,  would  send  cards  from  thc- 
towns  he  touched  at  to  customers    An- 
other Berlin  firm  takes  a  person's  photo 
and  while  he  waits  prints  the  name  on 
c-ards.       Of  late  a  further  development 
has    take       place.       Germany's       most 
prominent  artists  have  been  invited   to 
produce  designs  for  the  backs  of  cards 
and    for   which    large   sums     are     oaid' 
Cards  with  designs   by  Professor   Men- 
zel,  the  well-known  painter  of  historical 
scenes  from   the  life  of  Frederick       the 
Great,    and    by    Professor    Paul    Meyer- 
heim,       Germany's       greatest       animal 
painter,  have  come  on  the  market,  and 
though  each  card  costs  nearly  one  «liil- 
ling,  they  have  a  great  sale.   Profe.-sor 
Meyerheim  s  represents  a   bear  holding 
in    one    paw    the    tricolor    and    in    ihe 
other  a   bouquet  of  flowers  which  he  is 
presenting    to    the       Russian       douoie- 
headed  eagle.  The  latter  holds   in  each 
beak   a  sealed   letter,   and   the  Russian 
government    is   evidently   concerned   as 
to   what    the   contents    of   these    letters 
may   be.    A    telegram    from    St.    Peters- 
burg announces  that  the  censor  forbids 
the  circulation  of  the  card  throughout 
the    Russian  dominions.

The  lines  of  the  new  telephone  com- 
pany will  be  run  on  the  line  of  the  alleys 
In  Endion  division.  A  resolution  con- 
demning: a  strip  twenty  feet  wide  mid- 
way between  Superior  and  First  streets 
and  a  like  strip  midway  between  First 
and  Second  streets  \vas  Introduced  at 
the  council  meeting  last  evening  and 
went  to  the  city  atorney.  It  will  prob- 
ably be  reported  an^i  passed  at  the  next 
meeting. 

The  change  from  the  plan  of  allowing 
the  poles  to  be  erected  in.  the  street 
was  brought  about  by  a  protest  rt-fiis- 
tored  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  publi.- 
works  yesterday  afierncwn  by  a  numnei- 
of  re.'-.idents  of  First  street  in  ICndiun 
:;nd  President  Silb.rsteln  of  the  prnk 
board.  A  delegation  about  fifteen 
strong  descende<l  on  the  board  and  laid 
it  down  Hat  that  the  work  of  putting  tiie 
poles  in  the  street,  which  hatl  just  been 
begun  by  the  con>pany  under  the  permii 
granted  by  the  board,  must  stoji  or  they 
•vould  know  the  reason  why.  The  En- 
dion people  have  ben  fighting  for  ten 
.sears  to  keep  poles  off  the  street,  thev 
said,  and  they  stated  that  if  the  permit 
were  n<»t  revoked  they  would  see  what 
>  ould  be  done  about  it.  President  Hil- 
berstein  of  the  park  board  was  interest- 
ed because  the  jiark  board  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  strip  between  the  walk  and 
the  curb,  where  the  poles  would  go. 

It  was  stated  tliat  a  great  majority  of 
the  residents  of  the  locality  preferred  lo 
have  the  poles  placed  in  the  alley  line, 
and  an  agreement  was  reached  that  the 
work  should  be  stopped  and  proceedings 
in  condemnation  lor  a  right-of-way 
along  the  alley  line  Instituted.  The 
work  was  accordingly  stopped  by  tho 
board  of  public  works  at  once.  The  tele- 
phone company  had  put  up  three  poles. 

Among  the  Endion  residents  who 
waited  on  the  board  were  Krastus  Up- 
ham.  William  Craig.  J.  H.  LaVaqiie,  I>. 
F.  Totman,  J.  W.  Sheridan  and  \V.  P. 
Helmbach. 

Xo  alleys  have  been  opened  in  Endion 
with  the  exception  of  a  block  or  two, 
and  the  city  has  only  an  easement  for 
sewers.  Hence  condemnation  is  neces- 
sary. 

Capt.  Xorris  forbade  the  men  em- 
ployed by  the  new  company  to  put  up 
any  poles  in  the  alley  back  of  his  resi- 
dence on  East  Third  street.  He  informed 
I  hem  that  if  he  found  any  of  them 
around  putting  up  poles  he  would  shoot 
them.  The  captain  had  no  law  to  sup- 
port him.  but  he  was  supposed  to  have 
a  gun,  and  the  men  did  not  argue  the 
point  with  him.  They  went  and  put  up 
t"he  poles  in  the  night  instead.  When  he 
found  that  the  jxdes  were  up,  the  cap- 
tain announced  that  he  was  satisfied 
and  would  allow  them  to  remain.

cities  is  $2.17  per  llgh*  , 
makes  the  average  co^: .  ,jr 
year  <  f  4000  hours,  $86.S0. 

"Fla-s  the  mayor  or  any  member  of  the 
nuncil  any  practi -al  reas.m  for  believ- 
ing that  Duluth  cm  build  and  operate 
a  lighting  plant  for  less  than  any  other 
city  in  the  I'nited  States,  similarly  sit- 
uated? 

"Can  they  rea.sonaoly  hope,  without 
experience,  to  get  better  results  than 
have  been  obtained  i)y  the  average  city.' 

"if  they  do,  on  what  theory  do  they 
base  those  hopes? 

"Is  not  the  average  tost  of  lights 
shown  In  the  table  as  low  as  could  l)e 
calculated  on  for  the  production  of 
light  in  Duluth? 

"Do  the  mayor  and  his  supporters 
favor  the  building  )f  a  municipal  plant, 
whether'  by  doing  .«o  light  can  be  pro- 
duced frr  less  than  It  can  be  contracted 
for  or  not?

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From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washingtiin.  July  -1.— (Special  to  The 
lleraUi.)— It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that 
there  is  a  sreat  deal  of  dissatisfaction 
anions  the  colored  voters,  and  there 
seems  to  be  something  more  than  rumor 
in  the  report  that  there  will  be  diviision 
of  the  colored  vote  in  the  next  presiden- 
tial election  unless  aomethins  is  donf> 
between  now  and  then  to  solidify  and 
pacify  the  disgruntled  element.  Their 
claim  is  that  they  have  not  received 
sufficient  recognition  at  the  hands  of 
the  present  administration,  and  that  all 
promises  made  to  them  have  been 
broken. 

Daniel  W.  Murray,  assistant  librarian 
of  congress,  and  one  of  the  best  known 
colored  men  in  Washington,  says  that 
Is  has  been  long  the  custom  of  the  Re- 
publican party  to  rely  upon  the  colored 
vote  with  assurance.  that  the  doubt 
which  now  pervades  political  circles  as 
to  its  attitude  cannot  be  fully  appre- 
ciated by  the  party  managers,  who  al- 
ways started  to  solve  their  political 
problems  with  the  colored  vote  as  the 
known  equation. 

■•The    present    state   of    affairs."    said 
Mr.   Murray,    "may   well   cause   anxiety 
wh^re    hitherto   doubt    was   a   stranger, 
and   set    in    motion    the   long-neglected 
duty  of  self-examination.     Has  the  col- 
ored voter  good  reason  to  feel  resentful 
toward  the  party  he  has  so  long  and  de- 
votedly  aided?    I    believe   he   has.     For 
years,  as  a  people,       we      have      been 
struggling   to  share   the   glory  of  mill- 
,  tary  life  through      opportunity  in       the 
'  army,   but  the     un-Christian     spirit     of 
caste  has  persistently   barred  our   way, 
,    and  that  with  the  tacit  consent  nf  pro- 
^  fessed  friends.    Xow,  when  the  2i'5  lieu- 
■     tenants   were       to      be      appointed,  we 
thought   that   the  promptings  of  grati- 
tude would  have  suggested  the  propriety 
of  giving  to  th"  colnrc<l  man,  the  faith- 
ful ally  of  the  party  in  every  contest,  a 
share;  but  he  got— not  one.    We  would 
be   less   than   human   if   we   felt   no   re- 
sentment   over    such    ungrateful    treat- 
ment.   It    was    said    that    the   require- 
ments could  not  be  met  by  colored  men, 
through  lack  of  education.    This  is  not 
true,  since  a  few  were  appointed  during 
the  stress  of  war.  and  if  they  could  bo 
equal   to    the    necessities  of    war,      they 
are  certainly  equal  to  the  demands  of 
peace. 

"Again,  if  the  colored  man  has  any 
distinctive  place  in  the  economics  of 
this  country,  it  is  the  field  of  labor,  and 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  whole  coun- 
try to  encourage  and  stimulate  his  fac- 
ulties along  industrial  lines  to  greater 
skill  and  diversity,  that  this  country 
may  more  successfully  compete  with 
Europe.  Therefore,  when  congress  pro- 
vided for  an  industrial  commis.?ion  to 
investigate  th^  necd.^  and  suggest 
means  of  improving  the  condition  of 
labor,  we  felt,  as  we  had  a  right  to  feel, 
that  .so  promising  an  oppirtunity  to 
give  us  a  voice  in  our  special  Held 
would  not  be  neglected.  All  kn.nv  the 
result.  No  colored  man  was  appointed, 
and  notwithstanding  several  vacancies 
occurred  in  the  onimission  later,  none 
was  chosen. 

"It  may  n^t  be  generally  known,  but

Washington,  D.  C.  saying  that  the  Re- 
publicans  of   Washington    in   authority 
had   excluded    the   negro,   and    he    was 
migrating  to  their  city  as       the      only 
place   open    to   him.    Thus    they    made 
their  murder:    hinge  on  our  unfortunate 
condition  here.     The  question  comes  up 
strongly,  ought  we  to  submit  quietly  to 
exclusion  under  Republican  rule?    If  w.> 
do,  we  lose  the  right  to  justly  complain 
when  violently  excluded  by  our  political 
opponents.

He  claimed  that  the  government 
W(  uld  not  respect  the  rights  of  the  In- 
dians; that  the  reservation  was  th.-ir 
territory,  and  that  if  the  settlers  w,  re 
permitted  to  remain  in  one  part  of  the 
reservation  there  was  no  excuse  wh.\ 
they  Would  not  be  permitted  to  go  to 
other  places. 

The  Indians  in  this  neighborhood  do 
not  take  kindly  to  the  action  .if  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  relativ.^  to  the 
matter.  It  will  require  careful  di- 
plomacy to  convince  the  Indians  that 
the  government  intends  keeping  faith 
with  them.

Dr.  H.  T.  Price,  of  the  Olympia, 
smiled  at  the  rumor  about  the  admiral's 
ill  health  and  said:  "He  is  quite  well 
and  will  not  go  to  Carlsbad." 

Admiral  Dewey  continued:  "l  am  very 
careful  about  my  diet  and  have  decline  1 
all  invitations  to  banquets  on  that  ac- 
count."

"Third— The  trold  standard  is  main- 
tained t  iday.  not  bet-ause  the  American 
people  <lesire  it.  but  because  a  few  Ens;- 
lish  financiers,  by  controliins  the  finaii- 
cial  policy  r.f  Kngland.  control,  ihroush 
the  itepublitan  party,  the  ttnancial 
policy  of  the  T'nited  States. 

"Fourth— If  the  increa^td  production 
of  K(.ld  in  the  Klondike  and  the  impiir- 
tation  of  sold  from  Europe  have  in- 
creased the  volume  of  money  and  im- 
proved times,  it  is  evident  that  more 
money  makes  better  times,  and  times 
could  be  still  further  improved,  and  the 
improvement  made  permanent  bv  th:- 
resti^ration  <.f  biiuetallism.  which  would 
makf-  silver  as  well  as  ^old  available  for 
CO  i  nape. 

"Fifth— If  it  was  more  difflcult  to 
maintain  the  parity  betwf^n  k  ild  and 
silver  when  the  supply  of  silver  v.as  in- 
creasing, it  must  now  be  easier  to  main- 
tain the  parit>.  since  the  supply  of  koUI 
is  incieasin.e:. 

"On  the  trust  question  I  suRgest  tho 
follow  intr  propositions  for  your  consid- 
sition: 

"First -The  trust  is  a  rm-nace  to  lh>- 
yelfare  of  the  people  of  the  rnitod 
Slates  because  it  creates  a  monopoly 
Jiml  Kives  to  the  few  in  control  of  th" 
monopoly  almost  unlimited  power  over 
the  lives  and  happiness  of  consimiers, 
emr>loyes  and  producers  of  raw  jm>- 
terial. 

"Second — The  president  appoints  tho 
attorney  general,  and  can.  if  he  desires, 
secure  an  attorney  general  who  will  en- 
force the  anti-trust  laws. 

"Third— The  attorney  general  can  rec- 
t>mmend  sufficient  laws  if  present  laws 
are  insufficient. 

"Fourth— The  attorney  general  ran 
recommend  an  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution, if  the  present  constitution 
makes  it  Impossible  to  extinguish  the 
trust. 

"Fifth— The  Republican  party  i- 
powerless  to  extinguish  the  trusts  so 
long  as  the  trusts  furnish  the  money  to 
continue  the  Republican  party  in  power 
"In  the  Philippine  question  certain 
fundamental  principles  are  involved: 

"First— There  are  but  two  sources  of 
go\ernment.  force  and  consent,  monar- 
chies being  founded  upon  force,  repub- 
lics upon  consent. 

"Second— The  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence asserts  that  ail  governments  de- 
rive their  just  powers  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed. 

"Third— If  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence is  sound,  we  cannot  rightfullv 
acquire  title  to  the  Philippine  islands 
by  conquest  or  by  purchase  from  an 
alien  monarch,  to  whose  rebellious  sub- 
jects we  ourselves  furnished  arms. 

"Fourth— If  the  Philippines  are.  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  free,  they  should 
be  immediately  assured  i>f  our  nation'.-- 
inti-ntion  to  give  them  indeo^indence  ;i.s 
soon  as  a  stable  governm*>nt  can  be  es- 
tablished. 

"Fifth— The  Filipinos,  having  fallen 
into  our  hands  b\  accident  of  war, 
should  be  dealt  with  according  to  Amer- 
ican principles,  and  not  only  be  given 
indepettdt'nce,  but  protected  from  out- 
side interference  while  they  work  out 
their  own  destmy." 

The  spf<:T'h  of  Mr.  T:ryan  r'Vok<^d  great 
enthusiasm  among  his  hcirers.  espr 
f  iaily  when  hf  roniaiked  that  the  .Ameri- 
can government  should  pursue  in  Luzon 
thf  same  jioliry  as  was  pursuetl  in  ('uba. 
The  Philippines,  he  said,  came  into  our 
hands  by  accident  of  war,  and  being 
there,  they  should  be  threated  on  Ameri- 
can principles  and  not  on  those  followed 
by  European  governments.  The  polirv 
of  the  government,  he  said,  should  be 
to  create  a  government,  a  republic,  in 
the  Philippines  and  say  to  all  the  world 
•hands  off."  The  crowd  punctuated  his 
speech  with  cheers. 

The  meeting  was  largely  made  up 
with  local  adherents  of  the  Chicago 
platform  and  personal  friends  of  ex- 
Oovernor  Altgeld.  The  meeting,  there- 
fore, partook  somewhat  of  the  nature  (<f 
a  personal  tribute  to  him.  Many  of  the 
speakers  alluded  to  him  in  laudatory 
terms  and  at  every  mention  of  his  name 
the  audience  shouted  approval. 

Mr.  Altgeld  did  nt)t  occupy  a  seat  on 
the  platform,  but  throughout  the  meet- 
ing occupied  the  rear  part  of  an  upper 
box,  and  only  made  his  appearance  at 
the  front  of  the  box  when  the  demand 
of  the  audience  to  hear  from  him  be- 
came too  I-iud  for  Chairman  Claraiice  S.

As  soon  as  Vice  Chairman  Stone  ha<l 
calle<l  the  meeting  of  the  national  Dem- 
ocratic committee  to  order  yesterday 
Congressman  Fergu.son  of  New  Mexico 
was  elected  to  till  the  vacancy  from  that 
state  caused  by  the  resignation  of  F.  A. 
Mazanares.  The  chair  then  announced 
that  it  would  be  in  order  to  call  th' 
question  of  admitting  the  new  member- 
from  Massachu.setts,  Committeeman 
Corcoran,  a  gold  Democrat  of  that 
state,  having  protested  against  his  re- 
moval lo  make  rtiom  for  deorge  Fred- 
erick Williams.  The  mattev  wns  sett|:>d 
in  favor  of  the  latter,  who  retained  th  > 
seat. 

Mr.  Stone  then  announced  that  the 
committee  of  three  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  iharges  made  by  the  Harrison 
taction  of  Illinois  against  P.  J.  Devlin, 
editor  of  the  press  bureau  of  the  na- 
tional committee,  was  ready  to  report. 

At  the  c(mcIusion  of  the  address  of 
Mr.  Williams  there  were  loud  cries  for 
Altgeld,  so  continued  that  the  ex-gov- 
ernor, who  was  in  his  box.  was  coin- 
I>elled  to  ( ome  to  the  iilatform  and  make 
a  short  address. 

Chairman  Darrow  introduced  Con- 
gressman Lentz  of  Ohio,  who  .said  in 
part: 

"A  little  mor«i  than  one  year  ago  the 
part.v  in  pow  »r  refused  to  go  to  the  relii-f 
of  the  t;ui>ai!s,  who  were  being  mur- 
dered, starved  and  outrageel.  refused  to 
perform  the  service  of  an  ordinarv  hu- 
mane society,  decorating  itself  with  a 
banner  upon  which  it  lifted  aloft  the 
fal.se  pretense  of  -peace  at  any  jirice:' 
while  today  that  same  jiarty  seems  to 
be  in  favor  of  war  at  any  sacrifice, 
whether  of  human  life,  or  millions  and 
hundreds  of  millions  of  the  hard-earned 
pennies,  dimes  and  dollars  levied  upon 
the  laborers  of  the  land,  collected  from 
everything  they  eat,  drink  and  wear, 
all  the  while  carefully  protecting  the 
millionaires,  the  syndicates  and  the 
tru.sts  from  an  income  tax." 

The  speech  of  Congressman  Lentz  w  as 
greeted  with  loud  cheers.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  ex-Governor  William  J.  Stone 
of  .Missouri,  who  spoke  briefly  because 
of  illness. 

He  was  followed  by  Gen.  Finley,  of 
Ohio,   who  said: 

"We  are  told  that  we  must  not  criti- 
cise the  policy  of  President  McKinlev'.^ 
so-called  Philippine  war,  and  to  do  so 
is  a  species  of  disloyalty  to  the  flag— 'a 
giving  of  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy.' 

•No  one  can  truthfully  say  that  the 
sympathy  of  every  American  does  not 
extend  to  our  brave  and  loyal  soldiers 
and  .sailors,  who.  by  direction  of  their 
commander-in-chief.  President  McKin- 
ley, are  heroically  shedding  their  blood 
for  a  policy  which  they  as  obedient 
soldiers  and  sailors  have  •n<i  right  to 
question. 

"We  are  all  of  fine  mind  (»n  th•^t  sub- 
ject; but  if  the  test  of  loyalty  to  the  flag 
is  to  be  measured  by  loyalty  to  I'resi- 
tlenl  .McKinley  s  I'hilippine  policy.  I  pre- 
dict that  long  before  tin-  ne.xt  presi- 
tiential  election  (he  truly  loyal  element 
in  this  country  will  be  found  to  be  in  a 
liofipless    minority." 

F.MIowiiig  (Jen.  Finley  .Mr.  Harrow 
briefly  introduced  Mr.  Hiyau.  w  htj  was 
given  an  enthusiastic  welcome.  IJi.s 
declaration  that  he  felt  emb arra^.^ed 
about  speaking  in  Chicago  becau.se  of 
the  split  in  the  lo,  a!  Demociacy.  ;ind 
rh.at  it  was  not  his  business  to  rmplov 
the  se<  ret  service  to  air  the  diffei-eii<  es 
of  Ifcmocrals.  pr  vok.'d  a  deep  opp<>si- 
tion  among  the  st.iunch  adherents  of 
•Mr.  .Mtgeld,  but  his  assertion  that  all 
"Democrats  .seem  alike  to  me"  i)ut  them 
right  again,  and  from  this  on  his  speech 
was  most  enthusiastically   cheered. 

Mr.  Devlin  has  issued  the  following 
statement:  "The  assertion  that  I  have 
been  dismissed  by  the  Democratic  na- 
tional committee  is  absurd.  Equally 
absurd  is  the  statement  that  I  will  be 
superseded  in  the  future.  A  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  supervise  thi- 
work.  Such  a  committee  will  in  no  way 
interfere  with  me.  I  will  have  full 
charge,  as  heretofoie," 


St.  Paul,  July  21.— That  the  general 
feeling  among  the  boys  in  the  Philio- 
I)ines  is  in  favor  of  immediate  return  to 
the  United  States  is  evidenced  in  a  let- 
ter received  by  F.  H.  Russell,  of  Eyota, 
Minn.,  from  Nicholas  Hansen,  an  I'^yota 
member  of  Company  A,  Thirteenth  Min- 
nesota. The  letter  is  written  from  M.in- 
illa  under  date  of  June  :{,  .md  in  it  .Mr. 
Hansen  says: 

"i  presume  you  have  long  ere  this  re- 
ceived my  letter  telling  you  of  my  un- 
successful attempt  of  stopping  a  piece 
of  Filipino  lead.  I  did  not  get  over  tha^ 
as  soon  as  1  thought,  and  I  am  still  here 
at  the  hospital  meditating  over  the  con- 
sequences of  th.it  foolishness.  I  have 
been  progressing  steadily  but  slowly.  I 
had  to  remain  in  bed  nearly  four  weeks, 
which  was  something  of  a  trial  itself  in 
this  climate.  otherwise  I  liave  no: 
sutTered  greatly,  espeiially  as  compared 
witli  some  of  the  other  wounded  men 
here  who  not  merely  have  their  flesh 
torn,  but  al.so  their  bon<-s  shattered. 
Some  of  them  have  been  here  for  fop- 
months  and  will  not  get  well  for  a  good 
while  yet.  The  last  two  weeks  I  have 
been  h(d)bling  about  the  ward  a  little  on 
four  legs,  but  I  have  just  discarded  mv 
crutches.  The  wound  is  almost  entirely 
healed  up,  but  my  leg  gets  eusilv  tired 
of  supporting  my  weight,  and  it  will  be 
some  weeks  yet  before  I  will  get  my  for- 
mer strength  back  again.  The  injurv 
will  not.  however,  be  permanent. 

".As  stated  in  my  former  letter,  -vve  are 
fairly  well  treated  here  in  the  hospital, 
though  the  same  lack  of  discipline  and 
training  so  manifesl  in  the  voluntee- 
artny  may  also  be  .seen  here.  The  phy- 
sicians are  both  competent  and  conscien- 
tious. Surgeon  Maj.  Fitzgerald,  of  :Mln- 
neapolis.  especially  holds  the  confidence 
of  the  wounded  men.  but  that  can  hnr.l- 
1>  be  said  of  the  nurses.  There  are  some 
.good  wotnen  nurses  here,  but  not  enough 
iind  th<'  men  nurses  are  neitiier  so  care- 
tul  nor  so  attentive  to  their  duties  :i<< 
they  might  be.  We  get  fairly  good 
board,  although  it  is  made  up  largely 
of  army  rations  with  a  few  extras 
added. 

"It  is  generally  expected  here  I  hat 
the  Oregons  will  embark  on  the  Han- 
cock for  the  Knited  States  in  a  few 
days.  The  rest  will  then  follow  as  soon 
as  transports  can  be  got  ready,  and  i 
hardly  need  tell  you  that  the  entire 
volunteer  army  is  cheering  over  the 
I>rospect  of  a  speedy  return.

Indians  Said  to  Be  Killing  Game  in 
Wyoming. 

Denver,  July  Si.- A  special  from 
Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  says:  Governor  Rich- 
ard.s  has  again  called  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  at  Washington  to  the 
fact  that  Indians  are  unlawfully  killing 
game  in  Wyoming.  Two  days  a.go  a 
llannck  Indian  was  arrested  at  Wells 
with  a  quantity  of  game  in  his  pos.ses- 
sion,  and  information  has  been  received 
from  the  Jack.^iin  Hole  country  that 
fourteen  Indians  are  slaughtering  game 
there.

Game  wardens  are  powerless  to  do  any- 
thing with  the  jjsrties  of  this  size,  and 
the  governor  asks  that  the  granting  of 
I'as.sea  be  stopped.

They  had  to  carry  their 
ammunition,  and  at  times  their  ration^ 
and  finally  they  had  to  convey  their 
wounded  men  several  miles  to  the  rail- 
road. Well,  such  is  war.  If  anybody 
chooses  to  call  it  a  picnic  they  can  do 
so. 

"How  cold  is  it  here'.'  Well,  it  isn't 
cold  at  ail,  any  more  than  it  is  cold  in 
Minnesota  in  July.  I  am  quite  sure 
that  the  thermometer  never  falls  lower 
ihan  !.'.■>  degrees  above  the  freezing  point, 
even  on  the  coldest  night  in  January, 
and  this  we  call  i>retty  chilly  here.  Thl.s 
is  not  a  white  man's  country,  whatever 
the  papers  say  to  the  contrary.  I  have 
not  yet  Seen  th<>  day  here  when  a  white 
man  could  perform  orilinary  manual 
labor   for  any   b-ngth  of   time."

"One  certainty  seems  to  have  devel- 
oped out  of  the  many  stories  in  regard 
to  tile  prospect  of  a  new  railroad  fac- 
tor in  ti-afiie  moving  i.eiween  St.  Ran 
and  the  head  of  the  lake.s.  The  .Milwau 
kee,  ;is  Indicated  in  the  Dispatch  last 
evening,  before  the  end  ui  another  veai, 
will  have  completed  arrangements  ''oi 
a  line  to  Duluth.  Wheiher  this  will  b, 
done  by  the  construction  of  an  entire- 
ly new  line,  or  by  the  punhase  of  tht 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  may  yet  be  a  matter 
o.  some  conjectur,..  The  statement  of 
u.  H.  Sheldon,  the  locating  engin(H>r 
that  the  Milwaukee  w-ould  i)Uild  its  own 
line,  seems  to  be  the  most  authorita- 
tive announcement  thus  far. 

"This  is  interpreted  <iuile  differently 
however,  by  .some  who  have  beJri 
watching  the  situation  closely  for  the 
last  year.

?uluth  extension,  while  the  conductors 
lo-akemen,  surveyors  and  lower  ofliciais 
are  very  willing  to  state  their  under- 
standing of  how  the  Milwaukee  will 
I'uild.  This  may  mean  nothing  ard 
again  it  may  mean  a  good  deal 

•So  far  as  the  Milwaukee  has  gone, 
the  survey  and  interviews  at  Duluth

Stilinan.  president  of  the  Kansas  City 
Pittsburg  ^-  (Julf,  a  Kansas  City  yoiiiig 
man  with  an  ambition  much  bigger  than 
his  linaticial  backing,  who  saw  in  the 
possession  of  the  Alton  railroad  a  very 
valuable  inlet  into  Chicago  an.I  the  crea- 
tion thereby  of  a  grand  trunk  line  b»^ 
tween  the  great  lakes  and  Port  Arthur 
on  the  gulf.  He  obtained  a  short  option 
from  Mr.  Mitchell  and  hurried  to  New 
» ork  to  raise  the  monev  necessarj'  to 
complete  the  purchase. 

Wall  street  was  amazed  to  learn  that 
Alton  was  in  the  market.  Mr.  Stilman 
was  equally  amazed  at  the  cordial  re- 
ception his  scheme  received.  A  syndi- 
cate was  organized  to  underwrite  the 
deal.  But  Mr.  Stilman  talked  too  soon. 
He  gave  an  interview  to  the  newspaners 
detailing  the  whole  scheme.  It  attracted 
the  eye  of  William  Hockefeller. 

The  Rockefellers  own  the  Missouri. 
Kansas  &  Texas  railroad,  which  pra<-- 
tic-ally  parallels  the  Kansas  Citv.  Pitts- 
burg &  Gulf  railroad.  •Katv""has  al- 
ways been  an  elephant  on  the  hands  ..f 
the  Standard  Oil  crowd,  because  they 
have  never  been  able  to  obtain  a  lire 
between  St.  Louis  and  Chicago.  Not 
dreaming,  strange  to  say.  that  the  Alton 
road  was  in  the-  market,  they  were  ;it 
the  time  Mr.  Stilman  reached  New  York 
dickering  with  the  Deutsche  bank  .d 
Berlin  for  a  little  road  known  as  the  St 
Louis.  Peoria  &  Northern,  with  the  idea 
of  absorbing  it  and  completing  it  from 
Peoria  to  Chicago,  at  which  point  the 
Rockefellers  had  secured  an  option  on 
the  Chicago  Terminal  Transfer,  which 
holds  ric-h  franchises  and  the  Grand 
Central  depot  in  that  citv. 

The  Standard  oil  cro'wd  at  once 
through  the  jiowerful  National  City 
bank,  began  to  lall  off  the  flnanci-rs 
who  had  been  offering  their  assistaiue 
to  Mr.  Stilman.  while  Geoijje  (Joul.l, 
who  had  also  been  looking  for  an  out- 
let to  the  lakes  for  his  Mi.ssr.uri  Pacilic. 
also  began  to  use  his  intluence  to  defeat 
the  Stilman  purchase.     The  latter  found

Harriman  is  a  disroverv  of  Stuyvesaiit 
Fish,  president  of  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad.  Mr.  Fish  took  him  out  West 
as  vice  president  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral, and  it  was  through  the  friendship 
and  aid  of  William  K.  Vanderbilt  who 
had  acquired  large  holdings  in  ih^- 
I  nion  Pacific  railroad,  that  Mr.  Harri- 
man became  the  chairman  c^f  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  that  road.  Mr.  Harri- 
man saw  that  the  interests  of  the  var- 
ious contestants  of  Alton  could  be  har- 
monized and  that  the  road  could  be  us.d 
as  a  clearing  house  for  all  the  system'-- 
which  were  about  to  go  to  war  "for  its 
possession. 

He  proposed  that  they  form  a  syndi- 
cate and  unite  for  its  purcha.se.  It  wou'd 
give  M.,  K.  T.  &  Mis.souri  Pacific  their 
C  hicago  terminals:  it  would  give  I'nion 
Pacific  ancl  Illinois  Central  especial  ad- 
vantages by  affording  the  one  a  shorter 
line  into  St.  Louis  and  the  l^nlon  Paclfi/^ 
a  Southern  Illinois  connection  from 
Omaha.

resented  by  E.  H.  Harriman  and  Kuhn 
Loeb  &  Co.;  Missouri.  Kansas  &  Texas 
represented  by  William  Rockefeller,  anci 
Missouri  Pacific,  represented  bv  (;eorg- 
fjould.    William  K.  Vanderbilt  and  J.  P. 
Morgan  were,  of  course,   represented  in 
the  pool  through  .Mr.  Harriman. 

Thus  brought  together,  these  giant  in- 
terests which  had  for  years  been  light- 
ing ea.-h  other  saw  grc-at  r'ossibilities  in 
ihis  plan  of  harmony.  The  mind  of 
.MoigMii  took  up  the.  work  4.f  Harriman 
uhi.  b    had   its   limitations. 

It  ^••^w  greater  earnings  and  greater 
e.onomies  in  the  welding  of  the  great 
systems  in  one  combination,  not  corr>o- 
rate  but  actual.  It  was  from  (he  lirsf 
rosolvtd  to  retain  in  every  cH.se  the  cor- 
porate individuality  of  the  various 
ro:ids.  This  w.is  in  obedience  to  the  bnvs 
of  many  states  |>roliibitiiig  the  combina- 
lioii  of  competing  lines. 

There-  was  pcdicy  in  it.  too,  for  these 
gentlemen  have  already  read  the  wain- 
ing  in  the  sky  against  the-  trusts. 

The  first  step  of  the  great  syndicate 
was  to  exercise  the  options  which  the 
Mis.souri,  Kansas  &  Texas  railroad  had 
on  the  St.  Louis  &  Northern  and  the 
Chicago  Terminal  Transfer  company. 
Both  of  these  deals  have  now  been  suc- 
cessfully put  through,  and  Alton  will 
.sell  or  abandon  its  old  Fnion  depot  en- 
trance and  pay  its  pro  rata  of  the  Chi- 
c-ago  Terminal  expenses.  It  will  thus 
save  the  12.000,000  it  would  otherwise 
have  to  spend  to  elevate  its  tracks. 

In  the  meantime  the  harmonizers  havf> 
been  t>ersistently  at  work.  Their  first 
task  was  to  settle  the  differences  bf- 
tween  J.  J.  Hill  and  J.  P  Morgan  in 
Northern  I'acific.  This  was  no  easv 
iiiatt.-r,  as  b<ith  were  strong  and  un- 
yicdding  and  believt'd  themselves  thor- 
oughly   right. 

At  last,  however,  the  pacifiers  have 
succeeded.  William  K.  Vanderbilts 
mfiuence  has,  it  is  believed,  triumphed 
The  elec-ti(»ii  of  .John  S.  Kennt>dy.  tho 
largest  stockholder  in  I  he  Great  North- 
ern railway,  to  ;i  nosition  as  director 
Ml  the  Northern  Pa-ilic  has  finallv 
healed    the    breach. 

.Mr.  Morgan  has  busie.i  himtelf  with 
harmonizing  the  coal  trarr  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Vanderbilts.  He  was  re- 
-^ponsible  for  the  changes  in  Delaware 
.^acki .V mnj  &  Western,  -.vhi.'h  hj\- 
finally  brought  that  recalcitrant  inter- j 


est  under  the  dcmiination  of  the  coal 
trust,  and  it  is  believcMi  that  he  has 
succeeded  in  bringing  th-  Delaware  & 
Hudson  under  Vanderbilt  contr.d  at 
last. 

The  first  evidence  of  the  success  of 
"harmonizing"  the  coalers  has  been 
the  advance  of  25  cents  a  ton  on  the 
price  of  anthracite  coal,  which  will  add 
to  the  revenues  of  the  coal  group  of 
stocks  no  less  than  $10,000,000,  whib' 
another  advance  of  25  cents  a  ton  in  Oc- 
tober next  will  add  $2a.000.oy(i  more  lo 
the  revenue,  thus  enriching  their  earn- 
ings by  $20,000.(100  in  a  single  year. 

Another  evidence  of  the  new  com- 
bination has  been  the  adjustment  of 
the  differences  between  the  Pennsvl- 
cania  railroad  and  the  New  York  C»ni- 
tra!  over  the  Beech  Creek  line,  whicn 
amounts  to  a  compact  that  neither 
road  will  hereafter  invade  the  territoy 
of  the  other  by  the  construction  of  tri- 
butary line.s. 

The  latest  evidence  of  the  combina- 
tion has  been  the  adoption  of  the  Stick- 
ney  plan  fc»r  a  great  freight  clearing 
house  in  Chicago,  where  all  the  freight 
between  the  Kast  and  the  West  will  lio 
cleared  and  distributed  at  a  saving  of 
many  million  dollars  a  year. 

Back  of  all  this  is  the  persistent  plan 
of  the  Vandc-rbilts  to  develoj,  a  gr.at 
transcontinental  line,  to  which  all  of 
its  Kastern  nad  Middle  Wist  sui»si- 
diary  roads  will  act  as  feeders. 

The  first  step  in  this  direction  was 
the  altsorption  of  the  Luke  Shore  by 
the  New  York  l>>ntral.  The  lease  o"r 
the  P.oston  &  Albany  railroail  has  il- 
foidol  the  New  Kngland  terminus.  Th.' 
ac-quiioinent  of  the  I'nion  Pacific  will 
he  followed  by  the  absorption  of  tho 
Oregon  liailway  and  Navigation  c-oni- 
pany.  which  is  to  be  the  outbt  to  th  • 
Western  coast.  A  very  significant  step 
to  this  end  was  taken  Fridav  at  a 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  that  sys- 
tem. 

-Ai  that  meeting  it  was  <lecided  to  di«- 
scilve  the  voting  trust  under  which 
directors  are  now  elected  and  which 
has  been  in  force  since  the  reorg.iniz- 
ation  of  the  company.  The  eftVct  of 
this  is  to  idac-e  the  .stockholders  in  con- 
tnd.  By  the  dissolution  of  the  voting 
trust  agreement  the  preferred  stock- 
holders will  cease  to  elect  two-thirds  of 
tho  board,  as  they  do  at  present,  and 
control  will  be  practic-ally  vested  in  the 
common  stock,  the  majority  of  whic-h 
is  owned  by  the  Oregon  Short  line, 
which  in  turn  is  owned  by  the  I'nion 
Pacfic. 

The  importance  of  this  step  is  ob- 
vi(.us.  Its  effect  is  to  place  the  I'nion 
Pacific  company  in  direct  control  of  the 
Navigation  company  and  to  insure  tho 
election  of  a  board  of  directors  at  fhe 
next  annaul  meeting  which  shall  be  in 
entire  harmony  with  the  I'nion  Pacific 
At  present  there  are  several  represen- 
tatives of  the  Northern  Pacific  on  the 
Oregon  Navigaticm  board,  as  also  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Great  Northern.  I'p 
to  the  present  time  the  Oregon  Naviga- 
tion company,  through  the  voting  trust, 
has  been  run  more  or  less  in  the  inter- 
est of  Groat  Northern.  Northern  Pacific 
and  I'nion  Pacific  jointly.  It  is  fair  to 
assume  that  henceforward  the  c-om- 
liany  will  be  owned  and  man.iged  main- 
ly in  the  intc-rest  of  itself  and  of  the 
I'nion  Pacific,  and  only  in  the  intere.<t 
of  the  other  companios  in  so  far  as  their 
interests  are  harmonious  with  those  of 
thc>  Oregon  Navigation  and  Fnioii  Pa- 
c-itic. 

This  .Ml  ion  was  iindoubiedly  brought 
about  thr.uich  the  infiuomo  of  K.  ||, 
Harriman.  af-tlng  in  ibe  interest  of  the 
\aiidorbilt-.Mor-an   party. 

Whilo  I  he  X'anderbjlt  'plan  li.is  to  do 
with  the  ilevelopinoni  and  control  of 
the  Northeast,  Middle-  West  and  (Ii.- 
extreme  West,  tbo  Pennsylvania  sys- 
tom  will  solidify  as  to  the  Kast  and 
Soiiihwtsl.  and  form  elo.so  tratllc  alll- 
anco  with  the  Gould  and  Hockefeller 
systems  in  the  West. 

Rumors  are  current  and  are  credited 
that  the  Gould  interests  in  the  South- 
west are  to  lie  consc>lidated,  and  even 
the  Wabash  is  talked  of  as  again  likelv 
to  become  a  part  of  the  Missouri  Pa- 
cific  system.  This  system  in  the  >0<= 
included  the  Wabash,  Texas  Pacific  and 
M.  K.  T.,  but  Jay  Gould  dropped  all 
three  in  his  endeavor  to  preserve  the 
Missouri  Pacific  proper. 

Texas  Pacific  is  part  of  the  Missouri 
Pacific  through  exchange  of  iron 
Mountain  bonds  for  the'  Texas  Pacific 
seconds,  which  c-ontrol   the  road. 

The  solidiflc-ation  and  control  of  the 
coal  properties  has  already  been  e^-- 
plained.  but  Mr.  .Morgan's  plan  goe.^ 
further.  It  jairposes  the  consolid.i- 
tion  of  the  Southern  railway  with  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  system  and  the 
taking  into  this  group  of  the  Queen  in- 
crescent route.

AX  ABSVKU  TUBORW 

The  silly  statement  has  been  made  xu 
nearly  every  street  railway  strike  ac- 
companied by  violence — it  was  so  alleged 
during  the  strike  a  little  while  ago  in 
Duluth — that  the  violence  is  the  work 
of  the  company,  which  undertakes  to 
make  the  striker  odious  by  hirinc 
toughs  to  throw  stones  and  half  bri'^ks 
at  motormen  and  conductors,  to  pummel 
them,  trample  on  them,  and  now  and 
then  to  shoot  them;  to  wreck  <'ars  with 
stones,  anfl  occasionally  to  put  dynamite 
or  some  other  strong  explosive  on  the 
tracks.  Several  men  of  usually  sound 
sense  and  good  judgment  told  The  Her- 
ald a  few  weeks  ago  that  they  were 
sure  the  company  here  was  doing  this 
sort  of  thing,  and  that  all  the  outrages 
were  committed  by  toughs  in  its  em- 
ploy. And  these  men  actually  believed 
that  this  absurd  stor>-  was  true. 

Consequently  It  is  not  surprising  tj 
learn  that  the  same  claim  is  being  made 
in  regard  to  the  deeds  of  violence  in  con- 
nection with  the  Brooklyn  street  car 
strike.  But,  as  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel 
observes,  this  theory  does  not  fit  the 
Brooklyn  strike  any  better  than  it  has 
fitted  the  others.  To  believe  in  it  you 
must  believe  that  the  company  got 
crowds  of  several  hundred  persons  to- 
gether in  various  places  and  directed 
the  conduct  of  these  crowds,  causing 
them  to  wreck  a  few  cars  and  assault 
a  few  of  the  company's  employees.  You 
naturally  wonder  why  a  company  which 
can  control  to  this  extent  large  bodies 
of  men  doesn't  prefer  to  take  the  adult 
males  in  these  crowds,  use  them  as  mo- 
tormen and  conductors,  and  run  its 
cars  without  question.  The  persons  who 
maintain  that  the  company  likes  and 
encourages  violence  never  answer  this 
question. 

There  is  another  question  which  is 
left  unanswered,  says  the  Sentinel.  The 
most  desperate  acts,  such  as  the  attempt 
to  blow  up  the  track  of  the  elevated 
road  in  Brooklyn,  are  usually  committed 
toward  the  end  of  the  strike,  when  even 
the  strikers  l>egin  to  see  that  they  will 
fail.  Why  should  the  company  wait  un- 
til it  is  certain  the  strike  will  not  suc- 
ceed before  ordering  this  destruction  of 
its  property?  When  the  company's 
victory  is  as  goo<l  as  won,  when  it  no 
longer  has  a  motive  for  wishing  to  make 
the  strike  unpopular,  why  should  it  di- 
rect its  hirelings  to  do  things  which  are 
certain  to  delay  the  complete  resumption 
of  traffic? 

Moreover,  it  is  asked,  if  the  company 


UKOMTU  OF  VKTIKS. 

Dr.  Jostah  Strong,  of  New  York,  who 
is  attending  the  Midland  Chautauqua, 
delivered  a  lecture  a  few  evenings  ago 
on  "The  Twentieth  Century  City," 
which  bristled  with  facts  and  figures 
pre.>;ented  in  logical  order,  and  therefore 
vested  with  convincing  power.  What 
he  said  is  of  great  interest,  and  is  de- 
serving of  widespread  circulation. 

Dr.  Strong  believes  tl»at  the  growth  of 
cities  is  not  a  temporary  phenomenon. 
Four  men  with  machinery  now  do  the 
work  of  the  farm  formerly  requiring 
fourteen  men.  The  ten  men  are  In- 
evitably driven  to  the  city.  Agriculture 
has  become  an  organized  Industry.  The 
city  manufactures,  hence  the  necessity 
for  men.  Railways,  which  transport 
food  products  to  the  city  make  large 
populations  possible.  These  three 
causes  are  permanent,  therefore  the 
.growth  of  cities  will  continue.  The  cry 
"Back  to  the  Soil"  is  a  fallacious  pre- 
scription. Social  reformers  who  would 
colonize  people  from  the  slums  in  the 
country  should  remember  that  our  ca- 
pacity to  eat  is  limited.  It  matters  not 
how  much  the  former  raises  the  con- 
sumption is  just  so  much.  To  raise 
more  means  lower  prices.  But  while 
the  capacity  to  eat  is  limited  the  ca- 
pacltj'  for  raiment  and  houses  and 
equipages,  the  consumption  of  manuf.ic- 
tures  and  the  fine  arts  is  artificial  and 
unlimitetl.  Hence  the  inevitable 
growth  of  cities. 

Cities,  says  Dr.  Strong,  will  grow  in 
wealth.  They  are  the  habitation  of  the 
trusts.  Power  today  Is  passin.^  fr.nti 
the  hands  of  the  many  to  the  hands  r.f 
the  few,  reversing  the  theory  of  our 
government.  Bosses  dominate  th" 
cities.  So  evident  is  this  truth  that  the 
people  are  ready  to  barter  the  prit  eless 
right  of  local  self-government  to  the 
legislatures,  as  instanced  by  the  peopl- 
of  New  York  and  Boston  appealing  to 
the  state  legislatures  for  protect;  >n. 
Notwithstanding  these  tendencies  Dr. 
Strong  believes  there  is  no  occasion  for 
panic.  A  new  patriotism  is  coming  to 
the  front.  Dr.  Strong  feels  assured 
that  Christian  service  will  solve  the 
problems. 


THE   99  O.nKX'S  Ct.lBS. 

An  interesting  statistical  sketch  of 
women's  clubs,  written  l)y  Mrs.  Ellon 
M.  Henrotln.  president  of  the  feder- 
ation of  these  organizations.  Is  given 
the  leading  place  in  Bulletin  No.  2.1  pub- 
lished by  the  department  of  laI>or  at 
Washington.  Mrs.  Henrotin  says  that 
these  cUibs  in  the  beginning  were  simi)le 
in  form  and  usually  literary  or  purely 
charital>le  in  character,  such  subjects 
as  religion,  suffrage  and  |>olitiral 
economy  being  carefully  shunn^^d. 
Friendly  intercourse  and  self-improve- 
ment were  the  objects  sought.  The 
clubs  increased  rapidly  in  size  and  iin- 
portance.  In  small  communities  they, 
together  with  the  strictly  religious  so- 
Hetles.  represented  In  the  life  of  their 
members  the  only  social  and  intellec- 
tual activities  in  reach,  while  in  large 
cities,  where  the  population  is  too  great 
for  the  churches  to  maintain  any  tie 
of  acquaintance  among  those  who  fre- 
quent them,  these  secular  gatherings 
fostered  social  relations  and  opened  up 
endless  lines  of  personal  endeavor. 

The  next  demand  of  the  club  members 
was  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  study  and  to 
apply  the  knowledge  they  had  acquired 
to  the  practical  affairs  of  life.  Thus 
the  department  clul)  came  into  being. 
The  work  was  usually  divided  into  two 
or  more  sections,  as  education,  reform, 
philanthropy,  home,  art,  science,  li- 
terature and  philosophy.  Better  re- 
sults could  be  obtained,  it  was  found, 
by  specializing  the  subjects  of  inquiry 
and  making  the  aims  more  definite.  As 
a  natural  consequence  the  attempt  to 
solve  problems  of  one  sort  brought  the 
women  face  to  face  with  other  ques- 
tions equally  vital  and  far-reachins. 
(Irappling  with  educational  difliculties 
and  starting  school  reforms  disclosed 
many  glaring  evils  that  affected  the 
children  In  each  neighborhood,  or  the 
home  in  which  they  live,  or  the  bread- 
winner on  whom  the  child  depends. 
Dispensing  charity  led  to  a  more  scien- 
tific view  of  philanthroj)y,  which  in 
turn  opened  up  all  the  field  of  indus- 
trial achievement  and  the  part  that  wo- 
men and  children  take  in  factory  and 
mercantile    life. 

The  larger  clubs  plunged  at  once  into 
many  forms  of  public  a<'tivity,  and 
became  a  power  for  good  in  their  le- 
spective  communities,  instituting  some 
reforms,  endorsing  others,  and  by  di- 
rect and  indirect  infiuence  champion- 
ing better  methods.  They  administered 
charities,  carried  on  civic  work  in  their 
neighborhood,  increased  the  efllciency 
of  the  schools,  secured  better  factory 
laws  for  wr»rkers,  and  helped  to  ad- 
vance women  to  the  positions  of  factory 
inspector,  police  matron  and  school 
tnistee.  The  clubs  were  also  identi- 
fied with  many  large  movements,  such 
as  tenement  house  reform,  public  parks 
and  play  grounds,  sanitation  and  clean- 
liness, and  abolitition  of  the  sweating 
system.  The  single  club,  however  in- 
fluential, soon  found  its  usefulness 
limited  to  its  own  locality,  whereas 
help  from  other  sections  was  often  re- 
quired to  reach  legislators  and  bring 
about    much-needed    reforms. 


fore  the  more  progressive  club  women 
soon  realized  that  in  combination  lies 
strength  not  to  bo  attained  by  any 
unit.  The  result  was  the  formation  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  with  national  officers  and  a  na- 
tional board,  with  which  thirty  state 
federations  are  now  affiliated. 

The  number  of  women's  clubs  and 
tht'ir  total  membership  Is  surprisingly 
large.  Mrs.  Hernotin  states  that  in 
thirty  states  there  were  last  year  2110 
clubs,  with  132.023  members.  New  York 
takes  the  lead  with  196,  followed  by 
Illinois  with  185,  Iowa  181,  Ohio  ISO, 
Kansas  124,  Massachusetts  123  and 
Colorado  104.  These  are  the  seven 
leading  states  in  the  list,  and  it  is  a 
little  remarkable  that  four  .Vestern 
states  should  exceed  Massachusetts, 
which  is  so  largely  busied  with  reform 
movements.  Minnesota  is  creditad 
with  eighty-three  clubs  having  a  total 
membership  of  3516.  In  addition  to 
the  thirty  state  federations,  with  their 
2110  clubs,  there  are  595  independent 
clubs  in  the  general  federation,  and  the 
number  is  constantly  increasing. 

Mrs.  Hernotin  notes  the  Increasing 
interest  which  is  felt  by  all  the  clubs 
in  social-economic  questions.  She  says: 
"The  club  members  seem  to  have  be- 
come convinced  that  the  science  of 
economics  is  at  the  bottom  of  nearly 
all  their  problems.  Resolving  to  ac- 
quaint themselves  with  existing^  eco- 
nomic conditions,  the  women  formed 
study  classes  and  invited  experts  and 
practical  workers  in  the  realms  of 
philanthropy,  charity,  education  and 
statistical  science  to  present  the  new- 
est  views  and  results.  ,By  the  interest 
thus  aroused  among  large  and  influen- 
tial memberships  much  has  been  done 
to  raise  civic  standards,  to  remedy 
abuses,  to  Improve  sanitary  conditions 
and  relieve  the  hardships  of  industrial 
pursuits  as  now  carried  on  l>y  women 
and  children." 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Influence 
of  women  Is  steadily  increasing,  and 
the  co-operation  and  joint  effort  se- 
cured through  the  medium  of  their 
numerous  clubs  is  tending  to  make  that 
influence   more  effective.

Tlie  resolution  reported  by  the  light 
and  water  committee,  tendering  the 
Commercial  Light  and  Power  company 
a  prnpositi.m  for  2s6  2000  candle  power 
lights  for  one  year  at  $8.3  per  li-ht  was 
la-t  evening  defea  ed  in  a  ballot  taken 
"in  committee  of  th?  whole,  by  a  vote  of 
S  to  S.  and  the  natter  went  over  to 
Monday,  being  made  a  special  order  of 
business  for  that  evening.  That  p.irt  of 
the  re.solution  ofTering  a  contract  for 
100  lights  for  one  year  at  $100  per  light 
was  strut  k  out  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Krunisieg.

She  loaded  at  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  ore  docks 
7372  gross  tons  of  iron  ore,  or  S237  net 
tons,  on  a  draft  of  is  feel  1  inch  both  fore 
and  aft.  The  greatest  cargo  before  this 
Iierformance  of  the  new  boat  was  that 
of  the  schooner  John  Fritz  a  short  time 
ago  when  it  carrietl  from  Dulutii  to  Con- 
ncaut  7088  gross   tons  of  iron  ore. 

This  is  not  only  the  greatest  iron  ore 
cargo  ever  carried,  but  the  greatest  era- 
go  of  any  kind  ever  carried  on  the  lakt-s 
It  is  eqiiivali-nt  in  weight  to  27.i,22l  busii- 
•  Is  of  wheat  or  204.X.SO  bushels  of  corn 
The  i-ci-ord  will  probalilv  be  iield  by  the 
Smeaton  until  the  new  500-foot  boats  get 
out,  when  they,  in  their  turn,  will  estab- 
lish new  records.  The  older  class  of  larse 
vessels,  which  are  only  a  couple  of  years 
old.  have  had  their  turn  at  record  break- 
ing, and  now  the  cargo  records  will  lie 
established  by  the  large  l)oats  that  are 
comiiip  out.

Trout  Streamii  In  Vicinity  of  Duiuth 
Aii  Need  Re-Stoclcins. 

Executive  A.tent  Beutner  of  the  fish 
and  game  L-omaii.ssion  and  Superinten- 
dent M.rgan  o)  the  state  fish  hatcherv 
are  on  the  Mesiba  range  planting  trout 
fry  in  the  stream.^  of  that  localitv. 
which  are  said  to  be  pretty  well  fished 
out.  The  Duluth.  Missabe  &  Northern 
gives  free  transportation  for  the  fish. 
One  reason  for  the  fact  that  these 
streams  are  almost  cleaned  out  is  said 
to  be  that  the  ^inlanders  on  the  range 
are  great  fish- waters,  and  while  thev 
fish  as  legitimately  as  any  other  pe.j- 
ple.  they  are  siid  to  e?t  a  good  deal 
more,  and  one  autho: . .  .-l.Tims  that 
they  eat  ten  times  as  many  fish  as  any 
one  else. 

Fishermen  sa.v  that  the  Mesaba  range 
streams  are  not  the  only  ones  in  this 
.section  that  neel  restocking.  All  of  the 
streams  within  a  comfortable  distance 
of  Duluth  are  pretty  well  fished  out. 
Whether  these  streams  have  ever  been 
stacked  with  trcut  or  not.  except  bv  the 
munificent  hand  of  nature,  the  fact  re- 
mains that  at  p  -esent  fishing  in  most  of 
Uiern  is  mighty  hard  work.  It  is  neces- 
sary, in  order  t)  make  anything  like  a 
respectable  catch,  to  go  a  considerable 
distance  up  the  stream,  and  even  then 
there  is  no  lack  of  instances  where  good 
fishermen— at  least  they  said  they  wcie 
good  fishermen--havc  returned  from  a 
fishing  trip  without  any  fish. 

Farther   back   along   the    north   shore, 
where  it  is  not  .so  easy  to  get,  of  course 
iheie  are  still    many       streams       where 
trout   are  plentilul,   but   in  most  of     the 
streams  that  are  witiiin  easy  distances 
the  fish  are  getting  scarce  and  shv.  as 
might   be  expected.     Whether   the   state 
ollicials  can   be  induced    to  make  a  gen- 
eral   restocking   of    the   streams   in    this 
vicinity    will    no:    iie   known   until    it    is 
tiled,    liiit    fishetmen    b,elieve    ihit    it    is 
well  worth  trying.     There  are  an  abun- 
dance of  ex.elletit      trout      streams— all 
that   is  needed   is  the  trout.     The  state 
fish  hatchery  has  plenty  of  frv  just  for 
the    |)urpo.se    of    planting,    and    if    thev 
could  be  drawn   this       way      sportsmen 
would  appieciate  it  verv  much.    With  a 
generous  stocking  of  these  streams,  and 
adequate  protection  for  them   until    the 
fry  are   full   grn-vn,    it    will    make   .some 
great  fishing  pla-es  near  Duluth. 

Reports  come  in  from  several  i)laccs 
in  the  state  tha  big  water  snakes  are 
working  liavoc  am<mg  the  pickerel  and 
bass,  says  the  Minneapolis  Tribune. 
They  are  eating  the  fish  in  considerable 
luiriibers.  thus  ti  king  them  away  from 
their  legitimate  owners,  the  sportsmen 
It  is  not  likely,  however,  that  the  appe- 
tites of  these  snakes  are  strong  enough 
to  make  much  difference  in  the  quan- 
litiy  of  fish  in  th^  state.

A  Wandsworth  man  called  Mansfield 
thinks  he  has  made  a  discovery,  says 
a  London  cable  to  the  Chicago  Times- 
Herald.

SPECTER  OF  UNREST 


Due  to  Lack  of  Recognition 

and  the  Breaking  of 

Promises.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washinstm.  July  :.i.— (Special  u  The 
Herald.)— It    is  a     noticeable     fact   that 
there   is  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction 
anions:    the    colored    voters,    and    there 
set^ms  to  be  something  more  than  rumor 
in  the  report  that  there  will  be  division 
of  the  colored  vote  in  the  next  presiden- 
tial   election    unless   something    is    don-^ 
between   now-   and   then   to  solidify   and 
pacify  the  disgruntled  element.       Their 
claim    is    that    they    have    not    received 
sufficient    recognition   at    the   hands     of 
the  present  administration,  and  that  all 
promises  made  to       them       have   l>een 
broken. 

Daniel  W.  Murray,  a.ssistant  lil)rarian 
of  congress,  and  one  of  the  best  Itnown 
colored  men  in  Washington,  say.^  that 
is  has  been  long  the  custom  of  the  Ke- 
publican  party  to  rely  upon  the  colored 
vote  with  assurance.  that  the  doubt 
which  now  pervades  political  circles  as 
to  its  attitude  cannot  be  fully  appre- 
ciated by  the  party  managers,  who  al- 
ways started  to  solve  their  political 
prol)lpnis  with  the  colored  vote  as  the 
known  equation. 

"The    present    state    of    affairs."    said 
Mr.    Murray,    "may   well   cause   anxiety 
wh^?re   hitherto  doubt    was   a   stranger. 
and    set    in    motion    the    long-neglected 
duty  of  self-examination.    Has  the  col- 
ored voter  good  reason  to  feel  resentful 
toward  the  party  he  has  so  long  and  de- 
voteflly    aided?    I    believe   he    has.     For 
years,   as  a  people,       we       have       been 
struggling   to  share   the   glory  of  mili- 
tary life  through       opportunity  in       the 
army,   but  the     un-Christian     spirit     of 
caste  has  persistently   barred   our    way. 
and   that   with   the  tacit  consent  of  pro- 


fessed friends.  Now,  when  the  2:i5  lieu- 
tenants were  to  be  appointed,  we 
thought  that  the  promptings  of  grati- 
tude would  have  suggested  the  propriety 
of  giving  to  the  colored  man,  the  faith- 
ful ally  of  the  party  in  every  contest,  a 
share;  but  he  got— not  one.  We  would 
be  less  than  human  if  we  felt  no  re- 
sentment over  such  ungrateful  treat- 
ment. It  was  said  that  the  require- 
ments could  not  be  met  l>y  colored  men. 
through  lack  of  education.  This  i.s  not 
true,  since  a  few  were  appointed  durin:? 
the  stress  of  war.  and  if  they  could  be 
equal  to  the  necessities  of  war,  they 
are  certainly  equal  to  the  demands  of 
peace. 

■■-Again,    if   the  colored   man  has   any 
tli.«tinctive   place  in    the   economics     of 
this  country,  it  is  the  field  of  labor,  and 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  whole  coun- 
try to  encourage  and  stimulate  his  fac- 
ulties along  industrial   lines   to  greater 
skill    and    diversity,    that    this   country 
may    more   successfully    compete     with 
P:un.i)e.     Therefore,   when  congress  pro- 
vided for  an   industrial   commission     to 
investigate  the      need.-i      and      suggest 
means    of    improving    the    condition    of 
labor,  we  felt,  as  we  had  a  right  t  >  feel, 
thnt    so    promising    an    opportunity    to 
give  us  a  voice   in  our       special       field 
would  not  be  neglected.    All   know   the 
result.     No  colored  man  was  appointed, 
and   notwithstanding  several    vacancies 
occurred  in   the  commission  later,   nunc 
was  chosen. 

"It  may  nut  be  generally  known,  but 
it    is  a  fact  nevertheless,    that   the  cir- 
cular issued   tiy   the       North       Carolina 
murderers  to  justify  their  course  of  ex- 
cluding the  colored  people  of  Wilming- 
t'ln  from  any  voice  in  that  city's  affairs, 
had  as  its  text  the  unrepresented  con- 
dition   of    the      colored     population     of 
Washington,  D.  C.  saying  that  the  Re- 
publicans   of    Washington    in    authority 
had    excluded    the    negro,    and    he    was 
migrating  to  their  city  as      the      only 
place    open    to   him.    Thus    they    made 
their  murders  hinge  on  our  unfortunate 
condition  here.    The  question  comes  up 
strongly,  ought  we  to  submit  quietly  to 
exclusion  under  Republican  rule?    If  we 
do,  we  lose  the  right  to  justly  complain 
when  violently  excluded  by  our  political 
opponents.     It    is    clearly    obvious    that 
the  failure  to  give  the  90,000  colored  peo- 
ple  of   Washington,    D.    C,    any    repre- 
sentation in   the  city's  affairs  presents 
to  the  colored  population  of  the  United 
States  an  object  lesson  of  the  indiffer- 
ence of  the  Republican  party  toward  its 
colored  voters  sufficient  to  absolve  them 
throughout  the  country  of  the  charge  of 
ingratitude  if   they  seek   to  make   alli- 
ances more  conducive  to  their  welfare.

Chief  Flatmouth  Said  to  Be  Looking

I.eerh  Lake.  July  21.— Chief  Flatmouth 
has  discarded  citizens  clothes  and  re- 
paired to  the  Pilot  office  yesterday 
morning  arrayed   in   paint  and  feathers 

and  a     most     excited     and     determined 
rr  ouU. 

He  sa'd  that  he  had  called  a  council 
of  all  the  Leech  Lake  Indians  to  as- 
semble at  the  old  agency  on  Mondav, 
July  1'4,  to  protest  against  th'>  revoc.i- 
tion  of  the  eviction  order. 

He  claimed  that  the  government 
wiuld  not  respect  the  rights  of  the  In- 
dians; that  the  reservation  was  th>ir 
territory,  and  that  if  the  settlers  were 
permitted  to  remain  in  one  part  of  the 
rescrvaticn  there  wa.s  no  excuse  wh\ 
they  would  not  be  permitted  to  go  to 
other  places. 

The  Indians  in  this  neighborhood  do 
not  take  kindly  to  the  action  of  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  relative  to  tlic 
matter.  It  will  require  careful  di- 
plomacy to  convince  the  Indians  that 
the  government  intends  keeping  faiili 
with  them. 


N'ew  York.  July  2L— The  Herald's 
correspond,  nt  at  Trieste,  describing  the 
arrival  of  Admiral  Dewey,  said:  Ad- 
niiral  Dewey  was  dressed  in  a  whitt- 
duck  uniform,  with  an  admiral's  shoul- 
der straps  and  the  peak  on  his  cap 
heavily  embroidered  with  gold.  He 
said : 

"I  really  came  here  in  order  to  give 
the  menachanceto  recuperate  and  to  go 
on  shore.  We  shall  touch,  after  leaving 
here,  at  Naples.  Leghorn.  tJibraltar  and 
Madeira.  My  health  is  very  good,"  he 
said,  and,  pointing  to  the  hills,  added: 
"I  think  I  shall  get  among  them." 

"Then  you  are  not  going  into  the  in- 
terior to  the  Bohemian  springs?"  was 
asked,  and  he  shook  his  head. 

The  admiral  had  the  bronzed  look  of 
r>erfect  health. 

Dr.  H.  T.  Price.  of  the  Olympia, 
smiled  at  the  rumor  about  the  admiral's 
ill  health  and  said:  "He  is  quite  well 
and  will  not  go  to  Carlsbad." 
Admiral  Dewey  continued:  "I  am  very 
careful  about  my  diet  and  have  declined 
all  invitations  to  banquets  on  that  ac- 
count." 

The  doctor  told  me  there  had  been 
eighty-five  cases  of  fever  »n  Imard  the 
Olympia  since  leaving  Manilla,  but  all 
are  now  well. 

Tomorrow  morning  Admiral  Dewey 
will  call  on  the  governor  and  Minister 
Harris,  who  will  give  a  grand  dinner  in 
the  evening  in  honor  of  him  and  his 
officers,  which  the  admiral  will  attend. 
A  dent  about  the  size  of  a  man's  head 
in  the  Olympiads  forward  plating  is  the 
only  damage  remaining  from  the  Span- 
ish fire. 

Admiral  Spaun,  commander-in-chief 
of  the  Austrian  navy,  came  yesterday 
to  meet  Admiral  Dewey,  but  was  un- 
able to  await  the  arrival  of  the  Olympia 
and  left  Trieste  last  evening.  Dr. 
I'rice,  medical  inspector,  has  been 
lieved  from  the  Olympia.

ChitaKo,  July  21.— Four  thousand  peo- 
I'lc  irowdivl  into  tho  Auditorium  last 
night,  dfsjiiti*  the  sweltering  Ijeut.  to  at- 
tend the  political  meeting  given  undor 
the  au.«!piies  of  the  Chicago  platform 
l>eniot-rats. 

It  was  fmm  first  to  hi.«t  a  silver  mest- 
iiig.  an  Aitgeld  meeting,  an  anti-trust 
and  anti-expansion  meeting.  All  of  the 
speakers  except  ex-Governor  Stone  oi 
ilissouri.  who  was,  ill  and  talked  for 
less  than  two  minutes,  declaivd  in  favor 
of  iti  to  I  and  against  the  war  in  the 
Philippines. 

-Mr.  Ilryan  said  in  part: 
'•In  sjieaking  in  Chicago  1  am  embar- 
rassed   i.y    the    f:ict    that    advocates     of 
the   Chicago    platform    are    divided    int.) 
two  camjis.     It   is  not   niv    business     to 
establish   a    secret   servii-e   in    order     to 
ascertain     what     Democrats     are   most 
devoted  t>i  the  primiples  set  forth  in  the 
last   party  cre.-d.     All   Chicago  platform 
l>emocrats  l.mk  like  to  me.  and  instead 
I'f  trying  ti>  drive  any  pniftssed  believer 
in   that  platform  out   of  the  party,   my 
aim  is  t>j  .so  impress  upon  all  I'emo.rats 
the  imjxrtance  of  the  tiiumph  uf  Dem- 
i'cratic   principles    that   all    local    differ- 
ences  will  be  lost  sight  of  in   the  deter- 
minati(  n    to    restore   the   government    to 
the  foundatitins  laiti  by  the  founders. 

•In  the  brief  time  that  I  shall  speak 
to  you  I  desire  to  oondense  what  I  have 
to  say  up.n  the  silver  question  in  a  bri  -f 
general  pro|>ositit>n: 

••First— President  .McKinley,  bv  .<=end- 
ing  a  mmmission  to  Europe  to  vvork  for 
international  l)im.-tallism.  confessed  the 
g'>Id  standard  to  be  un.satisfaotory. 

••Second— The  failure  of  the  commis- 
sion to  secure  international  bimetallism 
shows  that  bimetallism  can  onlv  be  se- 
cured by  independent  acord. 

••Third-Thc  gold  standanl  is  main- 
tained today,  not  because  the  American 
people  desire  it.  but  because  a  few  Kng- 
lish  financiers,  by  controlling  the  finan- 
cial policy  of  Kngland.  control,  through 
the  liepublican  party,  the  financial 
policy  of  the  Cnited  States. 

•'Fourth — If  the  increaseil  production 
of  gold  in  the  Klontlike  and  the  impor- 
tation of  gold  from  Kurope  have  in- 
crea.sed  the  volume  of  m onev  and  im- 
proved times,  it  is  evident  "that  more 
money  makes  better  times,  and  times 
could  I'e  still  further  improved,  and  the 
improvement  made  |)ennanent  bv  the 
lestoiation  of  bimetallism,  whi.h  would 
make  silver  as  well  as  gold  .iva liable  for 
t-oinage. 

■•Fifth— If  it  was  more  difl^cult  to 
maintain  the  parity  between  gold  and 
silver  when  the  supply  of  silver  was  in- 
creasing, it  must  now  be  easier  to  main- 
tain the  parity,  since  the  supjtiv  of  gold 
is  increasing. 

■•On  the  trust  question  I  suggest  th.^ 
following  propositions  for  your  consid- 
ation: 

"First— The  trust  is  a  menace  to  th^ 
welfare  of  the  people  of  the  I'nirod 
States  becau.se  it  creates  a  monopolv 
and  gives  to  the  few  in  control  of  ilie 
monopoly  almost  unlimited  power  over 
the  lives  and  huppine.ss  of  consumers, 
emj.loyes  and  pri>ducers  of  raw  ma- 
terial. 

••Second— The  president  appoints  the 
attorney  general,  and  can.  if  he  desir  -s. 
.<;ecure  an  attorney  general  who  will  en- 
forc   the  anti-trust   laws. 

••Third— The  attorney  general  can  rec- 
ommend sufficient  laws  if  i)resent  laws 
are  insufficient. 

•"Fourth — The  attorney  general  can 
recommend  an  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution, if  the  iiresent  constitution 
makes  it  Impossible  to  extinguish  th»» 
trust. 

•Fifth— The  Republican  party  i-- 
I.owerless  to  extinguish  thi'  trusts  so 
long  as  the  trusts  furnish  the  nionev  to 
continue  the  Republican  party  in  power. 

'In  the  Philippine  question  certain 
fundamental  principles  are  involved: 

•First— There  are  but  two  sources  of 
government,  force  and  consent,  monar- 
chies being  founded  upon  force,  repub- 
lics upon  consent. 

•■Sec(m<l— The  Declaration  of  Tmlepen- 
dence  asserts  that  all  governments  de- 
rive their  just  powers  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed. 

•Third— If  the  Eeclaration  of  Inde- 
pendence is  sound,  we  cannot  rightfullv 
acquire  title  to  the  Philippine  island^i 
by  conquest  or  by  purchase  from  an 
alien  monarch,  to  whose  rebellious  sub- 
jects we  ourselves  furnished  arms. 

••Fourth- If  the  Philippines  are.  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  free,  they  should 
be  immediately  assured  of  our  nation's 
intention  to  give  them  independence  as 
soon  as  a  stable  government  can  be  es- 
tablished. 

•Fifth— The  Filipinos,  having  fallen 
into  our  hands  by  accident  of  war, 
should  be  dealt  with  according  to  Amer- 
ican principles,  and  not  only  be  given 
independence,  but  protected  from  out- 
side interference  while  they  work  out 
their  own  destiny."' 

The  speech  of  Mr.  Bryan  evoked  great 
enthusiasm  among  his  hearers,  espe- 
cially w  hen  he  remarked  that  the  Ameri- 
can gf)vernment  should  pursue  in  Luzon 
the  same  policy  as  was  pursued  in  Cuba. 
The  Philii.pines.  he  said,  came  into  our 
hands  by  accident  of  war,  and  being 
there,  they  should  be  threated  on  Ameri- 
can principles  and  not  on  those  followed 
by  Fluropean  governments.  The  polic-y 
of  the  government,  he  said.  shf)uld  be 
to  create  a  government,  a  republic,  in 
the  Philippines  and  say  to  all  the  world 
'hands  off."  The  crowd  punctuated  his 
speech  with  cheers. 

The  meeting  was  largely  made  uji 
with  local  adherents  of  the  Chicago 
platform  and  personal  friends  of  ex- 
Governor  Altgeld.  The  meeting,  there- 
fore, partook  somewhat  of  the  nature  of 
a  personal  tribute  to  him.  Many  of  the 
speakers  alluded  to  him  in  laudatory 
terms  and  at  every  mention  of  his  name 
the  audience  shouted  api)roval. 

Mr.  Altgeld  did  n<tt  occupy  a  seat  on 
the  platform,  but  throughout  the  meet- 
ing occupied  the  rear  part  of  an  uppep 
box.  and  (mly  made  his  appearance  at 
the  front  of  the  box  when  the  demand 
of  the  audience  to  hear  from  him  be- 
came too  loud  for  Chairman  Clarance  S 
Darrow  to  subdue. 

About  one-half  of  the  members  of  the 
national  committee  occupied  seats  on 
the  platform,  the  balance  of  them  fail- 
ing to  put  in  an  appearance.  Chairman 
Darrow  made  a  short  address,  defining 
the  objects  of  the  meeting  and  urging  his 
hearers  to  stand  firmly  by  the  principles 
enumerated  in  the  Chicago  platform  of 
1896. 

Jle  introduced  as  first  speaker  James 


P.  Tarvin,  of  Kentuckv.   who  f^.oke  a- 
follows: 

"For  the  first  time  since  the  clo.se  of 
th(>  civil  \var.  a  great  national  political 
organization  stands  free  from  the  dom- 
ination of  the  organized  money  power 
of  the  land.  The  DeOKKiatic  |>aily  in 
isr)6  declared  and  accomplished  its  in- 
depemlence.  and  tlieieby  parted  com- 
pany with  the  Clevelands.  the  Whii- 
neys.  the  Helmonts  and  other  represen- 
tatives of  capital.  It  is  t)ur  desire  that 
the  Democratic  party  shall  retain  its 
independence,  and  stand  as  the  repre- 
sentative and  agent  of  the  labor  and 
the  produce  of  the  nation.  If  this  is 
to  be.  the  Voters  must  control  the  or- 
ganization, not  the  organization  the 
voters.  Power  and  authorization  to  the 
Voter.s.  This  c<»nditiim  is  best  brought 
aboiii-|,y  th.'  spr.ad  and  mainteniuice

As  soon  as  Vice  Chairman  Stone  had 
calletl  the  meeting  of  the  national  Dem- 
(Hiatic  committee  to  order  vesterdav 
Congressman  Fergu.son  of  New  Mexico 
was  elected  to  till  the  vacam-y  from  that 
state  caused  by  the  resignation  of  F  A 
Mazanares.  The  chair  then  announ<ed

Mr.  Stone  then  announced  that  the 
committee  of  three  appointed  to  investi- 
gate  the  charges  made  by  the  Harrison 
faction  of  Illinois  against  P.  J.  Devlin 
editor  of  the  press  bureau  of  the  na- 
tional committee,  was  ready  to  report. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  .if 
Mr.  Williams  there  were  loud  cries  for 
Altgeld.  so  continued  that  the  ex-gov- 
ernor, who  was  in  his  box,  was  com- 
pelled to  come  to  the  platform  and  make 
a  short  address. 

Chairman  Darr.)w  introduced  Con- 
gressman Lentz  of  Ohio,  who  said  In 
part:

•■We  are  all  of  one  mind  on  that  sub- 
ject; but  if  the  test  of  loyaltv  t.)  the  flag 
is  to  be  measured  by  lovaltv  to  I'resi"- 
dent  McKinley's  Philippine  p.ilicy,  1  pre- 
dict that  Icmg  before  the  next  presi- 
dential election  the  truly  loval  element 
in  this  country  will  be  found  to  be  in  a 
hopeless   minority." 

Following  Gen".  Finlev  Mr.  Harrow 
briefly  introduced  Mr.  Pryan.  who  was 
given  an  enthusiastic  welcome  His 
declaration  that  he  felt  embarrassed 
about  speaking  in  Chicago  because  of 
the  split  in  the  local  Democracy,  and 
that  It  was  not  his  business  to  employ 
the  secret  service  to  air  the  difference^! 
of  Democrats,  provoked  a  deep  opposi- 
tion among  the  staunch  adherents  of 
Air.

There  is  slowly  Iwing  workeJ  out  l)y 
the  masti'i-  mimls  of  Wall  street  the 
plans  of  the  greatest  railroad  combina- 
tion the  world  has  ever  known.  It  is  to 
be  the  srand  fliniax  of  the  financial  de- 
vel.ipujont  of  the  nineteenth  century 
and  the  culmination  of  the  w.inderful 
era  of  combination  and  organization. 
which  have  recently  becnme  almost  all- 
embracing. 

The  combined  capital  of  this  stupen- 
dous enterpri.-=e  almost  surpas.«es  com- 
prehension, while  its  power  will  be 
greater  than  that  exerci.sed  by  any  set 
of  men  on  the  face  of  the  earth  save 
that  of  o:i;aiiiz»(l  sovernments,  i^ays  tlie 
New  York  World.  Its  resources  will 
be  secimd  only  in  this  country  to  that 
ut  the  I'nited  States  government,  and 
Its  influence  will  extend  to  every 
state. 

It  will  indeed,  at  this  time,  be  impos- 
.«ible  to  set  the  lindtations  of  this  coali- 
tion to  which  the  tendency  of  tiie  times 
has  at  last  brought  the  railroads  of  the 
country  under  the  direction  of  J.  Pier- 
pont    Morgan,   its   master  tinaniier. 

The  new  organization  is  to  be  nothing 
less  than  "the  railroad  trust,"  undeV 
whose  prolecti.m  all  the  railroad  sys- 
tems of  the  cuntry  are  about  to  arrav 
themselves.  The  main  object  of  the 
trust  is  to  maintain  rates  and  to  elimi- 
nate expensive  competition  as  much  as 
possible  by  the  division  of  territory. 

The  men  who  are  working  out  the 
plan,  evidences  of  whiih  are  l>ecoming 
manifest  every  <iay  in  the  changes 
which  are  taking  jdace  in  the  official-! 
of  the  vari.  u.s  systems,  are  J.  Pierponi 
Morgan.  William  K.  V'anderbilt.  Will- 
iam Kockef.ller.  K.  H.  Harriman, 
Oeorge  tJould.  James  J.  Hill  anil  A.  J. 
Ca.ssut. 

The  purpo.ses  of  this  organization  are 
thus  summaiized: 

In  brief,  the  combinati  m  will  under- 
take at  once  the  re-estaiilishing  of 
rates  and  their  maintenance  on  a  per- 
maiii-nt   i>asjs. 

It  aill  begin  at  once  to  cut  down  the 
expensive  passenger  and  advertising 
•lepartments  of  the  railroad.  Adver- 
tisenients  will  be  withdrawn  from  all 
the  small  country  newspapers  which 
receive  transpjitation  in  exchange  for 
advertising  and  sell  it.  thus  disturbing 
rates. 

It  will  abolish  the  so-called  "fast 
freight  lines.  '  which  are  expensive  and 
unremuneratlve  parasites. 

It  will  do  away  with  the  selling 
agencies  and  the  various  subsidiary 
companies  owned  and  operated  by  offi- 
cials of  the  parent  companies. 
.  It  will  alwilish  the  traveling  freight 
a^ent  as  far  as  possible,  as  he  is  univer- 
jsally  Voted  "the  root  of  all  evil." 

It  will  resist  the  demands  of  all  big 
corporations  for  rebates,  excepting  al- 
ways the  Standard  Oil  company;  and  it 
will,  following  the  lead  of  the  Balti- 
JTore  and  Ohio  rajlroad,  co-operate  with 
the  interstate  corhmerce  commission  in 
the  maintenance  of  law  and  rates. 

It  will  establish  both  the  anthracite 
and  Iiituminuus  coal  trades  on  a  per- 
manently iir.»fital)le  basis. 

It  will  ab.ilish  differentials  a:  the 
Atlantic  seaports  and  establish  a  grain 
tariff  from  the  Wt«t  to  the  seaboard 
based  rn  the  r'revailing  market  price  of 
the  cereal  on  the  Chicago  board  of 
trade. 

It  will  tike  up  and  provide  fir  a 
.Settlement  of  the  labor  question  as  far 
as  i>ossible. 

Like  many  great  enterprises  this  stu- 
pend.ius  undertaking  had  a  very  .*mall 
bf  ginning;  indeed,  it  might  be  "said  to 
have  been  almost  accidental  in  its 
<>rigin. 

When  ihe  I'nited  States  supreme 
court  declared  the  Joint  Traffic  associa- 
tion to  be  illegal,  railroad  rates,  which 
had  been  fairly  well  maintained  under 
its  constant  supervision,  fell  into  a 
state  of  complete  demoralization.  The 
railroads  had  hoped  that  the  Pooling 
bill,  which  had  long  lieen  before  con- 
gress, might  pass  and  give  them  the  re- 
lief they  sought.  Congress,  however, 
failed  to  pass  the  bill. 

Indeed,  it  became  plain  that  the  rural 
members  (  f  congress  were  so   flxeil     ir. 


their  opp<i8ition  to  the  measure  that  it 
could  never  become  a  law.  With  no 
re:oedy  in  sight  the  railroads  were  cast- 
ing about  them  almost  hopelessly,  when 
an  incident  happened  which  i  hanged 
the   whole  course  of  their  plans. 

There  had  been  for  several  veais 
growing  in  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Chicago  &  Alton  much  dissatisfaction 
with  the  old-fashioned  methods  of  Presi- 
dent Hlackst<me.  He  had  failed  to  de- 
velop the  contributary  territory  of 
the  syst»!m.  so  that  it  was  be- 
ginning to  find  itself  with  no  outlet 
from  St.  I.ouis  and  Kansas  City  to  the 
great  Southwest,  whence  rival  lines 
were  drawing  their  greatest  sustenance. 
Among  the  leaders  of  the  opposition 
to  President  Hlackstone  was  John  J. 
Mitchell,  president  of  the  Illinois  Trust 
and  Savings  bank,  who  held  options  on 
practically  enough  of  the  stock  to  carry 
the  crmtrol  of  the  roail. 

At  this  point  there  came  along  Mr. 
Stilman.  president  of  the  Kansas  City. 
Pittsburg  &  Oulf.  a  Kan.sas  City  young 
man  with  an  ambition  much  bigger  than 
his  financial  backing,  wlio  saw  in  the 
possession  of  the  Alton  lailroad  a  Very 
valuable  inlet  into  Chicago  and  the  crea- 
tion thereby  of  a  grand  trunk  line  b-^- 
iween  the  great  lakes  and  Port  Arthur 
UP  the  gulf.  He  obtained  a  short  option 
from  Mr.  Mitchell  and  hurried  to  New 
York  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to 
complete  the  purchase. 

Wail  street  was  amazed  to  learn  that 
Alton  was  in  the  market.  Mr.  Stilman 
was  e<|Ually  amazed  at  the  ctirdial  re- 
ception his  .scheme  received.  A  syndi- 
cate was  organized  to  underwrite  the 
deal.  Put  Mr.  Stilman  talked  too  soon. 
He  gave  an  interview  to  the  newspapers 
<ietailing  the  whole  scheme.  It  attracted 
the  eye  of  William  Rockefeller. 

The  Rockefellers  own  the  Missouri, 
Kansas  &  Texas  railroad,  which  prac- 
tically parallels  the  Kan.sas  City.  I'itts- 
burg  &  Gulf  railroad.  "Katy"  has  al- 
ways been  an  elephant  on  the  hands  of 
the  Standard  Oil  crowd,  because  they 
have   never  been   able   to  obtain   a    line

I'reaming.  strange  to  say.  that  the  Alton 
road  was  in  the  market,  they  were  .it 
the  time  Mr.  Stilman  reached  New  York 
dickering  with  the  Deutsche  bank  of 
Perlin  for  a  little  road  known  as  the  St. 
Louis,  Peoria  &  Northern,  with  the  idea 
of  absorbing  it  and  completing  it  from 
Peoria  to  Chicago,  at  which  point  the 
Rockefellers  had  secured  an  ojjtion  on 
the  Chicago  Terminal  Transfer,  which 
holds  rich  franchises  and  the  Grand 
Central  depot  in  that  city. 

The  Standard  Oil  crowd  at  once, 
through  the  powerful  National  City 
bank,  began  to  call  off  the  financiers 
who  had  been  offering  their  assistance 
to  Mr.  Stilman.  while  freorge  Could, 
who  had  also  been  looking  for  an  out- 
let to  the  lakes  for  his  Missouri  Pacitic. 
also  began  to  use  his  influence  to  defeat 
the  Stilman  purchase.  The  latter  found 
himself  checkmated  at  every  move  and 
finally  returned  home,  allowed  his  op- 
tion to  expire  and  his  road  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

At  this  juncture  there  appeared  on 
the  scene  yuung  K.  H.  Harriman,  who 
has  earned  in  recent  years  the  sobri(iU:t 
of  "the  Jay  Gould  of  the  West."  Mr. 
Harriman  is  a  discovery  of  Stuyvesnnt 
Fish,  president  of  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad.  Mr.  Fish  took  him  out  West 
as  vice  president  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral, iuid  it  was  through  the  friendship 
and  aid  of  William  K.  Vanderbiit,  who 
had  acquired  large  holdings  in  the 
rnii>n  Pacific  railroad,  that  Mr.  Harri- 
man became  the  chairman  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  that  road.  Mr.  Harri- 
man saw  that  the  interests  of  the  var- 
ious contestants  of  Alton  could  be  har- 
monized and  that  the  road  could  be  used 
as  a  clearing  hou.se  for  all  the  systems 
which  were  about  to  go  to  war  for  its 
possession. 

He  proposed  that  they  form  a  syndi- 
cate and  unite  for  its  purchase.  It  would 
give  M..  K.  T.  &  Missouri  Pacific  their 
Chicago  terminals:  it  would  give  Union 
Pacific  and  Illinois  Central  especial  ad- 
vantages by  affording  the  one  a  shorter 
line  into  St.  Louis  and  the  I'nion  PaclH  ■ 
a  Southern  Illinois  connection  from 
Omaha. 

So  it  was  that  the  syndicate  was  or- 
ganized among  the  following  interests: 
Illinois  Central  and  Union  Pacific,  rep- 
re.sente<i  by  E.  H.  Harriman  and  Kuhn. 
Loeb  &  Co.;  Mis.souri,  Kansas  <fc  Texas 
represented  by  William  Rockefeller,  and 
Missouri  Pacific,  represented  by  George 
Gould.  William  K.  Vanderbiit  and  J.  P. 
Morgan  were,  of  course,  represented  in 
the  pool  through  Mr.  Harriman. 

Thus  brought  together,  these  giant  in- 
terests which  had  for  years  been  fight- 
ing each  other  saw  great  possibilities  in 
this  plan  of  harmony.  The  mind  of 
Morgan  took  up  the  work  of  Harriman. 
which  had  its  limitations. 

It  saw  greater  earnings  and  greater 
economies  in  the  welding  of  the  great 
systems  in  one  combination,  not  corpo- 
rate but  actual.  It  was  from  the  first 
resolved  to  retain  in  every  case  the  cor- 
porate individuality  of  the  various 
roads.  This  was  in  obedience  to  the  laws 
of  many  states  prohibiting  the  combina- 
tion of  competing  lines. 

There  was  policy  in  it,  too,  for  these 
gentlemen  have  already  read  the  warn- 
ing in  the  sky  against  the  trusts. 

The  first  step  of  the  great  syndicate 
was  to  exercise  the  options  which  the 
Missouri.  Kansas  &  Texas  railroad  had 
on  the  St.  Louis  &  Northern  and  the 
Chicago  Terminal  Transfer  company. 
Both  of  these  deals  have  now  been  suc- 
cessfully put  through,  and  Alton  will 
sell  or  abandon  its  old  Union  depot  en- 
trance and  pay  its  pro  rata  of  the  Chi- 
cago Terminal  expenses.  It  will  thus 
.save  the  $2,0<W,000  it  would  otherwise 
have  to  spend  to  elevate  its  tracks. 

In  the  meantime  the  harmonizers  have 
been  persistently  at  work.  Their  first 
task  was  to  settle  the  differences  be- 
tween J.  J.  Hill  and  J.  P.  Morgan  in 
Northern  Pacific.  This  was  no  easy 
matter,  as  both  were  strong  and  un- 
yielding and  believed  them.selves  thor- 
oughly   right. 

At  last,  however,  the  pacifiers  have 
succeeded.  William  K.  Vanderbilt's 
inriuence  has,  it  is  believed,  triumphed. 
The  election  of  John  S.  Kennedy,  th' 
largest  stockholder  in  the  Great  North- 
ern railway,  to  a  position  as  director 
in  the  Northern  Pacific  has  finally 
healed   the   breach. 

Mr.  Morgan  has  busied  himself  with 
harmonizing  the  coal  trare  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Vanderbilts.  He  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  changes  in  Delaware. 
Lackawanna  &  Western,  which  have 
finally  brought  that  recalcitrant  inter- 


est under  the  domination  of  the  coal 
trust,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  has 
succeeded  in  bringing  the  Delaware  & 
Hudson  under  Vanderbiit  control  at 
last. 

The  first  evidence  of  the  suc<'ess  of 
"harmonizing"  the  coalers  has  been 
the  advatue  of  'Hi  cents  a  ton  on  the 
price  of  anthracite  coal,  which  will  add 
to  the  revenues  of  the  coal  group  of 
stocks  no  less  than  $10,000,000,  while 
another  advance  of  2")  cents  a  ton  in  Oc- 
tober next  will  add  $20,000,000  more  to 
the  revenue,  thus  enriching  their  earn- 
ings by  $JO,000.000  in  a  single  year. 

Another  evidence  of  the  new  com- 
bination has  been  the  adjustment  of 
the  differences  lu-tween  the  Penns.vl- 
cania  railroad  and  the  New  York  C.'ii- 
tral  over  the  licech  Creek  line,  whicn 
amounts  to  a  compact  that  neither 
road  wil!  hereafter  invade  the  territoy 
of  the  titber  by  the  construction  of  tri- 
butar.v  lines. 

The  latest  evidence  of  the  combina- 
tion has  been  the  adoption  of  the  Stick- 
ney  plan  for  a  great  freight  clearing 
house  in  Chicago,  where  all  the  freight 
between  the  East  and  the  West  will  It" 
cleared  and  distributed  at  a  saving  of 
many  million  dollais  a  year. 

Back  of  all  this  is  the  persistent  plan 
of  the  Vandeibilts  io  develop  a  great 
transcontinental  line,  to  which  all  of 
its  Eastern  nad  Middle  West  subsi- 
diary roads  will  act  as  feeders. 

The  first  step  in  this  <lireciion  was 
the  absorption  of  the  Lake  Shore  by 
the  New  York  Central.  The  lease  of 
the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad  has  af- 
forded the  New  England  terminus.  The 
acquirement  of  the  Union  Pacific  wiM 
be  followed  by  the  ab.sorption  of  the 
Oregon  Kailwa.v  and  Navigation  com- 
pany, which  is  to  be  the  outlet  to  th" 
Western  coast.  A  very  significant  step 
to  this  end  was  taken  Fridav  at  a 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  that  sys- 
tem. 

At  that  meeting  it  was  decided  to  dis- 
solve the  voting  trust  under  which 
directors  are  now  elected  and  which 
has  been  in  foiie  since  the  reorganiz- 
ation of  the  company.  The  effect  of 
this  is  to  place  the  stockholders  in  con- 
trol. By  the  dissolution  of  the  voting 
trust  agreement  the  preferred  stock- 
holders will  cea.se  to  elec-t  two-thirds  of 
the  board,  as  they  d<>  at  present,  and 
control  will  l)e  luactically  vested  in  the 
common  st<xk.  the  majority  of  which 
is  owned  by  the  Oregon  Short  line, 
which  in  turn  is  owned  by  the  Union 
PacHc. 

The  importance  of  this  step  is  oi)- 
vious.  Its  effect  is  to  place  the  Uni<m 
Pacific  company  in  direct  control  of  the 
Navigation  company  ami  to  insure  the 
election  of  a  board  of  directors  at  the 
next  annaul  meeting  which  shall  be  in 
entire  harmony  with  the  Union  Pacific. 
At  present  there  are  several  represen- 
tatives of  the  Northern  Pacific  on  the 
Oregon  Navigation  board,  as  also  rep- 
resentatives of  the  (ireat  Northern.  Up 
to  the  present  time  the  Oregon  Naviga- 
tion company,  through  the  voting  trust, 
has  been  run  more  or  less  in  the  inter- 
est of  Great  Northern.  Northern  Pacific 
and  Union  Pacific  jointly.  It  is  fair  to 
assume  that  henceforward  the  com- 
pany will  be  owned  and  managed  main- 
ly in  the  interest  of  it.self  and  of  the 
I'nion  Pacific,  and  only  in  the  inter,>.=«t 
of  the  other  companies  in  so  far  as  their 
interests  are  harmonious  with  those  of 
the  Oregon  Navigation  and  Union  Pa- 
cific. 

This  action  was  undoubtedly  brought 
about  through  the  influence  of  E.  H. 
Harriman.  acting  in  the  interest  of  the 
Vanderbilt-Morgan  party. 

While  the  Vanderl)ilt  plan  has  to  do 
with  the  development  and  control  of 
the  Northeast,  Middle  West  and  the 
extreme  West,  the  Pennsylvania  sys- 
tem will  solidify  as  to  the  East  and 
Southwest,  and  form  close  traffic  alli- 
ance with  the  Gould  and  Rockefeller 
systems  in  the  West. 

Rumors  are  current  and  are  credited 
that  the  Gould  interests  in  the  South- 
west are  to  be  consolidated,  and  even 
the  Wabash  is  talked  of  as  again  likely 
to  become  a  part  of  the  Missouri  Pa- 
cific system.  This  system  in  the  'S0« 
included  the  Wabash,  Texas  Pacific  and 
M.  K.  T..  but  Jay  Gould  dropped  all 
three  in  his  endeavor  to  preser\-e  the 
Missouri  Pacific  proper. 

Texas  Pacific  is  part  of  the  Mi.ssouri 
Pacific  thnuigh  exchange  of  Iron 
Mountain  bonds  for  the  Texas  Pacific 
seconds,  which  control  the  road. 

The  solidification  and  control  of  the 
coal  properties  has  already  been  ex- 
plained, but  Mr.  Morgan's  "plan  goes 
further.  It  purposes  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Southern  railway  with  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  system  and  the 
taking  int(>  this  group  of  the  Queen  & 
Crescent  route.

The  town 
of  Macoti  is  about  e(|ui-dist;uu  between 
Kansas  ("Ity  and  St.  I^ouis,  sa.vs  the  Kan- 
sas City  Worhl.  It  is  one  of  the  prettiest 
and  tidiest  and  most  progressive  towns 
in  the  state,  stimulated  In  the  last  three 
years  b.v  the  m<me.v  of  Col.  Blees  who 
several  years  ago  was  the  comma'nilant 
of  the  St.  James  military  academy  in  me 
t')Wn,  a  not  over-prosperous  institution 
In  .spite  of  the  real  enthusiasm  and  love 
of  his  profession  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mandant. 

One    hears    stories    of  Col.  Blees    and 
his  money  as  soon  as  he  sets  fool  In  the 
town.     Kveryone    taiks   about   Col.    Blees, 
and  the  wonder  of  it  is,  with  such  perfect 
respect    and    admiration,    and    without    a 
l)arlicle    of    ill-tempered    envy.     The'  way 
tbey    speak   of    him    with    r.-la'tlon    to    the 
town  is  "He  Is  the  wh(»lt*»thliiK.'  By  that 
they  mean  that  he  Is  the"  mainspring  of 
the   town's    prosperity.    Each     has     esti- 
mate of  his   wealth,    which  did  not  come 
from   the  owner  of  it,   and   the  estimates 
run  from  one-half  to  ten  niillion  dollars. 
No   one    knows    exactly    how    much    it    is 
except    Col.    Blees    himself,    and    he    d<jes 
not  tell.     About  four  years  ago  he  had  not 
much.    They  even  say  that  his  means  did 
not    inspire    much   credit.    Then     he     be- 
cam.-  suddenly  rich  and  his  credit  unlim- 
iteil.     He    rewarded    those   who    had   stuck 
by  him  and  were  his  friends  when  he  bail 
nothing  and   he   failed   to   remember   that 
there  Wen-   those   who  had  not  had   faith 
in    him,    and    he   spends    his   mone.v    as   if 
tberti  were  n<»  end  to  It   on  the  town  and 
on  his  family  and  for  the  further  growth 
of   his   fortune.     In   the   Utile  town   he   is 
building  up  what  will  be  oil'-  of  the  finest 
private   estates   in    the  cou:itr.v  anil    Mrs. 
Blees  is  establishing  what   will  Ijc  one  of 
the  model  farms  of  the  world.    These  are 
<»nly    two   of   the   projects    that    the    Blees 
money  Is  furthering.    The  uiu?  nearest  to 
the  heart  of  Col.   Blees  is  the  upbuilding 
of  the  greatest  institution  for  a  military 
education    outside   of    West    Point   in    the 
I'liiled    St.'ites. 

I'Yederick  W.  Blees  is  a  German,  who 
served  as  a  lieiili'nant  in  the  kaiser's 
army,  lOlghiy-lirst  infanlr>-  rej^imeiit  of 
the  line.  First  Hessians,  one  of  the  most 
expensive  and  crack  legiinents  in  Ger- 
many. He  was  born  at  Aix-la-Chapelle 
near  the  Belgian  frontier.  His  whole  ca- 
reer smacks  of  the  adventurous  and  ro- 
manli*'.  His  regiment  was  stationed  at 
l-'rankfort-on-tbe-Main,  a  vi'ry  expensixe 
garrison.  It  was  to  mucli  I'or  the  ijocki't 
of  the  .vt)ung  officer,  so  he  resigned  and 
came  to  Anurica.  He  is  an  accomplished 
man,  not  onl.v  in  the  iiandlerafts  of  a  sol- 
dier, but  he  is  a  musician,  scholar  and 
sportsman.  He  plays  the  violin,  |>lano 
anil  organ  like  an  artist.  Besides  a  crack 
shot  with  litli-  and  pistol  he  is  deadly 
with  rapier  and  broadsword.  Init  when  he 
came  to  America  the  only  thing  to  which 
he  could  put  his  b.ind  was  a  j>ipe  organ 
in  a  Brooklyn  church.  This  he  played 
professionally  for  a  time  and  then  went 
Stjuth  for  his  health  and  became  an  or- 
ganist in  .a  church  in  Jackson.  Miss.  Tiien 
he  became  a  teacher  of  tli>-  higher  Kng- 
lisli  branches  in  a  collegiate  academ.v  in 
Alunroe,  La.,  and  then  commandant  at 
Kemper  hall,  a  mllltar.v  scliix^  In  Daveii- 
|)(»rt,  Iowa.  While  there  he  becamt'  aide- 
de-camp  on  the  staff  of  <!overnor  Boies 
and  so  accpiired  his  title  >>t  colonel.  In 
tin-  meantime  he  married  Mrs.  Blees, 
who  Is  a  native  of  Alabama,  her  mother's 
people  being  in  direct  line  of  descent 
from  John  Penn,  of  A'irginia,  a  brot'ner 
of  William  Penn.  After  that  he  came  to 
Macon  to  take  charge  of  St.  James  mili- 
tary academy. 

One  day  he  received  word  that  his  fath- 
er liad  died  in  Prussia  1<  aving  him  a  for- 
tune. The  i)eople  of  the  town  wagged 
ilieir  heads  and  saiil  that  they  had  heard 
of  fortunes  being  left  to  people  before. 
However,  C(d.  Blees  went  to  Germany 
and  returned  in  a  very  reticent  mood.  Ho 
liought  the  <dd  St.  James  acailem.v  and 
remodeled  it  iiUo  a  residence.  A  year  later 
he  was  again  summoned  to  fieimany  on 
llie  death  of  liis  mother  to  receive  a  fur- 
ther irdierliaiice,  anil  this  time  the  pet»i)le 
tliil  not  doubt.  Since  that  time  he  has 
^■.one  forward  with  much  reticence  buy- 
ing iiroperty  and  making  the  town  wiih 
his  investments  one  of  the  best  of  its 
<lass  in  the  state.  Those  who  were  his 
friends  before  the  fortune  came  are  now 
his  business  associates. 

Bersonally  Col.  Blees  is  a  young  man 
of  the  Gi-rman  military  type.  He  is  a 
Sensitive,  reserved  and  courteous  man. 
He  is  a  soldier  out  of  uniform  all  the 
lime.  But  he  is  enpoyinfi  his  fortune  a.-> 
he  goes.  His  home  is  one  of  the  linesct 
in  its  api)ointments  in  Missouri,  and  his 
stables  are  without  dount  ine  best  pri- 
vate stables  in  the  state.  He  is  a  lover 
of  horses  anti  his  nurchases  in  the  past 
year  have  included  prize  winners  from 
the  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  horse 
shows. 

The  money  that  Col.  Blees  is  spending 
and  investing  comes  from  iron.  His 
father  was  the  owner  of  many  valuable 
mines  in  Ciermany  which  a  i-ombination 
against  him  b.v  the  greatest  iron  factors 
rendered  almost  valueless.  When  they 
I>assed  by  inheritance  to  Col.  Blees  he 
enlisted  the  service  of  an  English  iron 
master  and  forced  the  Krupps.  of  gun 
fame,  to  buy  them  at  his  own  figures. 

When  Col.  Blees  began  to  spend  his 
money  the  people  of  Macon  opened  their 
eyes.  He  designed  and  built  a  priviUe 
stable  that  would  contain  thirtv  vehicles 
of  all  descriptions;  such  vehicles  as  had 
never  been  seen  before  outside  of  the  big 
cities  and  country  estates.  In  this  stable 
is  a  four-in-hand  drag,  an  omnibus  with 
plate  glass  windows  and  a  glistening 
black  body,  a  magnificein  landau,  spiders, 
stanhopes,  wagonettes,  cabriolets,  phae- 
tons, run-about  carts,  speed  wagons,  sur- 
reys, traps  and  a  wonderiul  English  game 
cart,  in  the  carriage  house  are  cases  of 
silver-mounted  and  monogrammed  har- 
ness and  a  magnificent  Mexican  saddle 
literally  covered  with  silver.  Walters 
has  charge  of  the  family  horses,  tliose 
used   by  Mrs.   Blees  and  the   children. 

The  show  and  sporting  stable  of  Col. 
Blet-s  occupies  14.->  acres  of  land,  which, 
besides  the  stable  buildings  and  paddocks, 
contains  a  half  mile  track  and  the  cav- 
alry estates  of  the  military  school.  The 
three  estates,  the  school  grounds,  which 
consist  of  150  acres;  horse  farm  and  Biees 
place,  as  the  model  farm  belonging  to 
Mrs.  Blees  has  more  than  600  acres. 

A  number  of  years  .ago  Mrs.  Blees 
liought  a  small  farm  of  seventeen  acres 
Blees  It  is  called,  adjoin  and  cover  more 
on  the  eiige  of  Macon.  She  has  added  to 
it  in  the  last  three  or  four  vears  until 
now  she  has  450  acres.  This  she  calls 
Blees  place,  her  model  farm,  and  on  it 
she  will  build  her  countrv  home,  probably 
next  year.  Blees  place  is  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  country  estates  in  America,  and  it 
is  the  sole  property,  care  and  pride  of  Its 
mistress.  It  will  be  a  model  In  landscape 
gardening,  horticulture,  fiorlculture 
agriculture  and  cattle  raising.  An  im- 
mense amount  of  money  has  been  spent 
V'4r>  it  already  and  a  fortune  will  vet  be 
spent.  It  lies  between  the  city  llnilts  of 
Macon  and  the  grounds  of  the  midtarv 
academy.  On  the  edge  of  both  properties 
Mrs.  Blees  is  making  an  artificial  lake 
of  twenty  acres  that  follows  the  ravines 
between  the  hills  and  will  be  shaped  like 
.1  hand  with  the  Jlngers  outspread.  A 
dam  of  l.'K)  feet  at  the  base  and  forty  feet 
wide  on  top  has  been  put  In  and  bevond 
it  will  be  the  celery  fields,  Irrigated  from 
the  lake.  In  tho  center  of  the  lake  will 
.h»;.an  island,  formed  naturally  of  a  ridge 
.KJO  feet  long  by  100  feet  wide,  on  which  is 
now  building  a  large  brick  dancing  pa- 
vilion, ihere  will  be  stone  docks  lor  the 
row  boats  and  steam  launches,  and  the 
lake  will  have  swimming  ponds  with 
dressing  hou.scs.  The  lake  will  be  stocked 
with  the  best  varieties  of  game  fish. 
There  will  be  arms  and  reaches  of  water 
in  which  lilies  and  other  aquatic  flowers 
and  plants  will  be  cultivated.  The  lakt 
will  be  as  much  for  the  enjovment  of  the 
boys  In  the  mllitarv  school  as  for  the 
family.  It  will  be  fed  by  springs  and  Its 
outflow  Will  be  used  for  irrigation.    Foun- 


tains  will    spring  from    its   surface,   and 
its    banks    will    be    lined    with    lawns   and 
Wjilks    and    groves,    while   one   pan   of    it 
will    be    skirted    by    the   boulevard.     This 
boulevard,  which  is  now  being  built,  will 
traverse   the    ground    for   six    miles,    and 
wli  be  of  the  best  construction  of  maca- 
dam   paving,    arched    and    drained. 
There  is  now  a  model  barn  on  the  farm, 
n  one  end  of  which  is  an  Ice  house  and  a 
large   dry   room    for   storing   implements, 
i  here    Is    a   winter   milking   room    paved 
with  brick  in  which  is  a  large  brick  fire- 
place and  a  steam  cooker  for  winter  feed 
tor  the  cows.    The  cows  in  winter  will  be 
brought  from  the  barn  to  this  room  to  be 
milked.  A  room,  open   to  the  air  on  one 
side,   is  used  for  summer  milking.    There 
is  also  a  milk  room  of  the  very  latest  pat- 
tern connected  with  the  ice  house  and  per- 
fectly   ventilateil.    The    barn    is    161    feet 
long,  60  feet  wide  and  35  feet  high,    it  has 
;!^  stalls  for  stock    the  milk  cows  on  one 
Side    and    the   work    horses   on    the    other 
The  cows  are  all  pure  bred  Jersevs. 

Mrs.  Blees  intends  establishing  a  large 
nursery  on  the  place  for  the  cultivation 
of  fruit  and  shade  trees,  and  for  this  pur- 
I)ose  Germany,  France,  Italv  and  other 
countries  have  iontrlbuted  their  chfdcest 
varieties.  A  10-acre  vineyard  has  beei 
laid  out  and  will  be  planted  with  the 
vines  ol  the  choicest  table  and  wine 
grapfs. 

The  chief  interest  of  C(d.  Blees  is  per- 
sonally interested  in  mllitarv  eilucaiioi 
and  is  rich  enough  to  make  a  fad  of  it. 
He  believes  that  every  citizen  should  have 
some  military  education  whether  he  ever 
intends  becoming  a  soldier  or  not.  He  is 
proud  of  the  fact  that  several  of  the  men 
in  the  Spanish-American  war  and  the  war 
with  the  Filipinos  have  distinguished 
them.selves  by  reascm  of  their  mili- 
tary knowledge  and  their  bravery  were 
formerly  puplis  of  his  In  St.  James  acad- 
emy. 

The  school  will  cost  to  build  and  equip 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  one- 
half  million  dollars. 

Besides  putting  his  monev  into  these  en- 
teri)rises    Col.    Blees    has    never    refused 
to  back  anything  that   would  benefit   the 
town,    it  wa,s  deemed  advisable  to  put  in 
a  sewerage  system  at  a  cost  of  $20,000  and 
Col.       Blees      promjitly     subscribed       $50iio 
toward  it.    The  town  needed  a  theater,  he 
built  it,  and  last  winter  the  town  enjo%  ed 
many  of  the  first  class  theatrical   attrac- 
tions that  came  to  Kansas  City.  His  agent 
is  now  in  New  York  booking  as  many  at- 
tractions  for  the  coming   season   as   the 
size  of  the  town  will   warrant.   He  start- 
ed ii  carriage   factory    in   which   the   best 
class  of  vehicles  are  made,  manv  of  those 
in  his  own  stables  coming  from  his  works. 
A   man    with   an   invention    for   manufac- 
turing   shears    attracted    the    attentio    of 
Col.      Blees      and      he    started    a      factorv 
which  resultetl  in  his  breaking  up  the  pro- 
posed shear  trust  by  jjreventing  a  corner 
111  "malleables,"   the  ixirtion  of  the  shear 
to    which    the    steel    blade    is    weliled.      lie 
owns   a   wagon     factory,     an     investment 
company,  a  newspajter,  a  hotel,    contnds 
the  stcKks  in  tW(>  Macon  banks,  is  a  mem- 
ber of   a  prominent   law   llrm,    the  .senior 
partner  of  a  surgical  implement   house  in 
St.  Louis  that  furnished  the  I'nited  States 
.irmy  with  a  great  deal  of  its  sui)plie;-  in 
the    last    war,    owns    railroad    stocks    and 
bank  stocks  in  various  i>arts  of  the  coun- 
try   and   belongs   to   horse  show   associa- 
tions and  driving  clubs,  among  them  the 
Kansas    City    Driving    clul)    and    various 
other  clubs  all  over  the  countrv.  He  gives 
his  personal  attention  to  all  of  these  in- 
terests. 

Lo;iff  ago  people  began  to  predict  that 
he  would  .soon  go  to  the  liottom  of  his 
Ijocket  in  his  sjiending,  but  he  says  that 
he  only  si»ends  and  invests  a  portion  of 
his  income.  As  an  example  of  how  he 
spends  money  the  following  storv  is  told, 
and  it  is  not  denied  bv  Col.  Blees  him- 
self: Last  Thanksgiviiig  dav  he  had  in- 
vited six  friends  in  St.  Louis  to  come  and 
dine  with  him,  saying  that  he  wouUI  send 
them  a  train.  When  thev  reached  the 
depot  they  were  ushered  into  a  train, 
which  startetl  witli  them  for  Macon,  171 
miles  .iway.  The  j<iurnev  as  made  in 
less  than  tliree  and  a  half  hours  with  five 
Slops,  and  had  the  right  of  wav  over 
»verything  on  the  road.  The  tra'in  cost 
Cul.  Blees  $10(Kt,  and  he  gave  a  i)resciu 
to  every  trainman  aboard,  beginning  with 
the  engineer,  who  received  a  scarfpin  rejj- 
resenting  a  gold  engine  with  a  (fiamoiid 
headlight,  down  to  the  porter,  who  strug- 
gle,! along  with  a  tip  of  a  $10  gold  i)iece 
\S  hen  be  travels  with  his  familv  it  is  al- 
ways in  a  private  chartered  car.  and  he 
has  already  paid  in  charges  for  such  cars 
i-nough  money  to  buy  and  equip  one  of 
the  iinest  private  cars  in  the  country.  But 
he  will  not  buy  ttne  because,  as  he  says, 
he  does  not  know  where  he  would  keep 
it  when  he  was  not  using  it. 

Col.  Blees  has  five  children  to  whom 
he  is  deeply  devoted,  three  sons  and  two 
daughters.  To  the  sons  he  intends  giving 
a  thorough  military  education,  and  it  is 
largely  on  their  account  and  for  their 
benefit  that  the  military  academv  is  being 
built.  They  are  (ine.  manly  boys,  and  all 
of  them  are  learning  to  become  expert 
horsemen. 

Col.  Blees  has  one  characteristic  that 
has  endeared  him  to  his  fellow  towni?men 
and  that  is  his  unfailing  courtesv.  He  i.s 
not  a  writ  more  or  less  punctillo'us  in  his 
greeting  of  everyone  he  know.s  than  he 
was  before  he  got  possession  of  his  mvs- 
terifius  wealth.  He  knows  evervone  In  ihe 
town  ad  the  surrounding  ccJuntrv  and 
bows  to  everyone  with  an  old  world  cour- 
tesy when  they  pass   him  on   th."  road. 

The  horses  and  e<|uipagcs  of  Col.  BIccs 
have  cea.sed  to  cause  wonder  in  Macon 
but  they  never  will  cease  to  be  admired. 
There  are  also  many  new  ones  coming 
along  all  the  time  that  thev  are  alwavs 
a  novelty,  either  when  driven  with  ttie 
silver  and  blue,  the  liverv  of  his  private 
stables  ami  the  colors  on  bis  coat  of  arms 
or  with  brass  and  blue,  the  livery  colors 
of  his   si)orting   stable. 

As  to  the  amount  of  the  new  and  well 
iise.l  wealth  of  Col.  Blees.  of  Macon,  no 
man  save  he  can  tell,  and  he  will  not,  but 
as  he  is  i)rojecting  new  uses  and  enter- 
prises for  it,  lis  end  Is  not  vet,  and  it 
does   not  cease   to  be  a   mvsterv.

WOMEN  LAWYERS  ORGANIZE. 

Organization  Is  Said  to  Be  First  of 
Its  Kind. 

First  of  its  kind  In  the  field,  the  Wo- 
men's Lawyers'  club  was  organized  yes- 
terday in  the  reference  room  of  the  St. 
Paul  building.  No.  220  Broadway.  The 
club  is  national.  One  of  its  promoters 
announced  that  the  only  other  club  of 
women  lawyers  known  to  the  Xew  York 
organization  is  the  Portia  club,  of  Bos- 
ton, which  is  merely  local,  says  the 
New  York  Herald. 

Mrs.  Fannie  H.  Carpenter  was  chair- 
man of  yesterday's  meeting.  A  com- 
mittee composed  of  Miss  Gail  Loughlin, 
Miss  Heiffert,  Dr.  Mary  Hussey,  Mrs. 
Potter.  Mi.=s  Philbrook.  Miss  Mary  Pot- 
ter. Miss  Loew  and  Mrs.  Rose  Levere, 
took  the  preliminary  steps  which  led  to 
the  formation  of  the  association. 

It  was  decided  to  admit  only  practic- 
ing women  lawyers  to  the  club.  All 
such  residing  within  100  miles  of  New 
York  city  will  be  admitted  to  full  mem- 
bership; those  residing  beyond  this 
limit  can  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the 
club,  but  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 
Meetings  are  to  Ije  held  once  a  month 
for  the  discussion  of  professional  sub- 
jects and  the  furtherance  of  the  club's 
oljjects  which  are  the  advancement  .f 
women  at  the  bar  and  the  promotion  of 
.social  and  professional  intercourse. 

"There  are  to  be  no  pink  teas."  said 
Miss  Rosalie  Loew,  the  newly  elected 
president  of  the  organization,  yester- 
day: "neither  will  the  club  constitute 
itself  a  substitute  for  the  Bar  associa- 
tion, to  which  we  all  hope  to  be  admit- 
ted some  day." 

Other  officers  elected  were:  First 
vice  president,  Mrs.  Fannie  H.  Carpen- 
ter: vice  president-at-large,  Mrs.  Flor- 
ence Dangerfield  Potter:  secretary  and 
treasurer.

The  silly  statement  has  been  made  iii 
nearly   every   street    railway   strike   ac- 
companied by  violence-it  was  so  alleged 
'luring  the  strike  a    little   while  ago   in 
Duluth— that    the   violence   is    the   work 
of   the   company,    which    undertakes    to 
make  the      striker      odious      by  hiring 
toughB  to  thr..w  stones  and  half  bricks 
at  motormen  and  conductors,  to  pummel 
them,   trample  on   thorn,   and   now  and 
then  to  shoot  them;   to  wreck  cars  with 
stones,  and  occasionally  to  put  dynarnite 
or  some  other   strong  explosive  on   the 
tra.^ks.     Several  men    of    usually  .sound 
sense  and  gocjd  judginent  told  The  Her- 
ald   a   few    weeks  ago    that   they   were 
sure  the  company  here   was  doing  this 
sort  of  thing,  and   that  all   the  outrages 
were   committed   by   toughs   in    its  em- 
ploy.   And   these  men  actually  believed 
that  this  absurd  storj-  was   true. 

Con.sequently  It  is  not  surprising     to 
If-arn  that  the  same  claim  is  being  made 
in  regard  to  the  deeds  of  violence  in  con- 
nection   with   the   Brooklyn   street     car 
strike.     But.  as  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel 
ob.serve.s,    this    theory   does   not    fit     the 
Hrooklyn  strike  any  better  than  it  has 
fitted   the  others.     To   believe   in   it   you 
must  believe      that      the      companv  got 
crowds  of  several   hundred   persons  to- 
gether  in   various   places   and    directed 
the  conduct  of    these    crowds,     causing 
them   to  wreck  a  few  oars  and  assault 
a  few  of  the  company's  employees.  You 
naturally  wonder  why  a  company  which 
can  control  to  this  extent  large  bodies 
of  men  dwsn't  prefer  to  take  the  adult 
males  in  these  crowds,  use  them  as  mo- 
tormen   and    conductors,    and    run    its 
cars  without  question.     The  persons  who 
maintain    that    the  company    likes   and 
encourages   violence  never  answer    this 
<|Uestion. 

There  is  another  question  which  is 
left  unanswered,  says  the  Sentinel.  The 
most  desperate  acts,  such  as  the  attempt 
to  blow  up  the  track  of  the  elevated 
road  in  Brooklyn,  are  usually  committed 
toward  the  end  of  the  strike,  when  even 
the  strikers  begin  to  see  that  they  will 
fail.  Why  sh.Hild  the  company  wait  un- 
til It  IS  certain  the  strike  will  not  suc- 
ceed before  ordering  this  destruction  of 
its  property?  W^hen  the  company's 
victory  is  as  good  as  won,  when  it  no 
longer  has  a  motive  for  wishing  to  make 
the  strike  unpopular,  why  should  it  di- 
rect its  hirelings  to  do  things  which  are 
certain  to  delay  the  complete  resumption 
of  trafi^c?

An  interesting  statistical  sketch       of 
women's   clubs,    written    by    Mrs.    Ellen 
M.    Henrotin.    president   of   the     feder- 
ation of  these  organizations,   is     given 
the  leading  place  in  Bulletin  No.  2:1  i)ub- 
lished    by    the   department    of   lalwr   at 
^^  ashington.      Mrs.  Henrotin  savs  that 
the.«e  clubs  in  the  beginning  were  simple 
m  form  and   usually  literary  or  purely 
charitable   in   character,   such  subjects 
as    religion,    suffrage       and        political 
economy       being      carefully      shunned. 
Friendly  intercourse  and  self-improve- 
ment were  the      objects      sought.       The 
clubs  increased  rapidly  in  size  and  im- 
portance.      In  small  communities  they, 
together  with  the  strictly  religious  .so- 
cieties,  represented   In   the  life  of  their 
members    the  only   social   and   intellec- 
tual  activities  in   reach,    while  in   large 
cities,  where  the  population  is  too  great 
for   the  churches    to   maintain  any    tie 
of  acquaintance  among  those  who  fre- 
(luent    them,    these    secular    gatherings 
fostered  social  relations  and  opened  up 
endless  lines  of  personal  endeavor. 

The  next  demand  of  the  club  members 
was  to  enlarge  the  scop,,  of  study  and  to 
apply  the  knowledge  they  had  acquired 
to  the  practical  affairs  of  life.       Thus 
the   department  club   came    into    being. 
The  work  was  usually  divided  into  t\\Y. 
or  more  sections,  as  education,  reform, 
philanthropy,    home,   art,     science,       li- 
terature   and    philosophy.       Better    re- 
sults could   be  obtained,   it  was  found, 
by  specializing  the  .subjects  of  inqui">' 
and  making  the  aims  more  definite.  As 
a   natural   consequence   the   attempt    to 
solve  problems  of  one  .sort  brought  the 
women   face   to   face   with    other  ques- 
tions   equally    vital    and     far-reaching. 
Grappling  with    educational   dlfflcultirs 
and  starting  school   reforms     disclosed 
many  glaring  evils   that  affected       the 
children   in  each  neighborhood,    or   the 
home  in  which  they  live,  or  the  bread- 
winner  on    whom    the   child       depends 
Dispensing  charity  led  to  a  more  scien- 
tific  view  of  philanthropy,     which     in 
turn  opened   up  all    the   field   of   indus- 
trial achievement  and  the  part  that  wo- 
men and  children   take  in  factory  and 
mercantile   life. 

The  larger  clubs  plunged  at  once  into 
many    forms   of   public    activity,       and 
became  a  power  for  good   in   their   re- 
spective communities,   instituting  some 
reforms,   endorsing  others,   and   by   di- 
rect  and    indirect    influence   champion- 
ing  better  methods.   They  administered 
charities,  carried  on  civic  work  in  their 
neighborhood,    increased    the    efficiency 
of    the   schools,    secured    better    factory 
laws    for    workers,    and    helped    to    ad- 
vance women  to  the  positions  of  factory 
inspector,    police    matron   and       school 
trustee.       The    clubs    were  also    identi- 
fied with  many  large  movements,   such 
as  tenement  house  reform,  public  parks 
and  play  grounds,  sanitation  and  clean- 
liness,  and   abolitition  of  the  sweating 
system.      The  single  club,  however  in- 
fluential,  soon   found       its       usefulness 
limited    to    its    own    locality,    whereas 
help  from  other  sections  was  often  re- 
quired   to    reach    legislators    and    bring 
about    much-needed    reforms.       There-

He  assumed   that 
the  committee  had   in   view    a  municipai 
plant,  to  be    operate!     by  gas     engines 
The  committee,  however,"  had    not'    told 
one   thing  aliout    the   feasibility   of     gas 
engines.     Xo   opinion    had    been   submit- 
ted   from    an    expert    whose   opinion     is 
Worth  anything  on  the  subject.     He  did 
n>)t  like  a  long  conti  let,   but  he  did  not 
want    to    vote   for   a    higher   price    for   a 
short   time  contract  unless  the  commit- 
tee piopose<l  a  feasible  plan  for  a  plant 
It  he  gave  his  vote  f^r  the  higher  price 
he    would    do    it    believing    that    he    was 
voting   for  the  erecti  m   of  a    municipal 
light    plant.     The  truest  friends  of   mu- 
ni(  ij)al  ownership  art   those  who  do  not 
rush   in    without    kno\i-ing  their  ground. 
They  were  told  that  tliere  was  a   wav  of 
_  making  light  at  a  co.u  of  $.50  per  light, 
liut    no    information    had    been      gi\en. 
Before  he   voted  for  i    higher     price     to 
turther  the  project,   i:  must   be  demon- 
strated  so    that    he   would   feel   .satisfied 
to  put  his  own  money   in. 

Alderman    Krumsiejr  replied    that   the 
committee  did  not  pretend  to  give  all  of 
the  information,  for  it  had  been  impos-  i 
sible   to  obtain    it    in    time.     It    was    the 
idea  of  the  committee  in  recommending 
a  short  contract  that  enough  time  mignt 
be  provided  in  whi.^h    o  obtain  informa- 
tion.    It    is    business-like,    he    said,    to 
pay  a   higher  price  for  a  short  time  in 
order    to    place    the    city    in    a    i>o.sition 
wheie  it  could  have  it-;  own  plant  at  an 
early    day.     The   conn  any    had    made   a 
low  price  for  the  long  time,  but  it  would 
soon  lie  up  again. 

Alderman  Crowley  Mated  that  if  the 
city  had  a  plant  it  c(juld  graduate  th<» 
light  according  to  the  locality  and  thus 
effect  a  big  saving.  Lamps  <if  2000- 
candle  power  could  be  used  in  the  <.ut- 
skirts. 

President    Hartman    of    the    companv 
a.sked    to    be   given    the    floor   to  correct 
some  impressions  in  the  minds  of  some 
of  the  aldermen.     He  began   by  saying 
that  he  knew  of  no  500-candle  power  are 
lamps    that   were   manufactured    except 
for  special   purpo.ses.     They   would   cost 
as   much    to   maintain   and   care    for  as 
lamps  of  standard   po\.er,  although,  li  ; 
conceded    in    response    to   a  querv    from 
I  .Alderman  Crowley,  that  they  would  not 
I  require  as  high  a  voltage.     The  St.  Louis 
1  river  water  power  could  not  be  utilizeil 
I  sooner    than    three    yesirs,    and    in    th.it 
I  time  the  city   woultl  find   that  much   of 
I  Its    apparatus    would    iieconie    obsolete. 
1  .A.S  to  the  argument  thut  it  is  necessary 
I  that  the  city  should  er  jct  its  own  elec- 
I  iric  light  plant,  becau.«e  by  doing  so  it 
i  would  crush  the  electric  light  companv 
j  and    thus   protect   its  gas  plant,    he  as- 
sured    the    council    that      the    companv 
I  would   be  found   in   the   field  competing 
j  for  business  even  if  it  did  not  get  a  con- 
j  tract  from  the  city.    He  called  attention 
I  to  the  estimate  of  Mr.  I^urgess  that  coal 
would  cost  $15  per  horse  power  per  year, 
land  to  the  estimate  of  the  city  engineer 
I  fixing  the  cost  of  gas  ijer  horse  power 
I  for  the  year  at  $19.     This,   he  said,   put 
(  oal  out  of  the  questior. 

The  mayor  then  took  a  hand.  He 
scouted  the  suggestioi  that  the  city 
wait  until  the  St.  Lo  lis  river  water 
Itower  is  developed.  Better  figurr.-j 
would  be  obtained  on  gi.s.  he  .said,  than 
there  had  yet.  The  parties  asked  for 
figures  had  withheld  t  leir  lowest  fig- 
ures because  they  knew  they  would  be 
in    competition. 

President  Hartman  asked  the  mayor 
if  he  could  name  a  city  vhere  the  light- 
ing by  arc  lights  is  done  with  gas  as  the 
only  power.  To  this  the  mayor  respond- 
ed that  this  information  had  not  been 
obtained  yet,  but  it  would  be. 

Mr.  Hartman  stated  tl  at  he  had  been 
informed  that  the  large  power  gas  en- 
gines are  as  yet  an  experiment,  and 
then  attacked  the  engineer's  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  shifting  wir^s,  saying  that 
the  Zenith  City  Telephone  companv 
people  have  asserted  thai  they  had  made 
no  proposition  to  shift  he  wires  at  $1 
per  pole. 

The  mayor  replied  warmly  that  he 
could  show  a  proposition  from  the  tele- 
phone company  in  black  and  white,  and 
also  a  letter  from  a  gas  engine  companv 
that  it  is  making  a  15o0-horse  power 
engine.  Mr.  Hartman  responded  that  it 
might  be  making  one.  but  the  question 
was  whether  one  had  been  in  use. 

Alderman  Xeff  was  taiten  to  task  bv 
Alderman  Kium.'ieg  on  tie  ground  that 
the  former  had  deserter  the  platform 
on  which  he  had  been  e  ected.  To  this 
charge,  the  latter  replie:!  that  he  un- 
derstood the  municipa]  oivneiship  plit- 
form  to  mean  that  go  id  judgment 
should  be  used  in  going  about  it.  He  be- 
lieved in  exercising  the  .same  care  in 
voting  an  expenditure  of  public  money 
that  he  would  exercise  in  handling  his 
own.  If  municipal  owrership  were 
ever  a  success,  it  would  be  because  it 
had  been  gone  about  in  i  business-like 
manner.
